Mr. Speaker: I am instructed by the Senate, to inform 
the House of Representatives, that the Senate have con- 
curred in the joint resolutions: from the House of Reprë- 
sentatives, to. go into, the .election of public printer and 
sergeant-at-arms, and to count the votes for Governor. — 
The following message from the Governor; by his private 
‘secretary, Mr. Russell, together with the accompanying 
documents, was-received, and read at thé elerk's table: 


Gentlemen of the Senate,and . ef 

House of Representatives: ` di 
The general health-of our citizens was unusually good 
‘uring the past year. The products of our fertile soil were 
never more abundant. - Hereafter we-will be dependent on 
our sister States; for but a. small portion of the necessaries 
of life. We have enjoyed. the blessings of peace both at 
home and-abroad. 'The laws have been generally executed 
without difficulty; and acts of lawless. violence are -not so 
numerous. as heretofore. -Our-devout thanks are due to an 
all wise Providence-for the many blessings we have enjóy- 
ed. It is. nevertheless true, that great distress still exists: - 
an immense mass of property has been sacrificed, and many 
of our citizens:have been forced: to abandon the State. ‘The 
price of cotton is. reduced to near half the value it bore 
twelve months since, and an-immediate rise in either our do- 
mestic or foreign markets, is not anticipated. ` The. early 
period at which'the last crop has gone forward—the forced: 
sales of the previous crop held by.monopolists; who could . 
hold on no longer, combined with the disastrous results of 
the sécond suspension: of specie payments by many of the 
banks in the Union, have contributed to puf down the price 
of. our great staple much.lower, than the-quantity: produced 
could have effected. At the present reduced price, many ar- 
ticles can be. manufactured at a profit, which could not. 
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when the: raw material was high. The growing of cotton 
in regions uncongenial to its production, will be discontin- 
ued until the price again advances; for àt present prices, it 
can only be cultivated to advantage on our richest lands, in 
the heart of the cotton region. We may, therefore, calcu- 
late upon an increased consumption and a diminished pro- 
duction; and at no distant day, prices will again advance to 
such an extent, as to afford to the planter a large profit on 
his labor. 

The climate and soil of our State, is better adapted to the 
growth of cotton than that of any State in the Union. Faul- 
ly nine-tenths of our best cotton land, is yet wild and un- 
- cultivated, and must soon attract the attention of those now 
growing cotton in less favored regions. ‘The sale of this 
waste land, would greatly aid us in liquidating the large 
debts we have improvidently contracted, and I indulge the 
hope, that the period is not far distant, when the people will 
again become prosperous, and the State restored to her pro- 
per station in character and credit. 

Much depends upon the action ofthe present Legislature; 
too much reliance has heretofore been placed upon the ac- 
tion of the Federal Government, and upon temporary meas- 
ures of financial relief adopted by ourselves. It affords me 
much pleasure to meet with a new Legislature, fresh from 
the people; many of you have not participated in our previ 
ous Legislation, and we all come here pledged to aid in re- 
torming abuses, which can be tolerated no longer. ‘The ex- 
isting evils are deep rooted; bold and decisive measures are 
necessary to eradicate them. The greatest good of the great- 
est number, and the permanent welfare of the whole State 
should be consulted, rather than the interest of the few.— 
The relief of one portion of our ellow citizens, should not 
be attempted, when detrimental to a more numerous class, 
who have beenless reckless in their operations, and have 
higher claims on our sympathies. , 

The Revised Constitution has been in existence for a pe- 
riod of more than seven years, and has fully answered the 
expectations of the people. It is based upon the broad prin- 
ciple of equal rights and equal privileges; and recognizes in 
its fullest extent, the capability of the people for self-govern- 
ment. An amendment was submitted to the consideration 
of the people by the Legislature, in the year 1833, propos- 
ing the repeal of that portion of our fundamental law, rela- 
tive to the introduction slaves of into this State as merchan- 
dise. ‘The proposed change was not adopted. Another 
amendment was proposed at the last session, conferring up- 
en the Legislature, the power of giving to the Circuit 
Courts of each county equity jurisdiction. Not one-tenth 
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of the electors of the State, recorded their votes in favor of 
the proposed change or against it. These repeated failures 
to alter the Constitution, conclusively prove, that no change 
is desired by the great mass of the People. It is true, that 
the Nationa! and State elections usually absorb every other 
question, and that a great majority of the people have here- 
tofore failed to record their votes either for or against the 
proposed changes, and it is very doubtful whether a major- 
ity of those voting for members of the Legislature, can ever 
be induced to vote on amendménts, proposed in pursuance 
of the provisions of our Organic Law. | 
1 am of opinion that a Convention will not be called for 
many years to change the Constitution. .'T'he people are 
well aware, that innovations do not always prove salutary. 
and although defects are admitted to exist, they are not of 
suficient magnitude, to warrant us in going into a Conven- 
tion for the purpose of correcting them. Many of thd evils 
arising out of our present system have been caused by our 
culpable negligence in moulding the law so as to conform to 
the requisitions of the Constitution. I deem it my duty to 
‘call your special attention to the various sections whieh re- 
quire your consideration. a 
In most of the aets incorporating our cities and towns, 
Xxecutive, Legislative, and Judicial powers, ate blended in 
the Mayors and Presidents of Selectmen. This is clearly in 
contravention of the second article cf the Constitution. It 
may well be questioned whether the benefits arising from the 
incorporation of many of ourtowns, compen:ate the people for 
the heavy burthen imposed upon them, by the additional tax- 
ation required to support the municipal governments. No 
law has been passed, providing sufficiently for contesting 
'the elections of members of the Legislature. Nor have laws 
Leen enacted, providing for contesting the elections of any 
ot our Executive or Judicial officers, except those of Gov- 
ernor, Sheriffs and Justices of the Peace. Several cases of 
illegality in conducting the late general election, as well as 
of fraud on the part of the Returning Officers at the several 
precincts, have come under my notice, and no power is 
1ound in, our Statute Books, to correct the evil. I submitto 
your consideration, the propriety of remodeling the whole 
. of our election laws, and of inserting such new provisions, 
as will effectually preserve the purity of the elective fran: 
chise. 'The power should be taken from the Sheriff of ap- 
pointing the Returning Officer, when heis a candidate for 
re-election, and every person who is a candidate for any of- 
fice, should be di:qualified from acting as inspector of an 
section or conducting the same. At present, the Sheriffs

are required to forward the returns T, the general election, 
to ‘the. Seeretary. of State, within fifteen days. "Thé law 
does not prescribe in What manner they shoüld be forward- 
ed. - Five days from the commencement of the election 
would be sufficient to enable the Returning Officer to make 
up and forward his returns. I submit to your consideration, 
the propriety of appointing a Board of Canvassers for eac?^ 
county, as well as a Central Board to canvass the votes Doll 
ed for State Officers. : Some further Legislation is- necessa- 
. ry in relation to the appointment of Clerk ofthe Superior 
Court of ‘Chancery. No provision ts made in the Constitu- 
tion, for the appointment of Clerk of that Court. The act 
approved December.25th, 1833, limits thë tenure of all offi- 
ces not otherwise provided for, to four years; The act pro- 
viding for the appointment of Clerk. of the Chaneery Court, 
does uot limit the tenure of his office. .An act of the last 
session; divides the State into three districts for holding ti. 
Superior Court of Chancery, but makes no provision for the 
appointment of Clerks in the second and third districts. Th. 
sate keeping of the records, and the despatch of the public . 
business, demand that provision should be. made for the ap- 
. pointment of a Clerk in each of those districts. I can ‘see 
no valid reason why the tenure of the office of Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Chancery, should be longer than those oi" 
the Cireuit and Probate Clerks. 

The 12th section of. the 7th article of ` the Constitution, 
makes it the duty of the Legislature,to regulate by law, the 
eases in. which deductions sha!l be made from the salaries 
of public officers, for neglect of duty in their official capaci- 
ty, and thè amount of such deduction. Further action is: 
required to carry into full effect this requisition: 

The 10th section of the 7th article, ‘provides that “The 
Legislature shall direct by law, in what manner, and in 
what courts suits may be brought against the State.” This 
would seem to confer upon ‘the Legislature, the power of 
prescribing Get such suits might be instituted in any of 
our Courts that) may be designated by law. The act of 
May 15th, 1833, provided for the prosecution of such suits 
in the Superior Court: of Chancery, but the High Cowt of 
Errors and Appeals, have determined that a ereditor of the 
State cannot maintain a suit in the court designated’ hy the 
Legislature. If on examihation: of the subject, you find the . 
High Court right in their decision, further Legislation isi in- - 
dispensable. 

Extensive powers are vested i in the Boards of C ounty Po- 
lice, and much evil has resulted from their improvident ac- 
fion, more espect SS at their numerous special terms. Un 
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der the: existing: law, théir régular. Sessions, are but twice 
‘in each.year. The public interest would be promoted, by - 
requiring four regular meetings of the Board in-each years 
No provision is made for-their first assemblage, after each, ` 
general election. “In. inany- instances, they fail to appoint 
the inspectors of elections. To obviate these difficulties, ] 
suggest.an amendment of the law; requiring the Board. to 
hold a term on the second Mondays of November, Fébina-, 
re, May, and August in each year. "An early authorized ` 
organization of the. Board, would thus be ensured, and am- 

. ple time given to appoint: inspectors of the gencral election.. 
‘Tt would be well, to authorize the Board to ‘fill vacancies in: 
their own body, caused by death, - resignation, removal - out 
of, or failure to reside in'their proper distr icts for the space of 
thirty: days. - A fair expression of public opinion, is rarely 
had in special elections for policemen. | It is deserving of 
‘your serious consideration, whether the ‘power of filling va- 
_eancies, in many of the’county offices, should not be confid- 
ed to the Board. ` The frequency of elections are very bur? 
thensome on the people, € ealling them continually from their 
usual avocátions, and'causing the excitement of the can- 
vass for office to be almost perpetual... This fact more than 
all others, has tended to make the universal election of all 
our officers by the people, unpopular with many. of the citi- 
zens of the State. Rarely one-half-of the qualified elec». 
tors attend-special elections, and the, popular will is thus of- 
ten disregarded. The 13th section of the 5th article of the ` 
Constitution, provides that “all vacanciesnot provided forin 
this-Constifution, shall be filled’-in-suach manneras the Le- 
gislature may precribe;? I presume,.therefore, that it will 
not be conte nded, that, you are EEN to make the, 
change. 

In nearly all of the- counties, the various. officers usé all 
‘due diligence in performing. their duty; and are: supported. 
in that course. by the great mass of the people. My duty 
however, compels me to inform you: that-in.some few ofthe- 
countics, a different spirit prevails. Sheriffs and ‘Coroners- 
have resigned about the: commencement of. the: Court, for 
the evident purpose of preventing the'termi being held, and 
thus defeating’ the regular administration of the laws. I 
cherish the: hope that this course has been contenanced by 
a majority of the citizens of a single county in the State.— 

Its tendency, has been in some measure, to sully (he char- 
'acter of the State, and to drive foreign creditors to the 
Federal Court, for the collection of. their claims. Fear- 
néstly invoke your cordial co-eperation in: remedying the 
evil; This SEET be effectually done, Py empowering ‘the | 
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Judge of the Circuit, to fill the vacancy occurring in the of- 
fices of Clerk and Sheriff, by appointing a suitable person 
by warrant, under his hand and seal, for the whole unex 
pired term. And in case a jury had not been summoned, 
to order a new Venire Facias, returable forthwith. With 
such a law in force, resignations would rarely, if ever, take 
place again. It may, also, be necessary to impose addi- 
tional penalties on Sheriffs and Clerks, for a corrupt dere- 
liction of duty. 

I am advised that the final records of ihe courts 
are rarely made up pursuant to law. It is believed, that 
they are imperfect in almostevery office inthe State. Heavy 
fees are collected for recording the proceeding in each case. 
When a new clerk comes into office, he finds the fees for 
such services collected, and the work undone. He refuses, 
therefore, to bring up the unfinished business of the office, 
and the records are suffered to remain in their imperfect 
state. Many titles depend for their support on the records 
of the various courts, and it is essential that they should be 
welkkept. The existing laws, require the judges of the re- 
spective courts, to make periodical examinations of the offices 
of their clerks—this duty they have generally neglected, and 
I am not aware, that a single clerk has ever been prosecuted 
on his bond, for failing to bring up the records of the court. 
I therefore, recommend, that farther provisions be made for 
the examination of the offices of the clerks of all the vari- 
ous courtsin the State. 

I respectully urge the passage of a law, authorizing the 
appointment of a special commissioner, whose duty it 
shall be to examine each clerk’s office in the State—to re- 
port the several defaulters, and certify the sums necessary 
to bring up the records, and place the same with a copy of 
the bond inthe hands of the district attorney for suit. It 
may be advisable perhaps, to make such certificates prima 
facie evidence of the facts therein contained. ` 

The act of 1824, establishing the fees of Sheriffs, Clerks 
and other officers, is still in force. A few immaterial chan- 
ges have only been made. At the period of the passage of 
that law, the suits pending in the whole State, scarcely 
equaled those now pending in a single county. The prince- 
ly salaries Which many of our officers are now receiving 
from the hard earnings of the people, neither comport with 
the spirit of our institutions, nor correspond with the neces- 
sities of the times. Elections for offices so lucrative, and 
giving to the incumbents such immense power, produce if- 
tense excitement, and cause all others to be in a measure 
disregarded. 
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_ “A reduction of the fees of all such officers is imperiously- 
demanded by the public weal. “It is worthy of'seriouscon. ` 
sidération, whether it would not be. advisable to requiré 
fees over'a certain sum, to be paid into the State. Treasury.. , 
A fixed maximum of compensation might be allowed to each 
clerk; and. to such number of deputy clerks, as the court: 
should consider necessary to carry.on the current business 
of the office. ` a Dt o t o. y 

I again call your special attention, to that clause of the 
Constitution, which enjoins upon us the encouragement of - 
schools, and réquires'us to provide the means of education: 
-In order to be enabled to present to you, full information 
relative to all the Colleges and Academies in existence in 
this State, I addressed a circular letter, to the presidents - 
of the various institutions of learning within our borders. 
A copy' of that letter, with the various replies thereto, is 
herewith submitted to your favorable consideration. "The 
correspondence satisfactorily establishes the fact, that edu- 
cation can’ be afforded as cheap in this State as ‘elsewhere. 
The general health of the professors and students, has been 
excellent during the past year. Patriotism no less than in- 
terest, demand of us the establishment of colleges and | 
schools, sufficient fot the education ‘of the children of. the 
State within her ówn borders. The pressure of the times: ~ 
has thrown many persons, capable of making good teachers, 
out of employment, and less difficulty would be experienced 
now, than heretofore, in proturing competent persons to 
take charge of our colleges, academies, and schools. 

I again invoke your speedy action ori the seminary fund. 
It now amounts, including principal and interest, to about 
$300,000. The law providing for the collection and.cus- 
tody of that fund, is very defective, and.a large portion. of 
it will certainly be lost, unless itis taken from the possession 
of tbose who how control it. The statement of the Plan-: . 
ters’ Bank, herewith transmitted, will place you in posses- 
sion of all the information, I have been enabled to obtain , 
relative to that fund. "The discordanf views of the pem- -. 
bers of the Legislatüre, in relation, to the location of our 
State Seminary, hasheretófore prevented the passage of a 
law, providing for the final disposition of the fund. All will. 
admit, that it should.be fixed at a healthy place, of conven- 
ient access to the people of the State, where the expenses 
of living. would be cheap. , The preservation of the health. ` 
and morals of the students, are objects of the first magni- 
tude, and in locating this great institution, the interest of ` 
the whole State, rather than. that of particular towns and 
sections of the country, should be consulted. Leg, leave to 
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call your favorable notice to the chapter in the revised stał- 


utes, prepared by Gen. P. Rutilius R. Pray, in reference to - 


the-establishment. of a university, colleges and schools. 
This system.has been chiefly taken from those in operation 
in several of: the States of this Union, where the most ben- 
eficial results base accrued from their adoption. The four- 
teenth chapter of the revised statutes, submitted to the Legis- 
lature by. the revisor, provides fora complete system of pub- 
lic irtstruction in free schools, academies, colleges, and in a 
-State University. It proposes, that an. annual tax should 
heimposed on all the property in each county, subject to 
pay taxes to the State, under the existing laws, as well as 
a tax. on such other property, as the Board of Police mar 
deem advisable, for the support of select schools. 1 consid- 
er this tax. essential. to the establishment of the system. 
Objections no doubt will be made, by.those who have either 
no children to educate, or are blessed with ample means to 
school.them abroad., , But when it is. considered. that the 
right of suffrage with us.is extended.to all, and that the per- 
petuity of our free institutions, depend upon the knowledge 
of all our citizens, this objection will be found unworthy of 
consideration. As well might it be contended, that those 
who never have a suit in court, who obey the laws, and do 
justice to all, never should contribute to the expenses 
ef government. Those who enjoy the protection of the 
laws, are bound to.contribute their share of the expen- 
ges. necessary, ta their enforcement. "The.State is bound, 
by.the highest obligations of. duty and patriotism, to edu- 
cate all her children. "The benfits thereby, arising, would. 
not be confined to the humble, but. redound to the lasting, 
advantage of every, citizen. The avenues.to wealth and, 


fame, would be open to.all—crime would be dimished, and 


ignorance no longer punished; In many of the States.of 
this Union, not one person in ten thousand; can be found un- 
able.to read.and write. In many counties in this State, 
schoolg do not exist, where the ordinary rudiments of edu- 
catidn can be obtained. The Legislature that establishes 
a system of free schools, where every child; rich and poor, 


can obtain knowledge at the same fountain, free of charge, 
will be immortalized in the annals of the State. The sys-. 


tem here, as every where else, may. be unpopular at first 
with the selfish and contracted, but eventually wi find fa- 
xor, with all, when its glorious. results.shall have been wit-. 
nessed; Despots. strive to 'chaiu the-mind, and keep their 


subject& in the labyrinths.of ignorance., Freemen seek to ` 


open the portals of knowledge to the poor and humble, as 


welk as. to the rich and exalted: As knowledge progresses, - 
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tyranny disappears; and-history does not afford; an eame. 
ple of a people, long held in bondage, where the wholé pr. - 
pulation were educated. To protect our rights, (ber must * 
not only be understood, but all must be able to combine:to ` 
maintain them. This can only be done, by bringing tothe ` 
aid of physical power, the lights of experience and'scierice. .- 
The money collected to sustain free schools, will again * 
be expended among those who contributed it, and I hazard ` 
little in asserting; that at least a million of dollars annually: `.

The present law requires the Auditor of Public Accounts 
to-invest all moneys accruing to:the literary fund instockof ` 
the Planters’ Bank.

It affords me great pleasure to be enabled.to inform you: 
that much success has Ei inis my effosts to organize the 
militia.

have been formed and armed in various sections of the - 
State. "We are now prepared to protect Gur own rights, and: . 
at all times enabled to respond ta the calls of the Generai- 
Government: when troops are required. I earnestly. urge 
upon you the great importance of providing by law, for the:

It appears by an exhibit accompanying the! Auditor's 
Report, that many of the Banks in this State, as well as 
their offices of discount and deposite, pay no tax on their 
real estate and capital stock. The Assessors have failed to 
assess the tax required by the laws of the land. No pro-. 
~ position can be plainer than that those who participate in 
. the benefits of government should contribute to its support. 
It is an axiom that, taxation being essential.to the exist- 
- ence of every government, the right can never be surren- 
dered. No prior Legislature had a right to debar us from 
imposing taxes.on every species of property in our territo- 
ry. If the Banks had have. paid an adequate bonus to the ` 
State, in consideration of being exempt from taxation, the 
case would bé different ; they would thus haye paid, in 
advance, an amount equal to that due annually. In sev- 
eral of our Bank charters; it is provided. that their capital 
stock shall be exempt from taxation. Even admitting such 
a stipulation tà be binding upon us, (which I am far from 
conceding,) it does not exempt their real and personal estate, 
or money loaned at interest, from taxation, The annual ` 
examination of the Banks, and the ‘time spent in’ legisla- 
ting on their affairs, cause a large expenditure of our treas- ` 
ure; and justice, surely, requires that the exclusive privi-. 
lege of exemption from taxation, should not be conceded. 
It will be impossible to preserve the, public faith and credit

Mississippi pays more than her share of the 
taxes, indirectly levied, in the shape of imposts on the for- 
eign goods she consumes. It is our duty to insist on a sur- 
render of the vacant lands in our borders. Our State pride 
revolts.at the idea of our sister States acquiring through the 
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legislation of ee A right.to our soil, and. to keep it 
out of market, as long: as the dictates of Ayarice may deem 
meet... The funds of the Goverriment are chiefly expended 
in the old States... The National debt is al paid. The 
revenue accruing from imposts, is sufficient to supply the 
wants of the Government. ‘The sales of the public lands 
in this State, heretofore, exhausted, our resources and con- 
tributed much to the. present embarrassment of the-.coun- 


tend to make us rely on. our own resourses, and I trust the 
time is not far distant, when we will be enabled to ‘carry on 
our commerce direct with those countries that consume our 
great staple, and traffic no more with those who are denoun- 
cing our domestic policy.

‘The immense debts contracted in Europe, by the several 
States for the; purposes ‘of Internal Improvement, and the 
establishment of Banks, have afforded the means. of intro- 
ducing more foreign goods into the country, than the wants 
of trade required, or the.exports of the country justified. 
Capitalists begin to distrust the ability of the States to pay 
the interest on this heavy debt punctually, and to extinguish 
the principal at maturity. , Some of the works constructed, 
do not pay the costs of keeping them in, operation ; many 
of them do not yield interest on the capital invested. `. It is 
quite probable, that several of the States will be unable 
to pay the interest punctually, in par funds,.on the 
loans they have contracted. Many years will elapse, be- 
fore money can' be borrowed of foreign eapitalists, on fa- 
vorable terms,and it may well be questioned, whether wehave 
a right to saddle our posterity with a heavy debt, for any 
other purpose, than to provide for our National defence and 


the perpetuity of our free institutions. If-the debt incur- ` 


red was due to our own citizens, its burthens would not be 
so great. The country would not be annually drained of. its 
specie to pay the interest, but it would be expended among 
us. The public creditor would bear his portion of the pub- 
lic,burthens. ` "Teo bills will come up'for your final action, 
‘proposing to pledge the faith of the State for the further 
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suin of six millions of dollars, for the "internal: iniprove-. 
ment of the conntry.. 'These bills have already passed one 


- Legislature, and no doubt. will be acted, upon, with the cau- 


tion and deliberation called for, by the magnitude of the , 
subject and its important bearing upon the future welfare 
and credit: of the State.. All experience proves, that 
heavy articles can be transported much cheaper to market, 
on Rivers and Canals, than on Rail Roads. It is worthy of 
your serious consideration, whetlier our means should’ not 
first be appropriated to the improvement of those. channels’ 
in our State, furrowed out by the hand of Providence, for 
our especial use. An expenditure of less than one million 
of dollars, judiciously applied, would be sufficient to remove .

{ am unable to say whether it would be in the power of the 
bank to relieve the road from the incumbrances upon it. 
‘The contractors have not been fully paid, and judgement 
creditors no doubt will endeavor to make the road subject to 
the payment of their demands. 

The report of the State Architect herewith transmitted, 
shows that the state prison can be made ready for the recep- 
tion of forty or fifty convicts, in four or five weeks. The 
prison is constructed to keep convicts in solitary confine- 
ment during the night, and at hard labor together during the 
day. Iam satisfied that solitary confinement during the 
day as well as at night at hard labor, would be preferable. 
Hardened villains would thus be deprived of the means of 
corrupting those less steeped in crime than themselves. St 
would be well to give both systems a fair trial, and I there- 
fore suggest the propriety of having the other wing of the 
penitentiary constructed on the Pennsylvania plan. Ten 
thousand dollars were appropriated ‘six ‘years ago for the 
building of a mansion for the governor of the State. A 
commencement has.lately been made, and a further appro- 
priation will be necessary to finish the house. Personally 1 
have no interest in its.completion. When I came into office 
I made a great sacrifice to obtain a residence, and am vil 
ling to remain in it until the expiration of my term. I found. 
it impossible to rentia suitable house on any terms. The - 
constitution requires. the Executive of the State to reside 
at the seat of Government. It has been the practice of our 
sister States toprovide mansions:for their.Chief Magistrates. .

A Geological, ‘Topographical, and Agricultural survey 
of the whole State is called for by considerations of public - 
utility. .

Report of: (he Bank Commissioners of the State of 
Mississippi, and copies of my letters to-the Presidènt 
and Managers of the Mississippi Union Bank, and ` the 
President of -the. 
nished:.by them) are submitted: to four- consideration... 
The act. approyed: May. 12th, ` 1837, provides: for the. 
election of three Bank Commissioners by the Legislature whe. 
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Planters’ Bank, ‘and the -statements furs. . 
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shall h hold the office for the term of two years; and the. eighli F: 
section of the act expressly provides ** that whénever a’ 
` vacancy shall happen. in the office of either of said Com- 
_ missioners, from any cause wha‘ever, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor, as soon as informed of the fac}, forthwith to 
appoint from the same district, some suitable person to fil! 
such vacancy." The terms of the first Commissioners elect- 
ed in May, 1837, expired near three months after thé ad: 
journment of the Legislature in February, 1839. The law. 
contains no limitation on its face, and expressly requires 
that an examination of the Banks shall be made once in 
each year. ‘The Legislature adjourned in 1839, without 
eiecting the successors to the first Commissioners, and when 
their térms expired, vacancies occurred, which it was im- 
perative ón the Executive, by the letter and spirit óf the. 
law, tofill. This duty was discharged. I regret to inform 
you that ae Commercial Bank of Columbus; the ‘fom- 
bigby- -Rail Road and Banking Coinpany; the ` Aberdeen 
and Pontotoc Rail Road and Banking Company, and the ` 
Planters’ Bank of the State of Mississppi, refused to let 
the. Commissioners examine their affairs, and assigned as a _ 
reason for their refusal, that the Executive had no author- 
ity to commission them. The Bank of Mississippi, and the ` 
Bank of Grenada did not make any reply to theit applica- 
tion. "The Agricultural Bank; and the West Feliciana 
Rail Road and | Banking Company, denied the authority of . 
' the Board to examine their transactions. “The Mississippi 
and Alabama Rail Road Company, alleged that their officers - 
were so much engaged in bringing up their books, and 
attending to their cotton account, that it was impracticable 
for them to attend to the Commissioners. - The , President 
pro tem, of the Mississippi, Union Bank, in answer to the ` 
application of the Bank Commissioners, replied, that * the B 
Directory of the Institution consider the question as to (the 
Commissioners’ right) to examine its affairs, settled by the ` 
resolution: adopted last year, when a similar application 
was made by the: Commissioners then -in -office.” The 
.grounds of the various refusals, show an utter disregard of 
the laws of the land, and a thorough contempt of Legisla- . 
tive control. Ihave never seen the resolution of the Board, . 
‘of Managers of the Mississippi Union Bank referred to, 
but presume its substance is to be found in the reply of its 
President to the former Commissioners, dated Nov. 23rd, 
1838. . It is therein stated that the Legislature mie equally 
competent (with yourselves) to perform the duty, and would 
be free from the influence of any disqualifying bias grow- 
ing ` out of a EES opinon, which we have ample.

in prosecuting an examination of the Bank." 

'The act incorporating the subscribers :to the Mississippi 
Union Bank, did not receive all the sanctions required by the 
Constitution, until the fifth day of February, 1838. No 
rights attached under the law previous to that period. The 
preliminary steps for the organization of the Bank, had not ` 
been taken previous to that time, and no principle is better 
settled, than that a Bank charter is inoperative, until accep- 
ted by the corporators. ‘The second section of the act ap- 
proved May 13, 1837, and which went into operation at 
the date of its passage, expressly provides, “that all banks 
and corporations having banking privileges, that shall here- 
after be created, under the authority of this State, shall be 
subject to the provisions contained in this. act.” It is, 
therefore, clear, that the bank commissioners, had a right 
to examine the Union Bank. The state, at the time of the 
application was the sole stockholder—her credit had estab- 
lished the institution, and inasmuch as the constitution 
enjoins upon the executive, to take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed, it was of the last importance, that I 
should ascertain before signing the residue of the bonds, 
whether the stock taken by the citizens of the State, had 
been secured in the manner pointed out in the charter, and: 
the affairs of the Bank conducted according to its spirit. I 
am induced te believe, that a large portion of the property 
accepted as security for that stock, 1s incumbered by judg- 
ments, mortgages and deeds of trust—that the valuations 
of the appraisers were generally very extravagant—that in 
many instances, the titles to the property offered, are yet 
imperfect; and that the whole management of the affairs 
of the bank, has been disastrous to its credit—destructive 
to the interest of the State, and ruinous to the institution. 
The cotton advanced upon by the Bank in some instances, 
has been attached, and the suits decided against the insti- 
tution. Many of the cotton agents and consignees, are 
defaulters, and great loss on the cotton account is inevitable, 
The post notes issued in violation of law; have greatly de- 
preciated, and if the decision of several of our circuit 
judges, are affirmed by the high court of errors-and appeals, 
actions cannot be sustained on a large portion of the bills - 
receivable of the bank. The ninth section of the charter, 
prescribes that the managers of the bank, shall have power 
to appomt three commissioners, to negotiate and sell the 
state bonds. I signed and delivered to the managers last., 
summer, bonds to the amount of five millions of dollars.— 
The President of the Bank m despatched eastward, to 
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reason to apprehend might not be the case with yourselves, 
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make a sale, but was unable to effect it. It may well be 
questioned, whetner the spirit of the charter did not require 
this important negotiation to be placed in the hands of three 
persons. It must be conceded that the services of the pres- 
ident at the parent Bank, should not have been dispensed. 
with at such a critical juncture. 

On the 18th of November, 1839, I received a letter from 
the cashier of the Bank, together with two resolutions of - 
the board, one of which informed me, that the remaining 
five millions and a half of bonds, were ready for my signa- 
ture. Believing that there was no immediate prospect of a 
sale of the bonds, and further Legislation might be re- 
quisite in relation thereto, I determined not to execute the 
remaining bonds, until 1 should have an opportunity of pre- 
senting the whole question to the representatives of the 
people, and of recommending to them, such measures as the 
exigency of the case calls for. 

The president of the bank in his letter to me; of the 3d 
of January, 1838, stated that it would, “at all times, afford ` 
him pleasure to furnish the executive of the State, a full 

- view of the condition of the bank, when such report is to 
lead to a rigid scrutiny of its affairs." On the 16th day of 
last month, I addressed a letter to the President and man- 
agers of the bank, calling for specific information relative 
to its situation and management. In reply thereto, I was 
furnished by the cashier with a general statement of its 
affairs on the 3ist ultimo. A copy of said letter, with the 
statement furnished, is herewith laid before yeu. It will 
be seen that the bank has failed to furnish me with a 
statement of the quantity of cotton advanced upon, and not 
accounted for by the agents of the bank—the amount sold 
by the consignees not accounted for by them, and the sums 
due on that score—the number of bales advanced upon, 
which have been attached, and the situation of the suits—a 
copy of the late resolution of the board, in relation to 
advances on cotton, and the issuance of post notes, together 
with a copy of the instructions to the cotton agents—the 
liabilities ofeach manager and officer of the bank, and of 
the several officés of discount and deposite, both on notes: 
and bills of exchange, as drawers, endorsers, security and 
acceptor, as well individually, as a partner in business. It 
will not be denied that the information sought was perti- 
nent and essentially necessary to enable the Legislature to 
ascertain the whole movement and situation of the bank. 
The fact that the managers have smothered the important 
facts called for, proves that culpable mismanagement and 

. selfish favoritism have characterised their operations.— 
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Surely the people have a right to know what losses they 
will probably sustain by the operations of the bank, and 
they will, I trust, speak through their representatives, in a 
voice that no one will dare oppose, and demand a full view 
of the condition of the bank. . If it should be found that 


many of the officers have been relieving themseives, at the _ 


expense of the community, and some of them in addition, 
drawing princely salaries, I doubt not but that a corrective 
will be speedily applied. ; 


The faith of the State is pledged for -the whole capital | 


stock, and the property of all her citizens may hereafter be 
taxed to make up its losses and defalcations. The right of 
the people, therefore, to know the conduct of all its agents, 
and the liabilities of every one of its debtors, cannot be 
questioned.

To pay the residue, the Bank has five millions of State 
Bonds and exchange bills receivable, &c., to the amount of 
about nine millions of dollars. The State Bonds cannot 
be sold, and a sufficient sum cannot be realized in time, out 
of the other assets of the Bank, to pay the Post Notes due 
next April and May. It will take more than two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of the available funds of the 
Bank, to pay in London the interest accruing on the State 
Bonds, previous to the first of September next. It there- 
fore becomes us to consider whether the Bank can be 
sustained, consistently with the interest ot the great body 
of the people. At the polls last November, they decided 
against the Post Note policy. None can now be found so 
foolish as to give the control of their cotton to any Bank 
whatever and take an advance in ‘paper money worth not 
more than seventy-five cents in the dollar. The Union 
Bank has certainly failed to answer the purposes of its cre- 
ation, and I feel confident that even with the most able and 
prudent management, it can never hereafter be made use- 
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ful. Is it yet too late to recede from our false position—to 
avoid incumbering the State with an enormous debt for the 
benefit of a few, to the permanent injury of nine-tenths of 
our citizens? Have we a right to borrow of posterity, and 
will a future generation redeem our pledges? These are 

questions requiring calm and deliberate investigation.— 
After the best reflection that Ihave been able to bestow 
on this grave subject, I have come to the conclusion, that 
it is our duty to place the institution either in liquidation, 
or to repeal all that portion of the charter giving to private 
individuals stock in the Bank, and privileged loans. "The 
State debt already amounts to about seven and à half mill- 
ions of dollars. The interest on seven millions is payable 

abroad, and amounts to the sum of three hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars annually. This is a sufficient tax 
on our resources. The rights of the stockholders are yet 
inchoate, and until the residue of the bonds are sold, they 

can have no peculiar claims.. Influenced by no motive, 
save that of the publie good— anxious to protect the rights’ 
of all, and to advance the interest of the whole State, I am 

bound to recommend that the five millions of State Bonds 
last issued, shall be called in and cancelled; and that no 

more, hereafter, shall be issued for the Mississippi Union 

Bank. 

An examination of the list of stockholders of the Bank 
will show, that not one voter out of thirty m the State, has 
obtained stock. Should the residue of the bonds ever be 
sold, the stockholders alone would be benefitted by (he sales, 
Is it consistent with the prineiples of justice ? Does it com- 
port with good faith to render the property and persons of 
forty thousand freemen, liable to be assessed, to raise money 
for the especial use of thirteen hundred citizens, many of 
them men of great wealth, and none of whom have any 
peculiar claims to legislative favor ? 

Since the suspension of specie payments, in May, 1837, 
three examinations of most of the banks have been made. 
The annual reports will show that but little progress has 
been made in preparing for a return to a sound currency, 
and it is now quite certain that not a single bank in the 
State will be able for several years, to extend any facilities 
to the trade and commerce of the country, or to loan mo- 
ney to those who are embarrassed. The salaries of the 
numerous officers connected with these establishments, ab- 
sorb much of their means. The liabilities of the banks 
are not being reduced. Their specie and available funds 
are quite inconsiderable. It becomes us now to decide 
whether the continuance of the system is beneficial to the 
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In my last annual message, I gave my views at length, in 
relation to the power of the legislature to repeal bank 
charters, and to enforce a forfeiture in the courts by infor- 
mation in the nature of a quo warranto, aided by the aux- 
iliary process of injunction. My opinions on this question, 
have been confirmed by subsequent investigations. 

The exercise of the repealing power, is not, in its nature, 
judicial. The same power that grants charters, is compe- 
tent to repeal them. Public policy and convenience au- 
thorizes their creation, and if experience proves them to 
be detrimental, we are required to recall the ‘privileges 
granted. Justice requires that the power of suing and 
being sued, and of liquidating their aífairs, should be con- 
tinued for a reasonable time. Severe penalties should be 
imposed for b^nking, after the repeal of a charter. The 
issuing of paper money, in contravention of the repealing 
act, could be effectually cheeked, by the abrogation of all 
laws now in force, making it penal to forge such paper.— 
The existing banks cannot be bolstered up. Destitute as 
they are of credit and available means, it would be folly 
in us to attempt to infüse vigor and stability into their life- 
less forms. They are powerless to do good, but capable 
of inflicting injuries irreparable. I trust that suits in the 
courts to establish the forfeiture of their charters, will not 
be directed. The State Treasury cannot afford the means 
. of employing a sufficient number of able counsellors to 
aid in prosecuting thé various banks in the State. The 
suits would not be decided in five years. The assets of the 
banks in the mean time, would be wasted, creditors plun- 
dered, stockholders defrauded, and debtors erushed. I 
cannot perceive much difference in the principles on which 
the various banks have been managed. All of them are 
in effect, in a state of suspension; many of them have 
issued post! notes; several have been established in fraud, 
and none of them are now useful. Let us pursue principle 


stockholders and E of the banks, or to the country. 


and legislate for the permanent welfare of the whole State, 


rather than countenance temporary expedients, which at 
last, will prove detrimental. Many of the banks aré trans- 
ferring their paper, and in some instances, nó'doubt it is 
done fraudulently, for the purpose of avoiding the necessity 
of receiving their own money in payment. This iniquitous 


course will not be borne. Should you coincide with me: 


in the propriety of repealing the various bank charters in 
the State, or such of them as have been established in 
fraud, or are incapable of speedily resuming business on 
sound principles, it wil be necessary to prescribe the 
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conditions on which their affairs shall be brought to a close. 
The interest of the stockholders and creditors, no less than 
that of the debtors of the banks, demand that a reasonable 
extension should be given to all indebted, who can give 
sufficient security. Much of the debt will certainly be lost, 
if suits in the courts are pressed. Many of the contracts 
cannot be enforced on account of being tamted with usury 
and illegality. Forced sales of property are as injurious 
in the main to the creditor, as to the debtor. Equity 
demands that those banking companies which have prog- 
ressed in the construction of rail roads and aided in the 
improvement of the country, should be protected in the 
enjoyment of the benefits aceruing from the roads. Such 
undertakings were hazardous. The Legislature cannot 
divest them of such property without making an adequate 
compensation, 

]t no doubt will be contended, if we repeal our Bank 
charters, that the State will be deprived of a circulation, and 
that the exchanges of the country cannot be carried on. 
This argument is more specious than solid. Our annual 
export of fifteen millions of dollars, will command a sound 
currency. Money will then become a standard of value, 
and not used as an article of traffic. The expense of pro- 
ducing cotton will be reduced at least fifty per cent. where- 
as, the price in foreign markets will not be diminished.— 
Foreign creditors will be contented with a smaller amount 
in good funds, than they now exact in depreciated trash. A 
sound currency will soon restore the character of the State. 
Those who produce nothing, who have long lived on the 
labor of others, will suffer. ‘The, honest planter, the enter- 
prising merchant and the laborious mechanic will be bene- 
fited. 

It is contended that if our banks are compelled to cease 
issuing paper money, our State will be flooded with the cir- 
culation of other States. This argument can have no 
weight so long as our money continues to be deprecieted 
more than that of any other State inthe Union. ‘The char- 
tered banking capital of the whole State is fifty-six millions 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars.

The liabilities of the present directors of the banks ex- 
amined by the commissioners, are four millions fifty-two 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-two dollars and twelve 
cents. The liabilities of the directors of the banks not ex- 
amined by them, are at least double that sum. The esti- 
mated liabilities and resources of the banks in Columbus, 
Grenada, Aberdeen, Princeton and Woodville, and of the 
Agricultural bank, are taken from the reports of their situ- 
ation in 1838. Itis presumed that no very material change 
has since taken place. It is to be regretted that the com- 
missioners had not have been permitted to examine every 
bank and branch bank in the state. The statements made 
out, and the information obtained would have been invalua- 
ble not only to the Legislature, but to the banks themselves. 
A system that requires a veil to be thrown over its opera- ` 
tions, that has the power of raising and depressing the price 
of property at pleasure, that can either by design or through 
mismanagement greatly depreciate our circulating medium, 
can never be beneficial. SH 

I have understood that the Agricultural and Planters’ 
banks are transferring a large amount of their bills receiva-: 
ble to the government of the United States.’ I have adopt- 
ed measures to ascertain the facts cf the case, and will, in 
due season, send in a special message on the subject. 

In conclusion, permit me to invoke you, to discard all 
party feeling in considering the important questions requir- 
ing your action. We ull have the interest of our constitu- 
ents at heart. They expect us to remedy the existing dis- 
orders, and I fondly hope that a spirit of mutual forbear- 
„ance may signalize your counsels, and that your delibera- 
Dons may result in measures calculated to ensure the wel- 
‘fare of the State, and to securé to labor its just reward.

The Legislature, at its last session, passed a law; entitled 
- *An act, for the benefit of education," and made distribu- 
tions of the fines, forfeitures, and amercements, accruing of 
the literary fund, designating particularly to what-academies 
they should be paid: notwithstanding the law, the sum of 
four thousand two hundred and ‘seventy dollars and ninety 
three cents, on account of fines and forfeiture, and the sum 
of two hundred and twenty-five dollars and eighty cents, 
from hawkers and pedlars, have been paid into the Treasu- 
ty during the year 1839. I would call your attention to 
making some provision by law, authorizing the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, upon the production of such testimony as 
may be designated, to pay over by warrant, the amount paid 
into the Treasury, to those entitled by the act above refer- 
red to, to receive it. l 
The 6th section of “An act to provide for selling the 
thirty-six sections of land, granted by the United States to 
the State of Mississippi, for a Seminary of Learning, and to 
dispose of the proceeds of said sale,” provides that the Audi, ` 
tor of Public Accounts shall |collect and receive all the 
moneys accruing from the sale of said lands, and shall vest 
the same in the Planters’ Bank Stock, and report to the 
Legislature at each session thereof in what manner he has 
performed the duties required of him by the act. During 
the last year there has been collected the sum of twenty-one 
thousand seven hundred and fourteen dollars and twenty- 
five cents, belonging to this fund, which was not vested, 
as the law does not authorize the Auditor to purchase, but 
to vest it in stock of the Planters’ Bank. If vested, it 
would be at one hundred dollars per share, and if purchased 
—the stock of the Planters’ Bank is selling at fifty dollars 
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per share. The great difference determined me to wait 
until the action of the Legislature might be had upon the 
subject, and a more ample provision be made providing for 
the purchase of the stock of the bank. P 

I believe the revenue of the State, if equally based, and ` 
promptly paid into the "Treasury, will be sufficient for all 
the ordinary demands of the State government. This esti- 
mate is made excluding the public buildings and appropria- 
tions for internal improvements, which if added, greatly ` 
exceeds the amount of the receipts into the Treasury. 

The tax collectors of Carroll and Noxubee counties appli- 
ed for receipt warrants, to pay into the Treasury, on account 
of the tax of their respective counties the paper of non-specie . 
paying banks some few days after the expiration of the time 
required by law,,with their affidavits in proper form; but, 
under the existing statute, I did not feel authorized to issue 
my warrant to the Treasury to receive it. 

In the settlements with the collectors of taxes, since the 
1st of March last, the accounts have been left open as to 
the thirty per cent. damages, for defalcation, believing that 
the law had not generally reached them in time, and that 
the Legislature would pass an act for their relief.

Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

Sır : The undersigned, Judges of the High Court of 
Errors and Appeals, have seen with regret, the remarks of 
censure on the courts of justice, contained in the message 
of His Excellency, the Governor. We feel it to be a duty 
incumbent on us to maintain the dignity of the court of 
which we are members in all things, and therefore beg 


| 77 

eave to address respéctfully, the honorable body over 
hich, you preside in vindication of our course. The soli- 
itude we feel in maintaining unsullied, the reputation of the 
court, will be doubtless, duly appreciated, and must be our 
apology for thus addressing you. We cannot question the 
authority of the Governor to animadvert on mal-practice 
in every department of the government, but we hope that it 
may be conceded as our privilege to correct respectfully, 
all errors that he may commit in reference to ourselves. In 
doing so we beg leave to direct the attention of the Legisla- 
ture to those portions of the message which arraign the 

courts of justice. s 

His Excellency says, “The 10th section of the 7th arti- 
cle provides that the outre shall direct by law, in what 
manner and in what courts suits may be brought against the 
State. This would seem to confer upon the Legislature 
the power of prescribing that such suits may be instituted in 
any of our courts that may be designated by law. "The 
act of May 15th, 1833, provides for the prosecution of such 
suits in the court of chancery, but the high court of errors 
and appeals have determined that a creditor of the State 
cannot maintain a suit in the court designated by the Leg- 
islature." . In this, His Excellency is mistaken. The deci- 

sion of the court is the reverse of what it is here stated to 
be. It is true, that such a decision as that mentioned was 
at one time made, but the same case was ordered to a re- 
argument, and the decision was afterwards reversed. For 
this error, however, His Excellency has an apology in the 
fact, that the reporter improperly reported the first decision, 
which in truth, was recalled by the order for re-argument, 
and the ultimate determination of the court was not deliv- 
ered until December last. 

The next portion of the message to which we would ad- 
vert, is in the following words: *I deem it my duty to call 
your attention to the judicial legislation of several of our. 
courts. In many cases parties are prohibited from being 
heard by counsel in open court; but are required by stand- 
ing rules to submit written arguments and briefs of the 
authorities relied on. This precludes a reply, &c." The 
bill of rights is then arrayed against these rules; and His |. 
Excellency says, in conclusion, “A careful examination of 
the rules adopted by the high court of errors and appeals, 
court of chancery and the several circuit courts, will enable 
you to ascertain the extent of the departure from the prin- 
ciples of the constitution and of common right.” With the 
just application of these remarks to other courts than our 
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own we have no concern, nor do we know whether other 
courts are obnoxious to them. If designed to apply, as 
they would seem to import, to the high court of errors and 
appeals, we must be permitted to say, that His Excellency 
is agam mistaken. We never refuse to hear. counsel, nor 
do we require written arguments. So far from it, we have 
invited rather than repelled argument. Nay, we ‘have 
one further, and have by rule prohibited the submission of 
auses without argument, unless it be done with the appro- 
batioh of the court, as will be seen by reference to the 24th 
rule of court contained in the first volume of Howard's 
Reports.  'This| rule was adopted expressly to prevent. 
counsel from submitting their cases without argument, a 
practice which they were falling into, ànd one which great- 
ly tended to embarrass the investigation of the court. It 
is true, we rei written abstracts and , briefs, and His 
Excellency must be aware that this rule is so universal that 
perhaps there is not an appellate court in the civilized world 
without it. The necessity of it must be apparent to any 
one. | The court, in order to a correct decision, should be 
furnished with all the lights that can be supplied. Counsel 
are presumed to understand the question in controversy and 
to be familiar with the authorities bearing on it. ` The in- 
terest of their client and the relation which they bear to 
him, both require that they should impart to the court all 
the information necessary Lo a correct conclusion. For 
this understanding of the case, the court looks with confi- 
dencé to the integrity and research of counsel; and hence it 
is required that an argument shall be had, anda brief fur- 


" nished. The power is expressly given to this court, by 


legislative enactment, to establish rules of practice; in pur- 
suance of that law, our rules were adopted. They have 
been in operation two years; some of them much longer, | 
aad have received the approbation and acquiescence of the 


members of the. bar, a body alike distinguished for their 


intelligence and integrity. If they were subversive of right 
and justice, it is but fair to infer that they would have fallen 
under the condemnation of the bar, who are critically tena- 
cieus of their own rights as well as of the rights of their 
‘clients; But we do not claim to have our rules e empted 
‘from legislative scrutiny; we only claim for ourselves ex- 
‘emption from the charge of judicial legislation and official 
tyranny. We cannot close this communication without èx- 
pressing our regret that it has been made necessary that we 
should be thus forced to repel the charges; but sir, a sense of 
duty ta ourselves, a just respect for our common constituents, 
! i 
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a desire to preserve untarnished the character, and: dignity 
of the court in which we preside, all combjne to make it in- 
cumbent on us to: show that the facts fully exculpate us 
from censure. The message is ‘a publie document—read 
by every one. "The impressions that the abové portions. 
of it are calculated to produce, would. be unfavorable to 
the court, and diminish confidence in it. We adopt this 
course in order that such impressions may not be too firmly 
fixed in public opinion, without a'correct understanding of 
their foundation. We hope that your honorable body may 
give such direction to this communication as it may seem 
st merit, with a view to-effect the desired. object.

'The eleventh section of the charter of the Agricultura 
. bank, provides, «that the Legislature of thisState shall be fur- 
nished with a general statement of the transactions of the 
bank, as often as they may require the same, which shall 
be signed by the cashier, and: countersigned by the presi- 
dent; and it shall be the duty of the Governor of this State, 
to appoint annually, a competent person to inspect such 
general accounts on the books of said bank, as he shall 
deem necessary, and it shall be his duty faithfully to report 
every violation of the fundamental rules of said eorpora- 
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tion; to be laid by the Governor before the Legislature at 
their: next succeeding session. Provided, said - inspector 
shall not have the right of. inspecting the ' private account 
of any individual or individuals, or of any body corporate 
with said bank." Meum She Hee 

In discharge of. the duty imposed upon the Executive, I 


appointed James Hagan, Esq., Special Commissioner to 


make the annual examination required by the charter. It 
will not be denied, that the Commissioner was fully com- 
petent to perform the duties of the office. His duties were 
ministerial, not judicial. Iam not aware that his avocation 
as an Editor, or his having expressed an opinion on certain 


.points, produced such a “ disqualifying bias” as to preclude 


him from a faithful discharge of the duties he was sworn to 
perform. . | 

The district attorney of the Southern District of the State 
of Mississippi, in pursuance of authority vested in him by 
the general government, examined the Agricultural bank 
not long since. It appears that * for several years past, his 


opinions have been directly opposed to the management of : 


the bank, and for the same period, his feelings towards its 
managers have not been the most friendly." If the Dis- 
trict Attorney could, under those circumstances, be a “very 
impartial commissioner” of the general government, he 


surely is estopped from objecting to the commissioner I ap-' 


pointed. | “It is not my business to discuss the merits of 
(my) appointment.” The commissioner is fully able to de- 


. fend himself. 


The report of (he special commissioner, on the Agricul- 
tural bank, is herewith transmitted. It will be seen, that 
every possible obstacle was thrown in his way, and that 
the whole truth could not be wrung from the officers of the 
bank,—the unwiling witnesses he.examined. While the 
commissioner was tracing the late nefarious post note 
transactions of the bank, “Dr. Stephen Duncan, an: inter- 
mediate agent between the bank” and a commission house 
in New Orleans, entrusted with the. sale of the post notes, 
“removed the correspondence from the bank," relative 
thereto. It appears that the bank has several agents at 
present, engaged in the purchase of cotton with their own 
post notes. = g 

The commissioner endeavored to ascertain the amount 
of specie deposited by the government, in the Pontotoc 
branch, during the year 1836; the amount of bills purchas- 
ed; the discount at which they were purchased, and the 
amount of specie certificates sold during that period. -He 
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called for the weekly returns from the Pontotoc branch dur- 
ing that period, * but Mr. Merrill, the cashier, could not lay 
his hands on the returns of 1836 and 1837,” and * the moth- 
er bank seemed to know nothing of the subject.” The his- 
tory of the transactions is this. By the provisions of the 
Chickasaw treaty, all the land in that country, not reserved, 
was to be sold on account of the Indians, and the nett pro- 
: ceeds, invested in State Stocks, for their benefit. The Ag- 
ricultural bank, for the purpose of clutching (he deposites, 
established a branch at Pontotoc. The greater portion of 
the land was sold in the fall of 1836, after the issuance of 
the specie circular, and the sales amounted, during that 
year, to about two millions seven hundred thousand dollars. 
The Government agreed to take at those sales, about five 
hundred thousand dollars in paper of the State Bank of Ala- 
bama, which by agreement, was to be invested in Alabama 
State Stocks, for the benefit of the Chickasaw Indians. The 
returns of the land sales at Pontotoc, in 1836, showed about 
two million two hundred thousand dollars, received in coin 
during that period, when in fact, only about seven hundred 
thousand dollars, in gold and silver, were deposited in the 
bank. This result was brought about by a gross fraud on 
the part of the bank, perpetrated for the double purpose of 
swelling their profits, and aiding their favored speculators in 
the exercise of a controlling influence at the land sales,and 
thus monopolizing a great portion of the best land sold, to 
the great injury of thousands of emigrants, who were able 
and anxious to purchase homes for their families, and land 
. for cultivation. The bank at those sales, received bank pa- ` 
per, and certificates of deposites on other banks, on deposite 
in the branch at Pontotoc—discounted bills freely for the 
mammoth land companies, and greedy speculators present 
at the sales, and gave them certificates of having deposited 
specie, to the aggregate amount of a million and a half of 
dollars, when not a picayune in hard money had been de- 
posited. The receiver of public moneys, could not check 
this palpable fraud. His office was insecure, and he was 
instructed to make his deposites in the branch of the Agri- ` 
cultural bank at Pontotoc. It is true he might have refused 
to receive the specie certificates, and have required the hard 
money; but the sums paid into his office during the day, 
had to be deposited in the Branch Bank, and would, no 
: doubt, have been returned to the receiver again and again. 

The specie certificates given out by the Pontotoc Branch, 
were generally sold at five per cent. premium. Near four 
hundred thousand dollars principally in gold of the govern- 
ment deposites at Pontotoc, were transported to the parent 
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bank at Natchez, and there much of it was sold at a premi- 
um of three per cent. In some cases, the bank extorted - 
that premium for demands due at her counter, and a large 
portion of the gold was sold to land eompanies,in which the ` 
- officers of the Agricultural and Planters’ bank, were deeply 

interested. Yet the officers of the bank, seem to know 

- nothing of the subject. Like the Roman Cardinal, they 

find it convenient not to remember things they wish tó 
conceal. Should a committee of the Legislature be ap» 
pointed to examine into the facts charged, L'am prepared to ` 
give the names of the witnesses cognizant of the circum- 

stances. - ` T i 

‘The bank during the present year will require two mil- 
lions two hundred and thirty odd thousand dollars in specie, 
to meet its engagements. The only means of liquidating 
this heavy debt, are to be derived from the sale'of $344,012 
of Mississippi bank stock, now in New York; $22,550 in 
specie; about $242,000 of exchange falling due in this 
State, New Orleans and Philadelphia; $450,000, in cotton 
and post notes in the hands of Dr. Duncan; and about three 
and a half millions in bills and notes; some protested; others 
falling due, and a few in suit. It is the opinion of the com- 
missioner, that the stocks, cotton and, post notes, will not 
average more than fifty cents on the dollar, leaving a bal- 
ance of nearly seventeen hundred thousand dollars, to be 
. made out of the bills receivable. "The Board of Directors 
refused to give the commissioner a list of the bills receiva- 
ble, and the securities, and were thus guilty of a palpable 
infraction of the charter: The charter does not confer 
upon the bank the power of dealing in stocks or cotton; yet 
it has been extensively engaged in those transactions. 

On the 20th of November 1839, the United States ob- 
tained judgment against the Agricultural Bank, for the sum 
of five hundred and eighty-seven thousand two hundred and 
fifty-six dollars five cents and costs of suit. -That balance 
had been due about three years. "The government was a 
mere trustee for the Chickasaw Indians, and the money be- 
longs to them. Great indulgence had been extended to the 
bank, and it seems that the government agreed that if the 
bank would confess judgment, to wait until the first) of 
March next, for one-half of the debt, and until the first of 
June for the residue. "This agreement. the bank Argen 
and-it appears that even after judgment was obtained, the 
government agreed to grant the stay agreed upon, provided 
the district attorney was satisfied with the sureties of the 
bank. From the statement furnished by the cashier, to the 
commissioner on the 30th of December, 1839, it appears ` 
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that the debt due the United States, had been reduced to 
$380,687 51, leaving only eighty-seven thousand one hun- 
dred and seven dollars and ninety-eight cents, to: be paid on 
the first of March next, and the further sum of two hundred 
and ninety-three thousand six. hundred and eighty-seven 
dollars and fifty-two cents, on the first day of June, 1840. 
The government of the United States has priority of lien 

?on all the property of the bank, and the securities to the 
bond. An examination of the.cashier's statement will show 
that the bank itself will be fully able to pay the balance due, 
at the times agreed upon. The bank had on the 30th day 
of December, 1839, in specie, $22,550 63; Exchange on 
New Orleans, $193,958 95; Exchange on Philadelphia, 
$32,000, arid cotton purchased to the amount of $139,615 
51; due by S. Duncan, agent, (one of the sureties of the 
bank) $197,284 60, making in all five hundred and eighty- . 
five thousand four hundred and nine dollars and sixty-nine 
cents. Out of these assets, the bank can surely realize the 
sum of $380,687 51 cents now due to the United States. 
It is, therefore, very certain, that it can in no contingency, 
be necessary to levy on the property of the sureties of the 
bank, and sacrifice their property. Those gentlemen still 
control (he bank. The institution received great benefits 
from the use of the government deposites., On one occa- 
sion, a dividend of fourteen per cent. on the profits of the 
previous six months, was paid to the stockholders, and the 
extra dividends declared were no doubt equal in all, to the 
balance now due to the government. If sacrifices are to be 
made, justice requires that those who abused the trust re- 
posed in them by the government, and reaped the benefits 
arising therefrom, should make them. 

Of the bills receivable, the Agricultural Bank has trans- 
ferred nearly six hundred and four thousand dollars to Rich- 
ard M. Gaines, Esq., attorney for the Southern District of 
the State of Mississippi. This transfer was made on the 
seventh and twenty-eighth day of December last, as collat- 
eral securities, for the payment of the government deposites, 
already secured by a judgment against Stephen Duncan, W. 
J. Minor, H. Tooly, A. C. Henderson, D. C. Michie, and A. 
P. Merrill. Mr. A. Fisk is also a security on the bond, but 
not having been in the State, process was not served upon 
him, and as yet judgment has not been obtained against him. 

. He is now in the State, and can be sued if the district at- 
torney desires judgment against him also. 

Those who know the means of the sureties, are well sat- 
isfied of their ability to pay the whole debt now due, should 
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the bank fail to do so. {t is ‘competent for the bank and : 


sureties to bond the debt, and postpone the payment, until. 
the next crop can be in part made available. it appears 
that “no precise amount of bills was stipulated to be put 
in Mr. Gaines’ ” hands. He was to receive enough to ren- 
der the debt in his opinion perfectly secure; that if he sued 
to collect the paper, he would bring the suits in the féderal : 
court, and in the contract, it was expressly stated, that the 
agreement was made as well for the security of the sureties 
as the government, l 

Certain interrogatories were propounded by, the commis- 
sioner to Mr. Gaines, several of which he refused in part to 
answer. The questions and answers are embraced in the 
commissioners report,.and it appears that the answers are 
in the hand-writing of the District Attorney.. He refused 
to answer whether he had authority from the general gov- 
ernment to receive bills receivable from the Agricultural 
Bank as collateral security for the debt due the governmenta 
He admits that he was to receive the ustal charge of five 
per cent. commissions of the bank, and agreed * to receive 
in payment of said bills receivable, the same currency which 
may at the time payment is offered, be reccived at the coun- 
ter of the bank in payment of other debts, of which from 
time to time- he is to be kept informed." It will be seen 
from the statement of the bank, that her circulation, paya- 
ble on demand, was only $89,591 on the 30th ult.; but a 
very small portion of that sum is in circulation in this Státe. 
It is ia the power of the. bank, at any time, to refuse at her 
counter every species of paper currency, except: her own 
notes, payable on demand. How then could the debtors 
sued on the transferred paper in the Federal Court, pay the 
executions, except in gold and silver? Even if the bank 
should be at such times.receiving depreciated paper at her 
counter, and the district attorney accepting such currency, 
in payment of the executions under his control, it would be 
useless to the general government. If the execution against 
the bank and its sureties 1s stayed no longer than until next 
June, it will be utterly impossible to collect a dollar on the 
transferred paper sued on in the Federal Court. . A term of 
the court, however, will intervene, and if that court once 
takes jurisdiction, it will retain it. Thus the government - 
of the United States, would be made the instrument of de- 
frauding our State Courts of their jurisdiction; defendants 
would be taken from their respective counties to the city 
of Jackson and to. Pontotoc, to defend the suits instituted 
against them. The costs of collecting would be five times 
as great as in the State Courts. The causes would be pro- 
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secuted and Tt and the executions levied, and money 
collected by officers not directly accountable to the’ people 
of this State. ‘Those who rely on collection in the State 
Courts, to. meet the demands against them in the Federal 
Court, would be in many cases entirely ruined.. Are we 
tamely to submit tb such outrageous encroachments on our 
State oranyi If the debt to the Government is al- 
réady well secured, it has no legitimate right to take collat- 
eral security in the shape of bills receivable. - 

The District Attorney refused to show or state the cone 
tents of his instructions to the commissioner; he denies the 
right of ‘ihe bank commissioner or the governor to know 
what his E are.’ Ifhe is correct in that position, 
and the instructions and correspondence relative to the 
transfer are confidential, he has violated'his duty in show- 
ing that correspondence to sundry individuals and making 
partial statementsiin a public journal relative thereto. It 
is a well settled maxim in law, that the best evidence the 
nature of the case admits of shall in all cases be required. 
If the instructions; of the proper department at Washing- 
ton City authorized the district attorney to make the agree- 
ment he has, there can certainly be no impropriety in his 
showing them publicly. The open day and secret night of - 
this transaction will certainly be exposed: If the district 
attorney has represented the debt unsafe, and the bank and 
sureties combined unable to pay it, and recommended the 
transfer of bills receivable as collateral security, when the 
security of the government did not warrant such proceed- 
ings, on his own head the responsibility must rest. The 
collection of the government claims are confided to the 
district attorneys; their representations always have great 
weight with the various departments at Washington City— 
although they are appointed by the National Government, 
they are subject to the laws of the States in which they 
reside. If they are guilty of acts oppressive in their bear- 
ings, the Legislature, the grand inquest of the State, will 
not fail by memorial or resolutions to make the facts known, 
and to call for the punishment of the guilty. It is the 
opinion of some that the Federal Court cannot take juris: 
diction of the suits arising on paper transferred to the Gov- 
ernment as collateral security. Even if-this position should 
be sustained, the parties defendants will have to pay enor- 
mous sums to fee counsel to attend to their causes, and will 
have to be prepared with their witnesses to go to trial oh 
the merits, 1f their pleas to the jurisdiction shall be decided 
against them. The 2d section of the 3d article of the 
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constitution. of the United States provides, that *the judi» 
cial power shall extend to all cases, in law and equity, aris 
ing under this constitution, the laws of the United States, 
and treaties made, or which shall.be made, under their . 
authority ; to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public. . 
ministers, and consuls ; to all cases of admiralty and map, ` 
time jurisdiction ; to controversies to which the United : 
States shall be a party.; to controversies between two or | 
more States, between a State and citizens of another State, 
` between citizens of different States ; between citizens of the 
same State claiming lands under grants of different States, 
and between a State, or the citizens thereof, and foreign 
States, citizens or subjects.’ ` i 

‘If suits are brought in the Federal Court, the United © 
States will be a party to the controversies; and the cases 
will arise under the laws of the United States. The dis, 
trict attorney will insist on the courts taking jurisdiction, 
and the only plea that could be sustained under the circum- 
stances, would probably be, that the claims had been fraudu- 
lently transferred for the purpose of obtaining speedy_judg- 
ments, for the sole use of the Agricultural bank. Ido not. 
believe that the National Government will sanction transfers 
of bills receivable for such unholy purposes. 

The Planters’ bank owes the Government of the United 
States the sum of $290,393 78, and I have understood that 
negotiations have been, and perhaps are still, pending, for ` 
the transfer of a large amount of the bills receivable of 
that bank, to the district attorney, as collateral security. 
That debt is also well secured. The district attorney him- 
self examined both the Agricultural and|Planters' Banks. 
He took the bonds of those institutions, for' the sums they 
owed the Government, approved of the securities thereto, 
and no doubt reported the debts amply secured. He has 
received uf the Agricultural bank abóut one hundred thou: 
sand dollars, in claims on the Commercial and Rail Road 
bank of Vicksburg. He may. obtain of that bank bills 
receivable also, and sue on them in the Federal Court, and 
thus go on and draw into his green bag tlie bills receivable 
of most of the banks in the State. If he is not checked, 
thousands will be unjustly sued in the Federal Court. It- 
may be said that we have no control-over his actions, and 
are powerless to protect our citizens against the threatened 
dangers. Such is not the fact. The National Government: 
will not disregard the remonstrances of à sovereign State. 
I therefore respectfully recommend the adoption of a Me- 
morial addressed to the General Government, setting forth 
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the facts of the case,—and respectfully requésting the Pre- 
sident of the United States to remove from office the United 
States Attorney of the Southern District of the State. of 
Mississippi, forth with. 

I deem this a proper occasion to inform you, that the 
names of endorsers are frequently erased from bills and 
notes, and filled up payable to citizens of other States and 
to aliens, for the fraudulent purpose. of instituting suits in the 
Federal Court,in the names of persons who do not own the 
paper. It is a common occurrence for parties to be sued, 
both in the Federal and State Courts on the same instru- 
ment. ‘This unjust course puts the defendants to the ex- 
pense of feeing double the number of counsel that would 
otherwise be required. I therefore urge upon you the im- 
mediate passage of a law making the pending of a suit in 
, the Federal Court a bar to an action against the same par- 
ty for the same cause of action in the State Courts, and ` 
recuiring the Judge to strike from the rolls all attorneys 
guilty of such oppression. 

It is worthy of your attentive consideration, whether all 
persons transferring or receiving transfers of notes or bills, 
for the purpose of preventing the necessity of receiving 
their own paper in payment thereof,—or with the intent of 
instituting suits in the Federal Court in the names of per- 
sons not the bona fide holders thereof, should not be punish- 
ed by imprisonment in the penitertiary.

REPORT 
Of James Hagan, Special Commissioner to examine the 
Agricultural Bank of Natchez 
To His ExcELLENcr, A. G. McNvrr, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi. 
Sin: In accordance with your commission I presented to 
the president, Mr. Minor, and the Cashier, Mr. Merrill, my - 
authority to examine into the affairs of the Agricultural 
bank at Natchez, on the 30th December last, and demanded 
he books and accounts of the bank. Both the preside nt 
and the cashier refused to comply until they could have the 
8 
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consent of the Board of Directors, a meeting of which was 
to be held the Wednesday following, and before whom they 
proposed to lay my commission. I again referred them to 
their charter and my commission, and demanded their books 
instanter. "They refused, and I bid them good morning. In 
a few minutes the Teller of the bank delivered me a note 
in the street, of which the following is a copy: l

On looking back a few weeks, I found that the Bank had 
issued upwards of two hundred and eighty thousand dollars, 
in fourteen months Post Notes, without interest, and placed 
them in the hands of a Commission Merchant, m New 
Orleans, for sale. The object of this issue was, to. raise 
funds to pay the debts which the bank owed to the Fed- 
eral Government, and for which the directors were indi- 
vidually responsible. In order to ascertain what sacrifices 
the bank was making, by creating one debt to pay another 
for which the directors were liable, 1 demanded their cor- 
respondence with the Commission Merchant in New Or- 
leans, and the account sales of the 14 months Post Notes, 
both of which the bank refused to give up. Dr. Stephen 
Duncan was an intermediate agent between the bank and 
the Commission Merchant, and after I commenced the ex- 
amination, he removed the correspondence from the bank; 
but stated in a note to Mr. Fisk, one of the directors, that 
the Post Notes had been sold at various prices, from 104 to 
17 per cent. discount, for Louisiana bank paper. The per- 
nicious effect of this operation on the interest of the country, 
is obvious. Had the bank been able to sell a süfficient 
amount of these Post Notes even at fifty cents per dollar, to 
pay the debt to the Federal Government, the people into 
whose hands the paper should have fallen, would suffer, 
while the directors would be released from their individual 
responsibility. It was supposed that Post Notes, not bear- 
ing interest being less valuable, would supersede notes 
bearing interest. The latter would be purchased by cap- 
italists, while the former would become the common circu- 
lating medium of the country. But the clamour raised by 
the people and the press, on the appearance of those notes, 
induced the bank to give twelve months Post Notes, bear- 
ing five per cent. interest, for all presented at the counter, ` 
and also, to make a similar exchange with the New Orleans 
agent for the sale of Post Notes. At present there are 
only about eight thousand dollars of fourteen months, and 
fifty thousand of twelve months Post Notes without interest, 
in circulation. 

Last July the bank issued bonds to the amount of five 
hundred thousand dollars, bearing eight per cent. interest 
payable in 1843, and placed them in the hands of Dr. 
Stephen Duncan, for sale. Dr. D. disposed of fifty thous- 
and dollars of these bonds, to Mr. Schott, of Philadelphia, 
but as yet the bank has only realized twenty thousand dol- 
lars of the proceeds ; bills on New Orleans to the amount 
of twenty-five thousand dollars were given in payment, 


i D 
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but as they are not yet due, they have not been carried into 
the balance sheet. When these bills shall be paid, the lia- 
bilities of the bank, for bonds payable. im 1843 will be im- 
creased to forty-five thousand dollars. The bond for the 
balance of the fifty thousand, amoünting to five thousand 
dollars, was to be paid in Philadelphia, but before it fell due, 
thé banks suspended specie payment. The purchaser of 
the bond, now will pay only in Philadelphia bank notes, 
which the Agricultural Bank refuses to receive. . 

It will be seen that thé bank is liable for bonds falling 
due from the 1st inst, to the Ist January 1842, to the 
amount of one million ninety-four thousand eight hundred: 
and fifteen dollars and seventy-nine cents. "The banks re- 
fused to tell who purchased these bonds, lest it might injuri- 
, ously affect the credit of the holder. 

Besides the agent in New Orleans for the sale of Post 
Notes, the bank has several agents at present, engaged in 
the purchase of cotton with similar funds. The officers 
of the bank, and two merchants in Natchez, are the agents 
to purchase fcotton, and with the proceeds and the funds 
realized by the sale of Post Notes, and the bonds alluded 
to, the bank has paid within a short period, upwards of 
one hundred: thousand dollars ofthe government deposites, 
besides bonds which fell due durihg the past year. But this - 
transfer of indebtedness, destroys the ultimate -ability of 
the bank, to meet its engagements, while it increases 
the embarrassments of the country. It also enables the 
bank to pay the wealthy capitalist, and release its own di- 
rectory; but this is effected by throwing out a spurious 
currency, which depreciates in the hands of the planter, 
te laborer and the mechanic, who are less able to bear the 

OSS. 

I endeavored to ascertain the amount of specie in the ` 
Pontotoc branch, during the land sales in 1836 and 737, the 
amount of bills purchased on Mobile and New Orleans— 
the discount at which they were purchased, and the amount 
of specie certificates given at that branch. I demanded the 
weekly returns from the Pontotoe branch, and Mr. Merrill, : 
the Cashier, produced those of 1838, and two returns of 
1839; but he could not lay his hands on the returns of 1836 
and ??, which alone could have thrown light on the subject, 
À was enquirmg about. "The mother bank seemed to know 
nothing of the subject, and. preferred that I should examine 
the officers of the branch. "EAE 

On examining the bank note register, I found most of the 
14 months Post Notes marked as cancelled. I called for 
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the notes and the teller, and on examining the latter, I found 
that the operation of cancelling had been performed after I 
commenced the examination of the bank. 

After deducting the capital, the item for profit and loss, 
the debts to banks in Mississippi, which may be paid in a 
spurious currency, and the twenty thousand dollars of bonds 
not due till July, 1843, it will be seen that the bank in the 
course of the next two years, will require two millions two 
hundred and thirty odd thousand dollars, in specie, to meet 
its present engagements. By looking at the principal as- 
sets, its only means of liquidating this debt are to be derived 
from the sale of three hundred and forty-four thousand and 
twelve dollars of Mississippi bank stock now in New York, 
twenty-two thousand five hundred and fifty dollars in specie, 
about two hundred and forty-two thousand dollars of ex- 
change, falling due in this State, New Orleans and Phila- 
delphia,-four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in cotton 
and Post Notes, in the hands of Dr. Duncan, and about three ` 
millions and a half in bills and notes, some protested and 
some in suit and some falling due. The exchange, the 
stocks, the cotton and Post Notes, will not average more 
than fifty cents in the dollar, leaving a balance of nearly 17 
hundred thousand dollars to be made out of bills receivable. 
To meet this it will be necessary that the debtors of the 
bank should pay about fifty cents on every dollar which 
they owe. In order to form an estimate of such a proba- 
bility, I demanded a list of their bills receivable, and secu- 
rities, which the bank commenced preparing for me; but . 
they changed: their mind, and called a full board of direc- 
tors, to deliberate on the proposition, and the following is

‘Of the bills receivable, the Agricultural bank has trans- 
ferred nearly six hundred and four thousand dollars, to 
Richard M. Gainés, Esq., Attorney for the Southern District 
of the State of Mississippi.

Merrill. Mr. A. Fisk, is also security on the bond, but 
not having been in the State, process was not served on him, 
and as yet judgment has not been obtained against him. 

On enquiring into the terms of the contract between Mr. 
Gaines and the Agricultural bank, I found that there was no 
precise amount of bills stipulated to be put in Mr. Gaines’ 
hands. He was to receive enough to render the debt, in 
his opinion, perfectly secure; that if he sued to collect the 
paper, he would bring the suits in the F'ederal Court; and 
In the contract it was expressly stated, that the arrangement 
was made, *as well for the security of the sureties as the 
Government." 

But Mr. Gaines’ testimony under oath, as follows, will 
explain the transaction. 

Question 1. Did you not agree with the Agricultural 
Bank, to prevent the issuance of execution, against that 
institution on certain conditions ? ` 

Answer. This question has reference, solely, to the dis- 
charge of my official duties, as Disirict Attorney of.the U. 
States, for the Southern District of Mississippi. I refuse to 
answer to the commissioner, for the manner in which I 
have discharged those duties, although I am willing to state 
every thing 1 know in relation to the condition or manage- 
ment of the Agricultural Bank. 

Question 2. Has not the Agricultural Bank given you 
certain bills receivable for collection, with five per cent. 
commissions? And have you not also, proposed to prevent 
the issuance of the judgment, and to save the bank the 
usual officers’ fees on said judgment? E 

Answer. The Agricultural Bank has transferred to me, 
certain bils receivable as collateral security for the debt 
due by the bank to the United States, under an agreement 
that the bank is to pay all the expenses of collection of the 
same, including, of course, the usual charge of 5 per cent. 
commissions. This agreement bears date, o the 7th day 
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of December, 1839. It also provides, that as United States 

Attorney, I am to receive n-payment of said bills receiva- 
ble, the same currency which may at the time payment is. 

offered, be received at the counter of the bank, in payment 

of other debts, of which, from time to time, I am to be kept 

" informed. By the same agreement, the bank and securities 
agreed that the taking of collateral paper then m my hands, 
or afterwards to be transferred for the same purpose, should - 
not,in any manner, affect the liability of any of the par- 

ties, or the right of the United States, to proceed on the 
judgment against the bank and sureties, at any time, and 
that agreement is duly executed by the bank and all the 
sureties, including Mr. Fisk, who was not sued, because he 
was not in the State to be served with process. The re- 

maining portion of this question relates, as I conceive, in a 
great degree, to the discharge of my official duties; but as 
it has, also, some relation to the condition of the bank, I an- 
swer, that I have made no proposition, either written or 
verbal, to the bank, which had for its motive, the saving of 
officers’ fees to the bank. The proposition which I did 
make to them, and the agreement founded on it, was dic- 
tated solely in reference to my instructions from the govern- 
ment of the United States and my duty under them. I 
have not nor can have any understanding written or verbal 
with the bank or any of its officers or agents on the sub- 
ject.of saving to the bank any costs or officers’ fees of any 
kind, growing out of the suit against them, on behalf of the 
United States. 

Question.3. What amount of bills receivable were ori- 
ginally stipulated to be transferred to you by the bank, its 
officers or agents? 

Answer. There never was, originally any stipulated 
amount of bills receivable, to be transferred to me by the 
bank—its officers or agents. The resolution of the bank, 
authorized the cashier, generally, to transfer Fils receiva- 
ble, as should be satisfactory to me, without specifying any 
amount. 

, Question 4. Did you or did not instruct the clerk of the 
court (U. S.) to stay the issuance of the execution imme- 
diately on the adjournment of court? 

Answer. Although this question has, I conceive, no possi- 
ble connexion with the condition of the bank, but on the 
contrary, relates exclusively to the manner in which | have 
discharged my duty to the United States, it appears to 
me so wholly immaterial, that I do not object to answer it. 
I therefore answer, that I did immediately, on the adjourn- 
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ment of the Circuit Court of the.United States, at the last : 
term, direct the clerk not to issue:the execution in the case 
against the Agricultural Bank and sureties, until he heard 
from me. This: direction was only verbal, and was after, 
wards given to him in writing, when the agreement for a 
stay had been concluded with the bank, which agreement 
with the bank, was in fact made before the resolution of the 
eboard of the 4th December, to transfer bills receivable. 

Question 5. Have you not had some understanding with 
the Agricultural Bank, to collect or arrange one hundred 
and seventy thousand dollars with the Commercial Bank of 
Vicksburg for the Agricultural Bank,—protested checks of 
the former by which you were to receive five per cent. 
commission from the latter? 

Answer. I have had no understanding with the Agricul- 
tural bank to collect or arrange one hundred and seventy 
thousand dollars, with the Commercial Bank of Vicksburg, 
of protested checks of the latter. There is among the 
paper transferred to me as collateral security, one hundred 
thousand, two hundred and twenty-six dollars and sixty-six 
cents, of certificates of deposite, of the Commercial and Rail 
Road Bank of Vicksburg. This is the only matter of which 
Ihave any knowledge, in which the Agricultural has ang 
concern with the Commercial and Rail Road Bank, and I 
only know this as I have stated. | 

Question 6. Do you take bills receivable of the Agricul- 
tural Bank, on account of, and by authority of the Govern- 
ment, as payment or as collateral security of the Agricultu- 
ral Bank? | 

Answer. I have not received, nor do I intend to receive, 
any bills receivable from the Agricultural Bank, as payment 
or as any part payment of their debt to the United States, 
but only as collateral security for that debt. The remain- 
ing part of this question as to whether I have authority from 
the government, I refuse to answer, because I think the 
commissioner has no right to ask me the question. . 

Question 7. Has the execution ever issued against the 
Agricultural Bank? TE 

Answer. It has not to my knowledge. 

Question 8. Was it either expressed or understood in 
your agreement with the Agricultural Bank, that you were 
to sue the debtors of that institution in the federal court, on 
the bills receivable transferred to you as collateral security 
for the debts due to the federal. government? 

Answer. Nothing is expressed in my agreement. with the 
bank on this subject. The. agreement as before stated, is 
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in writing, and I have no agreement with them on this sub- 
ject which is not in writing. I deem it proper, however, to 
state in answer to this question, that | informed the bank 
that if the notes transferred were sued upon, the suits would 
be brought in the circuit court of the United States, where 
all suits were brought in which the United States were a 


party or interested.

Mr. Gaines has stipulated to take payment from the 
debtors of the bank in the currency received at their coun- 
ter, when payment is offered; but as the bank has only 
ninety-one thousand dollars in circulation on demand, as 
soon as judgments shall be obtained, she can refuse to take 
any currency at her counter except specie and her own 
notes due, and thus compel the transferred paper to be paid 
in specie. 

I felt it my duty to make such enquiries in relation to the 
action as well as the condition of the Agricultural bank, as ` 
would enable the public to judge of its solvency and the 
fidelity- with which it had adhered to the terms of its char- 
ter. But the officers of the bank opposed every obstacle to 
my progress. I demanded the “discount credit book," in 
order to ascertain whether the item of “individual depo- 
sites? in the balance sheet was correct, and to know what 
amount of over drafts had been made by the directors and 
other officers. This was refused me. I demanded the ` 
same book to ascertain the exact amount for which a few 
individuals, near Natchez, had been liable to the bank, and 
the character of the paper which these favorites had placed 
in bank to liquidate their accounts. It was again refused. 
I demanded of Dr. Merrill, the cashier, the negotiations 
made or proposed to be made between the bank and J. 
Seawell Jones, Esq. of North Carolina, during the past 
summer. Dr. Merrill asked Mr. Fisk if he might answer 
the question; when Mr. F. told him he should not, and 
accordingly Dr. M. declined to disclose the transactions 
between Mr. Jones and the Agricultural bank. 

The bank officers seem to consider mystery and conceal- 
ment of their transactions from the public and the govern- 
ment, as the most essential of the special privileges secured 
to them bv their charter. 

They traffic in cotton and real estate; they issue post 
notes, and discounted Brandon bank paper when it was only 
worth 65 centsin the dollar, and charged the usual discount 
as if it were convertible into gold and silver; and they justify 
themselves on the ground that there is nothing in the char- 
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ter expressly forbidding such acts.. On the other hand 
when certain books, accounts and transactions are demand- 
ed for examination, in order that the public may be pro- 
tected against fraud and imposition, they refuse to submit 
them on the ground that the charter does npt expressly re- 
quire such exhibition. They thus adopt (two very con- 
venient rules for construing their charter—a liberal one for 
themselves, when they want to grasp the property: of the 
people; and a limited one for the state when it wants a dis- 
closure of their transactions. | 

Mystery and concealment in banking have been the prin- 
cipal causes of the ruin of the banks and the people. Had 
the proceedings of the banks been as open to the inspection 
of the public, as the deeds of trust and mortgages in our pro- 
bate courts, the credit of the state and of our individual citi- 
zens would have been in a much more healthy condition 
than it is at present. I know several individuals who are 
now indebted to the banks of this state and private persons, 
from half a million to one million of dollars, and who a few 
years ago were not worth one dollar; but by virtue of the 
credit system, and the principle of concealment and mystery 
they were enabled to make loans from banks to purchase 
property. This property gave them additional credit; and 
from one bank they proceeded to another, extending their 
credit and increasing their property at enormous prices, un- 
til they and the credit system have broken down, overwhelm- 
ing themselves, their friends, the banks and the country in 
one common ruin. Publicity would have equalized and 
limited credit and prevented such a catastrophe. 

On looking over the bills receivable of the Agricultural 
Bank, I find that the heaviest debtors were generally the 
heaviest debtors in the other banks of this state when I ex- 
amined them last year; and ifall were handed over to the 
United States district attorney to be sued in the federal 
court for their debts to the various banks in the state, there 
is not one in ten of them who would be able to pay ten 
cents on the dollar. | 

If every other bank m the state had adopted the policy 
of the Agricultural bank and prepared a proportionate 
amount of 19 and 14 months post notes, either with or 
without interest, and thrown them into market, they would 
not have sold for 20 cents on the dollar. 

Nothing can arrest the Agricultural bank in its ruinous 
‘course but the prompt interference of legislative power. It 
has existed in continual/disregard of the law, as exemplified 

| in its traffic in cotton, in its sale of post notes, and in paying 
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out Brandon bank paper as money for notes discounted.at 
its counter, when the said paper was at 35 per cent. dis- 
count. To terminate such gigantic frauds on the public, 
and to compel the bank to do equal justice to its debtors and 
creditors, it ought to be wound up and its charter abolished. 
If it be permitted to follow its own dictates it will sell bonds 
and post notes at any price it can obtain; it will oppress its 


‘small debtors and its enemies by throwing them into the | 
hands of Mr. Gaines and the federal court; and it will thus ` 
be able to protect its favorites, the heavy debtors, who owe 


it from ten to fifty thousand dollars, each, at the expense of 
the publie. 
. Ifthe Legislature were at once to abolish post notes and 
every species of irredeemable and depreciated currency, 
solid capital and a sound currency would soon take their 
place; and the longer this measure shall be postponed, -the 
worse will become the condition of the banks, as well as 
their debtors and creditors. It is impossible that industry 
can flourish in any, country, where the standard of value 
fluctuates with the interest or caprice of a few individuals 
claiming the privilege of making the money by which the 
labor of the whole community shall be measured. It has 
been repeatedly tried and as often found to fail. If banks 
ae continued as the scourge of the producers, for the 
exclusive benefit of a few, let them be confined within rea: 
sonable bounds. Let their transactions be as open to the 
inspection of the public as the records of our courts. Let 
them be prohibited from issuing any note under one hun- 
dred dollars; and above all, let them be prohibited from is- 
suing a single dollar more than they are able to redeem. 
Why should a few rich men be allowed the privilege of 
drawing interest on three dollars for every one they pos- 
sess, by virtue of à bank charter? It is a palpable infrac- 
tion of the federal compact; it is unequal, unjust, and con- 
trary to the genius of all our political institutions.

From the liberal appropriations made at the last session 
of the Legislature, 1 had flattered myself that.no farther 
delay or inconvenience would be experienced from the want 
of funds in prosecuting the work to a speedy completion; 
but in this-favorable anticipation I have been disappointed. 
In a short time after the adjournment of the Legislature, it 
‘was ascertained that the treasury was .exhausted, and the 
eommissioner having no funds at his dispositicn, declined. 
for a time to enter into any new contracts on. the peniten- 

tiary. l PE 7 
As no great amount was necessary to render the State 
Capitol at least comfortable for the reception of the Legis- 


lature, my attention was then more particularly directed to 
10 H 
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that object: and for raising the means to accomplish it, E 
made my note, endorsed by several gentlemen, for twenty- 
five theusand dollars, which was presented and promptly 
discounted by the Mississippi Union Bank, and with the 
proceeds the work progressed. 

Subsequently, an anxious solicitude, coupled with the ap- 
parent necessity of completing the penitentiary, so far at 
least as to reeelve a certain number of convicts, induced 
me again to make a note for fifty thousand dollars, which I 
presented to the Board of the Union Bank for diseount. 
The proposition was favorably entertained, and I was in- 
formed that 1 could get the money: but upon further delib- 
eration the note was not used. The Board very liberally 
determined to furnish the money upon more favorable terms, ' 
by the passage of a resolution instructing the eashier to. 
cash the warrants of the Auditor at. par, to am amount not | 
exceeding fifty thousand dollars. | 

In my last report, you were informed that the funds at | 
my disposition could not be used in the purchase of articles 
im New Orleans, except at a ruinous discount; and that I 
had addressed a letter upon the subject to the President of 
the Planters’ Bank, to ascertain upon what terms I could 
obtain New Orleans funds, and received from him a letter 
stating that the amount desired should be placed to my cre- 
dit in the Bank of Louisiana at par, which was accordingly 
done. Afterwards I applied for a further amount, and re- 
ceived a check for ten thousand dollars on the Bank of 
America, in New York, at twelve months, which I endorsed 
and got discounted by the United States Bank in Philadel- 
phia,at six per cent. per annum. There were two other 
similar checks obtained from the Planters’ Bank, one im favor 
of Walton & Co. The latter I have heard nothing of, and 
presume it has been paid. The check for ten thousand dol- 
lars, discounted in the United States Bank, was not met at 
maturity, and I have received notice of protest. I have 
also been informed by Mr. Devereux, that he was likely to 
suffer considerable loss from the non payment of the check 
he received in payment of his work. Whether any, and 
what relief can be afforded, I respectfully submit for your 
consideration. 

At the adjournment of the Legislature there. still existed, 
as intimated in the report of the committee of Publie Build- 
ings, some difficulty m adjusting the aecounts of Messrs. 
Parker, Kerr, and Daley; since which a settlement has been 
- made, and the two former paid off: but nothing final has 
been done with Mr. Daley. There is yet due Messrs. 
James Patton & Co., of New York, about $1500, for win- 
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dow curtains, &c. as well as a bill of- Messrs. Cornelius & 
Co. of Philadelphia, not yet received,—which I presume 
will not exceed eight or nine hundred dollars, for two small : 
chandeliers, and side lights for the Representative Hall. The 
side lights had been previously ordered, and were received 
soon after the adjournment of the Legislature; but it was 
believed that they were not so constructed as to prodüce ' 
the full effect intended. lt was also thought that the two 
small chandeliers ordered, and not yet received, represent- 
ing those in the Senate chamber and the Hall of Represen- 
tatives, would be more appropriate for the purpose of light- 
ing up the vestibules leading from the rotunda to the Senate 
and Representative Hall, than the two Grecian lamps here- 
tofore purchased. Under this impression, I acceded to an 
offer of Mr. Moss to purchase the two lamps and the side 
lights at cost and charges, which will be but little less than 
the cost of those ordered. I received a letter from Corne- 
lius & Co. saying that the articles would be shipped by the 
first of November, but no further information has since been 
received. sn ` 

The general account from the Commissioner’s books, to 

which your inspection is invited, will show that there ‘has 
been expended since my last report $63,077 95 on the state 
capitol, and the sum of $42,383 93 on the Penitentiary, and 
$3,384 81 on the Governor’s House; as well as the balance 
yet unexpended of the several appropriations, which, to- 
gether with the report of the State Architect, which will be 
made in a few days, will enable you to.form an estimate as 
to the probable amount that may be required to eomplete 
the Public Buildings. 

I should do great injustice in withholding on this occasion 
the meed of praise that is justly due the State Architect, for 
the very able and efficient manner in which he has dis- 
charged the various duties enjoined upon him. ‘Of the beau- 
ty and symmetry of the State Capitol I need not speak. Its 
present condition affords a perfect view of the structure, 
and I am persuaded that all will now-agree, that its finish 
will reflect great credit on the Architect, and redound to 
the character and dignity of the State. | |

I am constrained by a sense of what is due to myself, as 
well as by a regard for the opinions of the wise and good, 
to contradict the statement, in the most unqualified man- 
ner. It is wholly and absolutely untrue, in every particu- 
lar. It has not even the shadow of a foundation to rest it- 
self upon. 

I was not in the Bank, during the sojourn of the com- 
missioner in this city; nor have I been smce his departure; 
nor for several weeks previous to his arrival. I never saw 
the correspondence referred to—nor any portion thereof— 
nor have I any direct knowledge, that there is, or ever was, 
such correspondence. : 

I wilt briefly state my connection with this institution.— 
I am not a Stockholder, nor have I been for sometime past. 
] have no interest in the stock, direct, or indirect, remote 
or contingent. I am not the agent of the Bank, nor have 
I been, sinee the month of September last. 

On my arrival at New York, on the 22d June, 1839, I 
found letters from the officers of the Bank, notifying me of 
my appointment, *as agent for the disposal of the Funds 
- of the Bank for the purpose of discharging the debt due to 
the Government.” 

I opened a correspondence with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and subsequently with the Solicitor, on the sub- 
ject of that debt: and I embrace the occasion to say, that 
the whole correspondence and intercourse with those func- 
tionaries, has been characterized on their part, by a cour- 
tesy and kindness, which | shall never forget. . 

When I ascertained that the Bonds could not be sold, 
except to a very limited extent, I so informed the Secre- 
tary, and stated, that “I was authorized to assure him, that 
the whole avails of the collections of the Bank, should be 
applied exclusively to the discharge of the debt to the Go- 
vernment.” 

On my return to Natchez late d November, I was infor- 
med, that suit had been instituted against the Bank, and the 
Bondsmen, and that Judgment would be rendered in a few 
days. In order that my assurance to the Secretary should 
be fulfilled, and with a view to my own indemnification, I 
became the agent of the Bondsmen, and in that capacity re- 
ceived a transfer of such of the assets of the Bank, as could 
be most promptly rendered available; amongst others, an 
amount in post-notes, then in the hands of the agent of the 
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Bank in New Orleans, and also, certain Bills of Exchange 
‘maturing this winter:and spring in that city. "The pro- 
ceeds of the whole have been, and will continue to be-con- 
verted into specie or exchange on New York as fast as they 
are realized, and placed as a special deposite in the Citizens 
Bank of Louisiana, and the Bank of America in New 
York, to the credit of the 'Treasurer of the United States 
per account of the Agricultural Bank. lam at all times rea- 
. dy to render an account of my stewardship, to those who 
are authorized to receive it; and have never refused to give 
information to the *Commissioner;" on the contrary, I was 
prepared to answer all proper interrogatories propounded 
by him in writing, touching my agency. 

I have thought it proper to say thus much in vindication 
of myself, lest an impression might exist in the minds of 
some, to whom I an unknown, that the statement in the Ex- 
‘ecutive communication, herein referred to, had some foun- ` 
dation to rest upon.

The committee appointed by the House to examine into 
the charge of forgery, made against L. A. Besangon mem- 
ber from the county of Tunica, submit the evidence without 
any comment. ARTHUR FOX, 

Chairman. 

Dr. Wm. Gwin being sworn, the following questions 
were propounded: 

Question 1. Do you'or do you not know whether Gen. 
L. A Besangon has been guilty of forgery? | 

Answer. I donot of my own knowledge. 

Question 2. Do you know who the payor of that note 
was? i 

Answer. It was either payable to J. W. D. Hutchins or 
O. Claiborne. 

Question 3. Would you have endorsed the note in ques- 
tion for Gen. Besangon, if he had asked you? 

Answer. Yes. 

H. G. Runnels being sworn, stated as follows: 

Sometime prior to the meeting of the Legislature, Mr. 
Jacob Shaw Yerger remarked to me that he understood 
that Besangon intended attacking me as a member of the 
legislature, or in the legislature, and that he knew of a fact 
that I might use against him, or words to that effect. I 
asked him what it was—his reply was, that he had forged 
a gentleman’s name toa note for $3,500. I asked him the 
particulars; he informed me that it was the name of Dr. 
Gwin that he had forged. I then went to. Dr. Gwin and 
asked him the particulars, or if Mr. Besangon had forged 
his name as I had been informed; he stated to me that he 
had forged his name on a note for $3,500, and that he had 
written to Besangon on the subject-charging the forgery, 
and telling him he would prosecute if the matter was not 
arranged, or words to thateffect. After the legislature had 
convened, Dr. Gwin came to me and said he did not wish 
me to speak of the matter, for reasons which he assigned.— 
I told him that I had spoken of it, and I would not have 
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done so 'if I had: been aware that-it was calculated. to do 
him (Dr. G.) any injury, but that I thought such villainy 
ought to be exposed. Afterwards, I remarked to Dr. Gwin, 
in the, presence of Col.-Farrar and Col. Cox, that I had 
mentioned the forgery of Besancon to those gentlemen, . 
when Dr. Gwin remarked that he did not wish. any thing 
said about it for reasons which he assigned to me. - — 

Dr, William M. Gwin then. made the following state- 
ment:. . : T E 

‘The cause of my naming this matter was from a letter 
he had received from Mr. Besangon in December, charging 
me with endeavoring to oppress him be having his property 
sold in.payment of an execution on this same note during 
the yellow fever. I then believed Mr..Besangon had forg- 
ed my name upon that note, as there was many other 
charges in that letter calculated to aggravate my feelings, 
and induced me to believe he was not acting correctly with 
me. I wrote to Mr. Besangon, in answer to that letter, 
that my name had been forged upon that note, and 1 would 
prosecute the person who did it to a seat in the peniten- 

tiary if I was further annoyed about that debt. I was par- 
ticular not to charge him with committing the forgery in 
that letter, and I differ in my recollection with Gov. Run- 
nels of having directly charged Mr. Besangon with having 
committed forgery. Subsequent to the conversation with 
Gov. Runnels I received an answer to my letter from. Mr. 
Besangon, in which he denied having forged my name on 
the note, stating that I had done him great injustice in that 
letter and he hoped to have it in his power, at some future 
period, to show to me that I had done lim injustice; that he 
was using great exertions to pay the notes for which I was 
liable for him as endorser, and that he would never cease in 
his exertions until he did pay them, or something to that 
effect; this was the reason that induced me to request Gov. 
R. to say no more on the subject. , Subsequent to this 
charge having been made against Mr. Besancon, by Gov. 
Runnels publicly, Mr. Besancon called on me at my house, 
and told me that this note had passed from his possessiori 
before my name was put upon it; this was the first intima- 
tion | had ever received of that fact; I told him if he could - 
establish that fact I was willing to give him every opportu- 
nity of clearing himself of the charge; that I had never 
written my name on the note or authorized any person to 
doit. His brother informed me that he saw Mr. Stanton 
in possession of the note without my name upon it. 

George R. Fall being sworn, stated as follows: . "E 
Dr. Gwin stated. to me that he had made the charge 
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against Mr. Besangon in a letter to him, but that he did not 
wish any thing said in relation to the matter, as his own pe- 
cuniary interests required that Mr. Besançon should not be 
prostrated. In addition, Mr. Besangon had evinced a dis- 
position to arrange the debts for which he was liable for 
him. This was the substance of our conversation. 

Alfred Cox being sworn, stated as follows: E. 

All I know about the matter is, that Gov. Runnels told 
me, in the presence of Col. Farrar, that Mr. Besancon had 
forged Dr. Gwin's name on a note, and afterwards Gov. 
Runnels stated to Dr. Gwin in my presence and the, pre- 
sence of Col. Farrar, that he had mentioned to Farrar and 
myself the forgery of Besangon, and that he did not know 
at the time the reasons Dr. Gwin had since assigned to him 
(Runnels,) for wishing the circumstances not spoken of, and 
still thought it was a thing that ought not to be a kept a se- 
cret, but that such villainy ought to be exposed. Dr. Gwin 
remarked, that he assigned to Gov. Runnels the reasons 
why he wished it not spoken of, and hoped that it would 
not be spoxen of again—Col. Farrar remarked that it was 
a matter not within our jurisdiction. 

P. W. Farrar being sworn, stated as follows: 

The statement of Mr. Cox is substantially correct, as far 
as I recollect. I will further remark that the conversation 
was casual, and occurred in the Bank, as stated. 

Mr. Farrar being sworn, Stated that he knew nothing of 
the transaction. 

R. M. Gaines being sworn, presented the following state- 
. ment: 

Sometime in the year 1837, a relation of mine, who lives 
in Texas, being in Natchez, came to my office and enquired 
of me whether Mr. Besangon’s note for $3,500, endorsed 
by J. W. B. Hutchins and O. Claiborne would be good? to 
which I replied, that I thought it would not. He after- 
wards, on the same, or a subsequent day, asked me if such 
a note with the addition of Dr. Gwin's nume, would be 
good? to which I replied that it would. Inever heard any 
more of the note until about the 1st of May, 1838, when T 
found it in a bundle of papers, sent to me at Jackson by 
my partner, for the purpose of suing Dr. Gwin in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States, as the last endorser. On 
showing the note to Dr. Gwin, he stated to me that he never 
endorsed the note or authorized any other person to put his 
name on it;and that if he was sued and should be unsuecess- 
ful in his defence on other grounds, he wculd defend it on 
that ground; that he wished me to sue Mr. Besangon in the 
Adams Circuit Court, and agreed that if I failed to get the 
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‘debt secured there, he would: waive the service of process 
in the Federal Court.: I got the judgment in the Adams. - 
Circuit Court, and it is bonded with Dr. Gwin as security. 
My conversation with Dr. Gwin, in May, 1838, was confi- 
dential, and was never.repeated by me' except to my part- 
ner, until the matter was publicly talked of in the streets of 
Jackson. The note belongs to Mr. Gaines, of ‘Texas, Major - 
N. A. Ware, of this State, and D. Cocke, of Virginia, and ` 
I have. been informed by Major Ware, since I was sum- 
moned before the committee, that the note was not pur- 
chased from Besangon.. MENSAE

for $3,500 had been used with Dr. Gwin's-nzme.on it, and 
that afterwards, Dr. G. expressed his full satisfaction as to 
Besangon’s agency in the matter in regard to said note. 

Question 2. Did Mr. Besangon tell you that he endorsed 
Dr. Gwin’s name on that note? ;

Mr. S. Murchison was duly summoned, appeared and was 
sworn, and stated that he knew nothing of the forgery im- 
puted to Besançon, only from hearsay. — — 

Mr. V. E. Howard being: sworn, stated that he knéw 
nothing about the matter in rélation to the charges against 
Mr. Besançon, only what he bad heard; that Mr. Besangon 
told him that when the note passed from his liánds it had 
not Dr. Gwin’s name upon it, and said that if it' was put on 
it afterwards it must have been by some other individual, as 
he, Mr. B. did not know it. i " :

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The undersigned, members of the Committee on Elections, hav- 
ing been unable to agree with a majority of said committees 
in reference to the matters referred to them by the House of 
Representatives, touching the right of Lorenzo A. Besan- 
con, Esq. to a seat in the House as a Representative from 
the county of Tunica, ask leave to Report: 


That they, in discharge of their duty as members of the 
committee on eleetions, took part in its investigation of the 
matters submitted to them as aforesaid. They found the 
certificate| of election of said Besangon on its face complete 
and satisfactory. A majority of the committee, notwith- 
standing the instructions of the House, refused to go behind 
that certificate, and inquire into the constitutional eligibility 
of said Besangon, as affected by his citizenship or want of 
citizenship in said county of Tunica, unless some specific 
and formal charge was laid before them, calling in question 
and expressly denying such eligibility. 

In order to obviate all technical objections, and to bring 
the whole subject in a satisfactory manner before the com- 
mittee, two of the undersigned, to wit: James J. Graves, of 
Amite, and Gustavus H. Wilcox, of Jefferson, consented to . 
prefer such charge; averring “that Lorenzo A. Besangon, a 
sitting member of the House of Representatives, from the 
county of l'unica, is not constitutionally eligible to a seat 
in said House of Representatives from said county of Tuni- 
ca, for the reason following, to wit: 

- “That said Besangon had not been a citizen and resident 
of said county of Tunica, for the term of one year next pre- 
ceding the time of his election to the said House of Repre- 
sentatives." 

The original of which charge and specification accompa- 
nies this report, and is marked (A.) 

The seventh section of the third article of the constitution 
of the State of Mississippi provides, “that no person shall 
be a representative unless he be a citizen of the United 
States, and shall have been an inhabitant of this State two 
years next preceding his eleetion, and the last year thereof 
a resident of the county, eity or town, for which he shall be 
chosen, and shall have attained the age of twenty-one 
years." : 

The sufficiency of the charge above recited, having been 
admitted by the committee, witnesses were examined to . 
prove the fact specifically alleged as: ground of said Besan- 
con’s ineligibility as aforesaid. These witnesses were Rich- 
ard M. Gaines, Fleming Wood and Simon Murehison, Es- 
quires, whose testimony was taken in the form of depositions 
by order of the committee. 
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Mr, Gaines testified in substance, that Mr. Besangon was 
editor of the “Mississippi Free Trader,” a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city of Natchez, during a portion of the year 
1839; that he only ceased to edit that paper op or about the 
first day of August last, and that in April 1839, said Besan- 
gon was residing with his family, on Commerce street, in 
said city of Natchez. The deposition of Mr. Gaines accom- 
panies this report, and is marked (B.) ne 

By the deposition of Mr. Wood, it appears that Mr. Be- 
sangon did reside in said city of Natchez during a portion 
of the year 1839; that.he was editor and one of the publish- 
ers of the newspaper called the.*Free Trader," published 
in said city of Natchez, as recently as July last; that said 
Besançon removed with his family from Natchez, in the 
county of Adams, to Commerce, in the county of Tunica, 
in the month of September last, and that said Besangon did 
reside in the city of Natchez on the fourth and fifth days of 
November, 1838. l 

The deposition of Mr. Wood is filed with the accompa- 
nying documents, and marked (C.) g 

The other witness examined to prove the charge of in- 
eligibility, laid before the committee, (Mr. Murchison) states, 
that he deemed Mr. Besangon a resident of the city of Nat- 
- chez until he disposed of his interest in the “Mississippi Free 
Trader," which disposition was made according to the con- 
current testimony of Messrs. Gaines and Wood; in July or 
August, 1939. 

Mr. Murchison further answered to an interrogatory pro- 
pounded, at the request of Mr. Besangon, that he (Mr. Be- 
sangon, had been present at the elections held in the city 
of Natchez, from 1835 to the general election held in said 
city, in November last, (exclusive of the latter,) and had ta- 
ken an active part in such elections. — - SÉ 

The deposition of Mr. Murchison accompanies this report, 
and-is marked (D.) | i 

Messrs. Felix Lebauve, W. D. Chapman, and John La- 
vins were examined before the committee, at the instance 
of Mr. Besangon. "Their depositions accompany thisreport, 
and are marked (No. 1.) (No. 2.) and (No. 3.) . 

These latter depositions attest only the declarations of 
Mr. Besancon, of his citizenship or intended citizenship, in 
the county of Tunica. One of them, (that of Mr. W. D. 
Chapman.) was taken in the absence of the undersigned; 
but neither this or either of the other last named deposi- 
tions, contains the slightest evidence that Mr. Besancon 
was ever in the county of; Tunica,-or had any actual or 
constructive residence or interest therein, excepting’ what 
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is founded upon his own statements. In fact, Mr. Labauve 
expressly states, when thereunto specifically interrogated, 
that he has no knowledge of Mr. Besangon’s citizenship in 
the county of 'luniea, anterior to the first of Deeember, 
1838, other than that which is founded upon Mr. Besangon’s 
declarations. 

The undersigned scarcely need argue the proposition that 
the declarations of a party cannot be given in evidence, in 
his own favor, in any controversy wherein his own rights ` 
er interests are involved. This principle is as old.as the 
history ef Legislative or Judicial proceedings, and has uni- 
formly prevailed, without exception or limitation—unless 
that rule which requires a whole conversation or declaration 
to be given. in evidenee, when any part is relied upon to the 
prejudice of a party, be deemed a limitation. And even 
this latter rule is utterly inapplieable to the present case. 

The undersigned are, therefore of opinicn, that the three 
last named depositions are irrelevant and impertinent to 
the matter under consideration, and that they should: not 
have been received or reported by the committee; never- 
theless, the undersigned do not feel at liberty to withhold 
them from the house, or to neglect to consider them in this 
report. 

The undersigned are also clearly of opinion, that the 
statements contained in the last mentioned -depositions 
(even if all objections to their competency were waived) 
are entirely insufficient to establish such a residence for 
Mr. Besangon in the county of Tunica, as is contemplated 
by the seventh section of the third article of the consti- 
tution. 

The term *resident," aecording to the understanding of 
the undersigned, has no technical or legal meaning different 
from its common signification; and they apprehend that 
the framers of the constitution intended by a resident of a 
county, city or town, an individual who actually dwelt there- 
in. ltis hardly to be supposed that an individual actually 
dwelling in the county of Adams can, by a mere act of the 
mind, and without changing his actual residence, make him- 
self constitutionally eligible to represent another and a dis- 
tinct county in the Legislature. Such a construction of 
the constitution would give any citizen of the State his 
choice of the county he would represent, limited only 
by the contingency of his not bemg able te persuade the 
voters of such county to elect him; and Mr. Besangon, in 
the judgment of the undersigned, would have had as valid a 
constitutional claim to a seat in the house had he been re- ` 
turned from the county of Itawamba, or the county of Jack- 
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son, as he now has by virtue of his return from the county 
of Tunica. | | 
From the statements of all the witnesses examined by 
the committee, the undersigned cannot entertain a doubt 
that Mr. Besancon was an actual citizen and resident: of 
the county of Adams, from 1835, to August or September, 
1839; that he was engaged in active business there, which 
required and received his personal attention, and that he 
spent his time in that county, when not casually absent on 
business. | 
‘The undersigned, regarding this as a question of high 
constitutional importance, have given it as careful and can- 
did. an .examination as their opportunities have enabled 
them to bestow upon it, and have come to the conclusion 
embodied in the following resolution, which they recom- 
mend to the adoption of the house: 
Resolved, That Lorenzo A. Besangon, Esq., a sitting 
member of -this House, from the county of Tunica, is not 
constitutionally entitled to such seat.

So soon as the board 
was organized, they discounted paper to the amount of fifty 
thousand dollars, or in other words, substituted “stock, 
notes" for the. specie funds they had paid in. After. this 
transaction, the bank did but little business, until there was 
a supplement added to the charter. 

The original charter provides “That the capital stock 
of the said Hernando Rail Road and Banking Company 
shall be three millions of dollars, to be subscribed in shares 
of one hundred dollars each, by any individual,and to be 
paid in money, or to be secured by the pledge and mort- 
gage of real estate, in this state, as hereinafter provided, at 
the option of the subscriber or subscribers; which choice 
-must.be designated bv, him, her, or them, at the time of mak- 
ing the subscription." By the provisions of the supplement, 
the number of directors is reduced from ten to seven, and 
any individual may subscribe for an unlimited amount of 
stock; it also authorizes Andrew Carr and others to open 
books for the subscription of stock in the town of Peyton, in 
the county of Tunica, and at the town of Hernando, in the 
county of De Soto. In compliance with this provision of 
the supplement, the books were opened and nine thousand 
nine hundred shares of the stock was subscribed, and when 
this examination was made the stockholders were arranging 
mortgages on real estate for the purpose of securing the 
stock, by means of which they might obtain a capital to 
bank upon. Two hundred thousand dollars of these mort- 
gages had been disposed of to the New York Banking 
Company, in June last, which the bank was to redeem in 
` the course of twelve months from.the date of the negotia- 
tion, and in addition to this, one hundred and thirty thou- 
sand dollars of mortgages were completed and ready to be 
sent to the president of the bank, who was at that time in 
the North.

* The following is a history of the “Texas funded debt” 
transaction, as it appears from the books and papers of the 
bank. 

Early in December, 1838, a letter was received by J. J. 

_Chewning, president of the Commercial and Rail Road 
Bank of Vicksburg, from William M. Beal, agent of said 
bank in the city of New Orleans, stating that he had been 
for some time corresponding with the Texian Government, 
in relation to the -purchase of half a million of their bonds, 
and suggested the great advantage which might accrue to 
the bank, were it to become the purchaser of these bonds, 
under the express stipulation that the paper of the bank, to 
the exclusion of all other paper, should be made a legal ten- 
der in payment of all dues to the Texian Government. This

on the first of January; one on the first of March; and one..

From the reply of Mr. Beal to this communication, we 
give the following extracts:— 

“I have received your letter of the 13th of this month, 
and the resolution of your board, in relation to the purchase 
from me of halt a million of Texian bonds. You speak of. 
having sent down two hundred thousand dollars, which I 
have not received, but presume your young man will arrive 
with it.m a day ortwo. Icanassure you that I feel high- 
ly pleased at the confidence reposed in me by your board, 
and I trust I shall never forfeit the good opinion of gentle- 
men for whom I have so high a regard. In the resolution 
full power is given to purchase the bonds of Texas for half _ 
a million of dollars, payable by you in such manner as I may 
think proper, only restricting me as to the rate of interest, 
. and the time the bonds may have to run, say from ten to 

twenty years." 

“So confident have I been that I should be able to dispose 
of.the bends, if not to you, to.some other banking institu- 
tion, that I. have authorized my agent to close for them; 
and m order that there should be no misunderstanding as 
to the law which I shall require the. Congress of Texas to 
pass, I sent down the bill, of which I now enclose you a. 
copy.

result, the suggestion is worthy of reflection,” and in con- 
clusion makes the following proposition: ` 

“Having a thorough understanding with the Texien Go- 
vernment, and as I have no doubt that 1 have bought the 
bonds, I now offer them to you on the following terms: to have 
such a law passed as is indicated in the bill herewith handed 
you, verbatim if possible, and at all events, not affecting in 
the least the spirit of the bill; you to exjoy all the rights 
specified in. payment of the bonds, for five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. I will receive the $200,000 of your notes, 
which I am looking for every moment, and take your checks ` 
on either New York or Philadelphia, with six per cent. per 
annum interest, added, in equal sums of $1,000 $2,000, $3,- 
000, and $4,000, payable—one third of the amount, on the’ 
first day of June; and one-third on the first day of Septem- 
ber, 1839; and one-third on the first day of January, 1840.” 
In faver of this proposition he observes, *that as the bank 
will immediately come in: possession of the bonds, they 
may be hypothecated by the bank, should it be found neces- 
sary, and funds raised in time to meet the chécks. Nor 
would it,” he argues, “be of any material importance to the 
bank, whether the bonds are paid for im Texas with the ` 
notes of the bank, or in Philadelphia with its checks, inas- ' 
much as the proposed stipulation will mesure thé'nótes of 
the bank a rapid circulation in Texas, by the aid of travel-_ 
lers,'and in a larger amount than would' be invested in: 
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The whole amount of cotton, on which advances were 
made by this bank, is 30,578 bales, and the amount pur- 
chased 9,854 bales. No shipments have been made on 
account of the planters since the winter of 1837, and spring 
of 1838, and since last March no purchases have been made 
on account of the bank. 

We deem it due to the new board of directors to state, 
that since the first of March, the institution has ceased to 
deal in cotton, or produce of any kind whatever. Their 
whole energies have been directed towards the completion 
of the rail road to Jackson, and the reduction of the liabili- 
ties of the bank. 


bonds.” He further states in this letter, “that though he 
would greatly prefer the notes of the bank, yet by a free 
use of his credit, he could manage to use the checks,"— 
*that he was on the point of leaving New Orleans for 
Texas, and could not go down without having the docu- 
ments." 

On the 26th of December, Mr. Chewning wrote to Mr. 
Beal, informing him that the institution had accepted his 
terms, and that the cashier pro tem. was instructed to en- 
close the checks in conformity with his proposition, and 
requested that the bonds should be forwarded by the earli- 
est day practicable. On the same day, Mr. Chewning 
wrote to Mr. Beal a second letter, enclosing three hundred 
thousand dollars, in the notes of the bank, to be used, if 
necessary, as a substitute for the ckecks in the purchase of 
the bonds. l 

It is worthy of remark that Mr. Beal had in his posses- 
sion at this period, in addition to large quantities of cotton 
and rail road iron, eight hundred and twelve thousand dol- 
lars of the notes and checks of this bank, for which this 
institution held no evidence whatever of his liability, and 
three hundred and twelve thousand of which has never 
been entered on the books of the bank; the only evidence 
there is of such a transaction having taken place, is the ré- 
ference made in Mr. Chewning's letter above quoted, and 
some memorandums in the margin of an old check book.’ 

Whilst the negotiation was in the position we have de- 
seribed above, Mr. Robins, the cashier of the bank, retur- 
ned from England, where he had been as agent to superin- 
tend the sale of cotton shipped by the bank for the benefit 
of the planters. On learning what had transpired, he had 
a full meeting of the board called, and the propriety of the 
Texas negotiation was again discussed.

deliberations was, that a committee, of which Mr. Robins 
was a member, was appointed to proceed to New Orleans, 
for the purpose of putting a stop to the negotiation and re- ^ 
gaining the notes and checks of the bank. Mr. Beal refu- 
sed to give up the funds of the bank, contending that the 
negotiation was closed. The committee took out “a writ 
of sequestration” and had the funds attached. After much 
difficulty, the matter was finally compromised by the bank 
taking, at par, eighty thousand dollars of the Texas bonds 
which Mr. Beal said he had purchased on account of the 
bank, and by Mr. Beal’s giving up the residue of the notes 
and checks belonging to the bank. "These bonds were worth 
fifty cents on the dollar in New Orleans at that time; the 
bank, therefore, lost forty thousand dollars by this oper- 
ation.

The memorial of the Legislature of Mississippi represents, 
that the great number of persons travelling on the Mississippi 
river, and navigating the same, connected with their ex- 
posed mode of life, and the unhealthiness of the climate, 
occasion immensely numerous cases of sickness on said 
river, calling for relief—that the persons so suffering from 
sickness are generally strangers in our state, without friends 
or acquaintance amongst us, and| who, by necessity, are 
thrown upon the charity of our people. With every dispo- 
sition to perform fully the duties of humanity, portions of 
our citizens are burthened to an unjust extent and beyond 
their means. The citizens of all the Western States, and 
many others,are to be provided for, and the charge fills 
upon small communities. No point of the Mississippi river 
is subject to these inconveniences to such an extent as the 
city of Vicksburg. Being a place|of considerable magni- 
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tude, situated at the highest point of the high|lands in this 
state, the traveller laboring under sickness feels reluctant 
to pass in his homeward route; to encounter.ja voyage of 
near four hundred miles through the thinly inhabited low 
lands and swamps of the Mississippi river. The latter are 
always ‘regarded with aversion by the sick traveller during 
illness, and the hilly points: are sought as places of refuge. 
Many, also, of the enterprising traders of the West venture. 
to.remain in this city during a part of the summer season, for 
the advantage of the extensive supply of trade centered 
here, who would be unwilling to risk Southern diseases at 
a lower point. -There are the strongest reasons, therefore, 
requirmg Congress to make provision for a hospital at, this 
pomt. No other authority is so imperiously called upon to 
make such provision as may be adequate to minister to the 
wants of suffering citizens of all the States, at a point 
where so many of them are continually concentrated. 

In the munificent provision heretofore made and now in 
progress on the part ot the General Government, this point ` 
has been left unprovided with a National Hospital.

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


I herewith transmit reports from twelve colleges and 
academies in this state, received since I sent in my last 
annual message. The statements in relation to their estas 
blishment and usefulness, are highly gratifying. A con- 
densed statement of all the colleges and academies in the 
state, setting forth the material facts contained in the vari- 
ous reports, is desirable. When the people of the state shall 
become fully advised of the flourishing situation of the var. 
ous institutions of learning in our borders, the healthiness of 
their several locations, and the cheapness of board arid tui- 
tion, they will cease to send their children abroad to be edu- 
cated. i 

I have caused to be laid upon the tables of members of thé 
Senate and House, a pamphlet containing much valuable in- 
formation relative to the history, means, and prospects of 
Jefferson College. It will be seen that the trustees are 
using all necessary diligence to promote the welfare of the 
institution. "There are now seventy-nine students at the 
college, with the prospect of à considerable augmentation af- 
ter the close of the winter session. 

There are now five vacancies in the board, one occasion- 
ed by the demise of the late Thomas Farrar, one by the 
removal Se thé ataté of George S. C. Davis; Esq; oie 
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by the resignation of Dr. Stephen Duncan; one by the re- 
signation of Richard S. Williams, Esq.; and one by. the fai- 
lure of Thomas Freeland, Esq., to attend the meetings of 
the board for many years. Under the existing charter the 
number of trustees are twenty-five, and the Governor of the 
State is ex officio, president of the board. Many of the 
trustees reside remote from the college, and it is often im- 
possible to procure the attendance of a quorum. The num- 
ber of trustees should be diminished—responsibility is now 
too much divided. I therefore suggest an amerdment of the 
charter, prescribing that no more trustees shall be elected 
until the number is reduced to nine, and that they shall be 
divided by lot into three classes—and one-third of the num- 
ber go out of office on the first Monday in March, 1842, and 
every two years thereafter an equal number. "The present 
number of trustees might be reduced to nine, by drawing 
lots likewise. Should the legislature deem it inexpedient 
to change the charter, I recommend that the vacancies in 
the board be filled by the election of gentlemen residing in 
the vicinity of the college. I transmit a resolution of -the 
board of trustees of Jefferson college, adopted on the 18th 
instant, recommending five gentlemen residing in the vicin- 
ity of the college, as suitable persons to fill the existing va- 
cancies. 

Mr. Latourette has published an elegant and accurate 
map of the State of Mississippi. Ihave purchased two of 
them, which are to be seen in your respective chambers. 
Several of the States of the Union have presented maps of 
their respective States to the State of Mississippi, and I con- 
sider it proper that we should reciprocate the favor. Each 
county in the State, and the various public officers at the 
seat of Government, should also be furnished with a map. 
It is also worthy of your consideration, whether maps of the 
State should not be furnished to each college and academy 
in the State, at the public expense. The cost of collect- 
ing the necessary information, and publishing such works, 
are very great, and the undertakers are certainly deserving 
of the patronage of the State. By placing a map of the 
State in the clerk’s office of each county, the assessors of 
taxes would be facilitated in making their assessments of 
lands, and the revenues of the State greatly increased. I 
therefore respectfully recommend an appropriation for the 
purchase of two hundred of Mr. Latourette’s maps of the 
State of Mississippi, for the purposes designated. 

I submit to your consideration sundry reports and state- 
ments, in relation to the State hospital at Natchez. The 
benefits. conferred by that institution are very great. Nu- 
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merous persons resident in various counties in this State, as 
well as in other States, have enjoyed its advantages. It is 
much embarrassed, and its usefulness would be greatly en- 
hanced‘ by receiving. the fostering aid of the Legislature. 
The president of the board urges, that the fines and forfei-- 
tures accruing to the State in Adams county, should be ap-. 
propriated to that puzpose. "They have already been do- 
nated to the orphan asylum at Natchez. "That charitable 
institution is conferring great benefits, and should not be de- 
prived of the means of support conferred upen it by the 
Legislature. Under the existing laws, the State derives no 
benefit whatever from property escheated to the State. It 
may therefore be expedient to donate to the State hospital 
at Natchez, the proceeds of all property escheated hereto- 
fore, or which may hereafter escheat to the State in the 
county of Adams. The trustees of the hospital, no doubt, 
would attend to their collection, and the avails would aid 
much in affording comfortable lodgings, and good medical 
treatment to the destitute, sick, and afflicted portion of the 
community. : ; 

I also submit to your consideration reports made by the 
presidents of the boards of police of twenty-two counties in . 
this State, in relation to the amount of money each county 
has received from the treasury of the State on account of 
the three per cent. fund, and what use has been made. of 
the same, whether it has been applied to the use and pur- 
pose for which it was intended or otherwise. Many of the 
reports are not sufliciently specific. Much of the money 
has been misapplied, and enormous surus have been in sev- 
eral cases paid to persons for coming to the capital, draw- 
ing the money, and carrying it to the proper county. This 
fund is guaranteed to the State under the compact entered 
into with the United States, when this State was admitted 
into the Union, and can be applied alone to the construc- 
tion of roads and canals within the State. It 1s our duty to 
take efficient measures to prevent the waste and misappli- 
cation of the fund. 

When I received a portion of the re-print of the laws of 
Mississippi last session, I despatched the distributors of the 
laws to the various counties with those then received. ‘The 
residue arrived befcre the laws and journals were printed, 
and the residue of the quota assigned by law to each county, 


were distributed with the acts and journals of.1839. At 


the same time, one thousand copies of Cooper's "Tactics, for 
the discipline and regulation of the militia, were sent to the 
commanding officers of the several regiments by the distrib- 
utors of the laws. Only seven hundred and fifty dollars 
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were appropriated at the last session to each distributor. 
It has been usual heretofore to allow that sum for.a single 
trip. The Union Bank did not cash any of the auditor’s 
warrants, drawn on account of appropriations, and the. dis- 
tributors were unable to get their warrants cashéd, until 
some time after the labor was performed. Justice requires 
that an adequate appropriation should be made to pay the 
balance due for the distribution of the laws of Mississippi, 
the aets and journals of the last session of the Legislature, 
and Cooper's Tactics, for the discipline and regulation of 
the militia. | 

I also submit to your consideration a letter from Henry 
D. Gilpin, Esq. Solicitor of the Treasury, in relation to the 
transfer of the bills receivable by the Agricultural Bank te 
the Government of the United States. Also, a letter from 
the Hon. Robert J. Walker, in relation to the same subject. 
It seems that the statements made by A. P. Merrill, Esq. 
cashier of the Agricultural Bank, that said bills were trans- 
ferred “in part payment of the debt due from the bank to 
the United States,” is untrue. The Solicitor states, “that 
while it is of course advisable to strengthen the security of 
‘the United States by good collateral security, it is not desi- 
rable, unless in an extreme case, for them to undertaxe by 
course of legal process the collection of such collateral secu- 
rities^ He has also requested the district attorney not to 
adopt such measures until instructions shall be received from 
the Solicitor, founded on a further report of the district at- 
torney in regard to the case. This would seem to imply, 
that if the district attorney reports that the money cannot 
be made out of the bank and its bondsmen, that suits will 
be ordered on the transferred paper in the federal court. 
To avoid the evils resulting from such a course, it may be 
advisable for the Legislature to protest against suits being 
brought in that court, for it certainly is m the power of the 
bank to pay the residue due on the judgment. Even should 
it fail to do so, the sureties are fully able to make up the de- 
ficit. If the district attorney holds on to the transferred 
paper, and does not sue upon it to the spring term of the 
courts, the bank itself will be greatly injured by the delay. 

Mr. Walker states that’ the Solicitor mformed him, that 
suits were not contemplated on the bills receivable, but were’ 
simply intended as a deposit, not for suit, but only as ulti- 
mate collateral security, in case of the inability to collect 
the amount from the bank and its sureties, and then only to 
the amount of three hundred thousand dollars. Jam grati- 
fied to learn that Mr. Walker has never. countenanced the

transfer, and is determined, if it is persisted in, to resist it, ` 
if necessary, by bringing the matter béfore the Senate. 

I have understood that the bank, at one period, contem- 
plated transferring all its suspended debt, amounting to about 
one million three hundred thousand dollars, to the district 
attorney, and that he was making active preparations to 
‘commence bringing the suits in the federal court, and had 
stipulated with a.gentleman of the bar to draw all the dec- 
larations at an agreed price. — . . = 2 

I will take this occasion to observe, that I would consider 
myself un worthy of the exalted station in which I have been 
placed by the people of the State, if I failed to denounce 
inen in high places, for violations and evasions of the laws 
and acis, oppressive in their character, upon thousands of 
the citizens of the State.

before the Senate. . n 2 . mn 
My two percent. bill has passed the Senate, not only for 
the money, but for the land. The grant in land and mo- 
ney will make the rail-road from Brandon to the Alabama 
line, and insure the union of the Atlantic and Mississippi by 
railroads. At the request of the delegate from Florida, I 
“conceived it te be my duty to bring forward the proposi- 
sition of the people of East Florida, to make two Statesout 
of Florida. 1t has produced much feeling, and seems to 
portend another Missouri question. You will see my re- 
marks in the Globe.

Nos. 1, 2, part of 3, 4, and 6, I have not in my powerat 
this time to answer, owing to a late fire in Natchez, which 
consumed some of the documents above referred to; this 1 
will procure and forward at as early a.date as practicable. 
The Governor of the State is Ex-officio President of the 
Board of Trustees. The president of the college has a sal- 
ary of 3000 dollars, and the professors 2000, each, per an- 
num. 

The college having been closed for a considerable time 
subsequent to the resignation of a former corps of profes- 
Sors, was reorganized, and opened anew, on the 18th of 
March last, by the following faculty: 

REV. CHAS. W. HACKLEY, 
Pres. prof. moral philosophy and belles-lettres. 

L. D. Gars, Prof. nominally, of chem. and exper. philos- 
ophy, but really of chem. min. geol. and botany—Rev. A. 
Stevens, prof. an't. languages—J. A. T. Mimprnnorr, prof. 
mod. lang., engineering, and acting prof. of military tactics. 
prof. of drawing and engineering, and tactics, 
(not yet appointed)—A. S. Moorr, M. D. rector of the 
grammar school or primary department, salary $1500— 
Rev. W. Wuetvon, assistant rector of gram. school or 
prim. department, salary $800. 

On the 1st of May last, the president resigned his office, 
both he and his family not being pleased with the southern 
climate, and professor STEPHENs was forthwith appointed to 
fill the place, which he did, and continued to perform all, or 
most of his duties as professor of ancient languages, together 
with those of his new office, until the middle of June, when, 
from over-exertion, he was attacked with hemorrhage of the 
lungs, since which, he has not yet been able to perform du- 
ties in the college; and is now in the W. 1., hoping to re- 
gain his health. These facts are named as having some 
apparent relation to the health or otherwise, of this neigh- 


borhood. 
A. The library of the college contains about 2000 vol- 


umes, mostly of literature or miscellaneous works.

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8. The general health of professors and students, the 
past summer, has been, 1 presume, as good as that of the 
people generally in this parallel of latitude, in the great val- 
ley of the Mississippi. Intermittent fevers, (fever and'agüe) 
are common to all in this vicinity, and if there be any dif- 
ference it is, I think, in favor of the college and its location. 
The session which begins the academic year, was to have 
opened on the first of October, was not opened until the : 
7th, on account of the epidemie fever at that time raging in 
Natchez; yalthough it was stil healthy in Washington as 
usual. : On the 17th, however, a case was reported as origi- - 
nating in town, and the faculty deemed it prudent to send 
the students home; but as no other case occurred, they were 
re-assembled on the 4th of November. One of the students 
only has died since the re-organization, and he of the pre- 
vailing epidemic during the summer vacation. l 

At the re-organization in March last, there were thirteen 
students; this number has continually increased, and is at 
present about seventy. The organization embraces three 
departments. 1st. Those students in the preparatory 
school. 2nd. Those im the regular or four years course. 
3rd. Those in the irreguiar, or English and scientific course. 

9. A freshman class has been formed, but from the re- 
cency of the organization, we could not be expected to have 
any graduates to report. | 

Colleges and Free Schools.—There is a very great differ- 
ence between the colleges of the north and the south. The 
former are more permanent and stable, slower in their 
growth, and much less frequently endowed; nearly all, in- 
deed, are dependent, in whole or in part, on tuition for sup- 
port; still, they make better scholars. The latter are gene- 
rally well endowed, and frequently supplied with very able 
professors, at least, there are sufficient instances of this kind. 
to show the source of diffieulty does not lie here; and yet, 
our colleges possess nothing of that permanence of character 
found to prevail in northern colleges. Again, most of our 
colleges, if they obtain sufficient celebrity to fill them with ` 
pupils, a riot or some other outbreaking occurs, and the stu- 
dents or professors, or both, are dispersed, and the institu- 
tions are to be commenced de nove. Such will, I believe, 
be found to be the history of our southern colleges, general- . 
ly. If, as is acknowledged by all, southern colleges have ` 
not met with the same success as those of the north, we 
shall have gamed something that may serve as a guide, if 
we can point to the cause of the difficulty. We have seen 
that it is not for want of funds, nor able professors, but if we 
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oxamine into the history of those institutions that have failed 
amongst us, we shall find that bad government, or inability 
to support discipline at all, has been the-main eause, It is 
trüe, students do,not study here so much as they do at the 
north, even when they yield to discipline. Their habits of 
roving about, being masters of their own time, and unac- 
custonied to study, renders study or confinement a tedious 
and tiresome process. Government is, therefore, the great- 
est obstacle to the advancement of southern colleges. To 
govern well, requires a deep knowledge of human nature, 
and much more skill than is brought into requisition in 
northern institutions. In our college, military mstruction 
is blended with that of the other sciences, but not enough 
of the former to impede the progress of the latter. branches. 
This arrangement gives vast aid in keeping up a rigid dis- 
cipline; the boys will often yield to rigorous discipline un- 
der military regulations, while without them, they would not. 

We have from 30 to 60 minutes drill, daily, after evening 
chapel service, and with the best effects every way. 

The question why southern boys are Jess easily governed 
than northern, is easily accounted for, if I do not greatly 
mistake, by all who have witnessed the manner of reari 
children in the two sections of country. In the north, chil- 
dren are by habit taught to obey until they become of age; 
in the south, they are very frequently commanders and mas- ` 
ters at home from the time they can make themselves under- 
stood; it is therefore to be expected that they will wish to 
exercise the same spirit when they become mmates of the 
college. , 

F ES Schools.—These institutions have been sufficiently 
tested in the north to be duly appreciated. They can never 
be successfully introduced but where there is a very consider- 
able indigent population; or otherwise, where there are not 
any distinction of grades in society. If a school be created 
for the indigent, those able to pay will not patronize it; at 
least, such has. been the experience with free schools at the 
north. I wilf mention New York city as a striking illustra- 
tion in point. Free schools were there established in 1822 
or "24. where all could send their children free of expense; 
the best of instructors were procured, males, at from 1200 
to 5000 dollars per annum, and females at from 400 to 700 
dollars, according to their ability or experience. The re- 
sult was, that the system was a perfect failure. The poor 
would not send, because by so doing they would acknow- 
ledge their poverty, which they were unwilling to do. The 
wealthy would not send, because they had already their 
own schools; and besides, their children would also be asso- 
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ciated with those of the poor, and mistaken for them. So 
the schools, under this system, continued to be empty. The 
system, after a few years of unsuccessful trial, was abol- 
ished. The name of Public School was substituted for that 
of “Free School.” Ths sum of $4 annually was demand- 
ed for tuition; but if any were unabie to pay, the bill re- 
ceipted was sent them, or the debt considered as cancelled. . 
The schools were soon filled, and have continued to flour- 
ish, with unabated prosperity. . In the state there is a liter- 
ature fund, out of which every incorporated academy draws 
a certain amount proportionate to the number of pupils, 
provided the rector cr principal of the academy shall fur- 
nishi a detailed report of the doings of the institution, and a 
meteorological register of the state of the thermometer and 
barometer three times a'day, and the quantity of rain each 
month, throughout the year. There is besides this a distri- 
bution from the U. S. depot fund of $250 to every town 
that shall contribute $250 more, to be expended for a school 
library, and a set of chemical and philosophical apparatus. 
This has gone extensively into effect throughout the state. 

Other methods have been adopted in other states for the 
distribution of funds. 

It appears to me that any system of disbursement of funds 
for the support of schools, (I mean common schools and 
academies,) where the people for whose benefit the dis- 
bursement is made, do not take a deep interest, would be, 
to a great extent, unavailing. "The practice at the north ` 
has. shown that no means hitherto tried has proved so 
successful as that which obliges the people of every given 
district to contribute a certain sum in order to avail them- 
selves of that portion of the public funds allotted to them.

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Statement in relation to Mount Carmel Academy. 
Mount CanMEL, Jan. 11th, 1840. 
To His Excellency A. G. McNutt. 

Sim:—In compliance with a Circular issued at Jackson, 
under date of the 16th of December, 1838, requesting the 
heads of the various incorporated institutions of learning 
throughout the State, to furnish you an account of the con- 
. dition of said institutions—I therefore, by request, shall en- 
deavor to give you as succinci an account as possible of the 
origin and progress of the Mount Carmel Academy. 

«The institution was founded many years ago, by John 
Rayan, Esq., under whose fostering hand it continued to 
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flourish during his life. But after his death there was am 
interregnum of several years. However, in the year 1835, 
it was again revived, by the donations of various individuals; 
to the amount of about seventeen hundred dollars, which 
sum was appropriated to the erection of buildings, of which 
there are three; one for the male department, the second 
forthe female department, and the third expressly for music. 
In the year 1837, it was chartered, and Samuel Hemphill, 
Duncan Wilkinson, William Loflin, F, A. Martin, Needham 
Blount, John Yeatman, Samuel Evans, John P. Jones, Dun- 
can McLaurin and E. S. Rayan were created a board of 
trustees, for receiving gifts, grants and donations,to the 
amount of three thousand dollars, (the sum prescribed in the 
charter, ard for doing all other things authorized to be 
done in said charter, for the promotion of literature and 
science. And under their vigilance and care the institution 
has prospered, even beyond their most sanguine expecta- 
tions, for two years, numbering from 70 to 80 students; at 
the end of which time, there was a recess for afew months, 
caused by the retirement of the teachers that had charge of - 
the institution, and the trustees not having it in their power 
to procure competent ones to fil their places. But they 
are now gratified in being able to state, that they have en- 
gaged the services of Mr. Rob't C. Corhean, who is an'able 
teacher, and an accomplished scholar, under whose super- 
intendence it must again flourish, and no doubt will soon be 
one of the most noted institutions of learning in the eastern 
part of the State. 

Having expended the fund donated in the erection of build- 
ings, as vet there is no library or philosophical apparatus 
belonging to the academy—although it is the -intention of 
the trustees to procure both as soon as they can obtain a 
fund of sufficient amount to do so. And asit is probable 
that there will be a distribution of the library fund this ses- 
sion of the legislature, [ would call your particular atten- 
tion to this young but growing institution. 

From the healthiness of the location, than which there is 
none more so in the State, for health here is not confined to 
any particular class of individuals, but to all: and from the 
great facilities afforded for building, the cheapness of board, 
and the general good morals of our citizens, I should think 
that in the situation of a place or the location of the üniver- 
sity, none more eligible could be chosen than this. And 
the great facilities for building, afforded through many saw- 
mills, and the consequent cheapness of the timber, and an- 
other item in economy is the cheapness of labor; such extrava- 
gant prices are not demanded here as in the more westerly 
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portions of the State; and the general good morals of the 
people are strong guarantees that-the students would not-be 
contaminated with vice, as there are no dens of wickedness 
nor sinks of iniquity, nor any remote probability of there 
being any, must speak volumes in favor of this, as being a 
favorable situation for the above named purpose. All of 
which is most respectfully submitted for your consideration

Statement in relation to the Macon Academy. 
| Macon Acavemy, Jan. 16th, 1840. 
To A. G. McNutt, Governor of the State of Mississippi. 

Smr:—In compliance with your request per Circular, 
which did not come directly to hand, 1 proceed to give you 
some of my views relative to a system of free schools, hav- 
ing had some experience in relation thereto in some of the 
older States. As far as my knowledge extends, any at- 
tempt to make a distinction between the rich and poor, has 
not been crowned with success. 

Our present mode of disposing of the 16th section fund, 
in this State, is, in my opinion, defective; so much so, that 
many townships which have a fund derive little or no bene- 
fit therefrom. Neither the punctual payment of the interest, 
nor the eventual security of the principal, are sufficiently 
secured. ` 

I think we should be substantially benefitted in this State 
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by having the free school fund distributed.so as to be cóm- 
bined with the 16th section fund, in each township, and the 
whole fund of each township placed in the Mississippi Union 
Bank, at the respective offices, at an annual interest, under 
proper regulation: the interest to be drawn out by the trus- 
tees of the respective townships, and by them applied only 
to the payment of tuition, or the salary of teachers, in such 
a manner that all the students of each township who attend 
the respective schools or academies therein, or adjacent, 
may be equally benefitted in proportion to their term or 
time of attendance. a s 
This institution was chartered by act of the last legisla- 
ture, a copy of which is not at hand. : 
' The trustees are G. B. Augustus, Ware Hopkins. G. K. 
D. McLelland, B. T. Williams, and David Buck, President. 
Mr. James Wallace and . Lady, have charge of the insti- 
tution as preceptor and preceptoress. 1 
The property of the institution consists of a two story 
house, 30 by 60 feet, and lot, in the town of Macon. `

During the past summer we had about 80 or 85 students, 
who enjoyed almost uninterrupted good health; but one, 
within my knowledge, was detained from school for the 
space of one week by sickness.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, 'That James B. McLelland, Peter R. McClaua- 
han, Solomon R. McClauahan, James Martin, Amzi Meek, 
Jesse M. Fields, Elijah 'Tabor, Thomas D. Connell, Joseph 
Bell, and Charles 'T. Murphy, be, and they are hereby, con- 
stituted a body corporate, by the name and style of the board 
of trustees of the Louisville Academy; and that they, and 
their sucéessors, shall be capable of exercising all the pow- 
ers of a,body corporate, and of sueing and being sued, 
pleading and being impleaded, in all actions, suits, plaints, 
matters, and causes whatsoever; that they and their suc- 
cessors, may have a common seal, and change the same at 
pleasure; and that they shall be capable of receiving and 
acquiring real and personal estate, not exceeding fifty thou- 
sand dollars, either by donation or purchase, for the benefit 
of said Academy: and that they shall have the power to 
build a hause for said Academy, and appurtenances neces- 
sary thereto, in or near the town of Louisville, in Winston 
county in'this State. ` ;

Be it further enacted, That the said board of 
trustees shall have regular meetings in each year; but the 
president shall have power to call a meeting of said board 
whenever' he may deem it expedient. 

Sec. 4. | Be it further enacted, That the said board shall 
elect out df their, own body, a president, secretary, and 
treasurer, who shall perform the duties prescribed by the 
board; and that a majority of said board shall be capable. 
of transacting business. 

mec. 5. Beit further enacted, That said board shali have 
power to enact such by-laws as they may déem expedient, 
for the election of officers, and further admission of new 
members, and for the good government of the officers and 
members of said academy, and for the encouragement of

In conclusion, I would respectfully bring to the notice of 
your Excellency, some of the many advantages that this 
place possesses as a suitable location for the State university. 
In all probability, measures will be taken by the Legislature, 
during its present session, to locate the university; and as 
the eligibility of several parts of the state have been urged 
by the public prints as suitable for said location, I deem it a 
duty I owe to the institution over which I preside, and to 
the citizens of this part of the state, to urge upon the Legis- 
lature, through your Excellency, if you should think proper 
to do so, the eligibility of Louisville for the location of the 
state university. d 

If the location is brought immediately before the Legisla- 
ture, I have no doubt but that our representative will urge 
the claims of this place all that he possibly can. But, as it 
is more than probable, from suggestions that have already 
been made in reference to this matter, that the Legislature 
may appoint commissioners to select out a suitable place for 
the purpose above mentioned, and the position that you 
occupy would. necessarily throw you and them much to- 
gether in arranging the preliminaries of their undertaking, 
I would thank you to present this place before them in as 
favorable a light as you can. You have visited the place, 
and from personal knowledge will be able to present some 
of the advantages it possesses as a suitable place for the 
location. i 

] presume that it cannot be doubted by any who have 
ever visited Louisville, that no part of Mississippi has any 
advantage over it in point of health. A residence of some 
three or four years in this place, has enabled me, I think, to 
form a tolerable correct opinion of its health. I think I can 
safely say, that during the two last years, 1838 and 1839, 
one physician could have done all the practice in the coun- 
ty. The situation is healthy, .is elevated and as handsome 
a situation fer such an institution as any that can be found 
in the state. The fertility of the soil is amply sufficient to 
sustain the increase of population, that such an institution 


‘gög 


would necessarily draw around it. It is on one of the targ- 

' est thoroughfares perhaps in the state, immediately on the 
great southern mail route. The mail facilities that it has, 
Should be an important item among the many that should 
be taken into consideration, and well weighed by those 
.who may fix on a suitabie place for the location. of the insti- 
tution. There is no place near the centre of the state, - 
with the exception of the seat of Government, that possesses 
the mail facilities of Louisville. As it respects navigation, 
ho part of the state has much, if any, advantage over this, 
if the centrality of the place is taken into conside. ation, as 

.lhave no doubt but it will. It is true that it is not as near 
the centre as some other places that have been spoken of, 
but they are deficient in the important requisites that this 
place possesses. 

Taking every thing into consideration, I hunibly believe, 
laying all partiality aside, that Louisville is decidedly more 
preferable and presents more advantages for the location 
of the state university, than any portion of the state that 
lies any ways near its centre. 7 

I feel a deep and anxious solicitude for the promotion of 
education in our state, and believe it to be our indispensable 
duty to do all in our power towards the. education of the 
youth of our country, and that we should place our literary 

institutions upon such a footing that the poor, as well as the 
rich, may have it in their power to educate their children. 
I do hope that the Legislature will pursue such a course 
during its present session, in reference to this subject as will 
enable all our citizens to educate their children. 

. I feel well assured that nothmg will be wanting upon 
your part, to urge the importance of this matter upon the 
minds of the Legislature, and leave no effort untried to ae- 
complish this desirable object.

Statement in relation to Oakland College. 


OAKLAND oLLEGE, Dec. 31, 1939. 


To His Excellency, A. G. MeNutt, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: ` 
.. Dear Sir:—Your circular of the 16th instant, was receiv- 
ed this morning: I hasten to answer it. The points to 
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which you direct my attention shall be answered in the 
order in which they are stated. 1, 2 and.3 are answered. 
by the constitution, &c., and catalogue herewith sent. 

4. It is impossible for me, without consulting the treasu- 
rer, to give an accurate schedule of our property. We 
have 250 acres of land, and subscriptions to above $100,000, 
near one-half of which is due in the form of a pérmanent 
fund. Our buildings are, a presidents house, a professor's: 
house, a steward's house, and fifteen cottages for lodging ` 
students, crleulated to contain from six to eight students. 
each, "The first story of a main building, 100 feet by 65 
feet, is now raised, and the house shall be finished three 
stories high, so soon as funds will warrant it.*. 

5. No attempts have been made to procure a library. 
About 1000 volumes have been contributed, and about 
. $1,500 for philosophical apparatus. About 3000 volumes 
belong to the literary societies belonging to the college. 

6. The names of the founders of the college are too nu- 
merous to be all given in a letter of this kind. They are 
from one dollar to twenty thousand dollars. Nothing has 
been received from the State, or any public fund. Besides 
the board of trustees, (who were the principal original con- ` 
tributors, several of whom have given $5,000 and upwards,)- 
I will mention a few others, who have given $5,000 or up- 
wards, viz: Alvaron Fisk, Dr. Stephen Duncan, Dr. Joh 
Her, Dr. Metcalf, Mr. John Routh, Mr. Thomas Hender- 
son, Mr. Alex. Henderson, Mr. Francis Surget, Mr. Alex- 
ander Ross, Mrs. Priscila McGill, and a few others. 
Those who have given smaller sums, have, generally, been 
not less liberal in proportion to their meaas. E 

7. The expenses of a student are contained in the cata- 
logue sent. i o 

8. lhe health of the college has been good ever since its 
establishment, and during the last three years, almost un 
paralleled in the United States, `" No Doctor's bill for a 
pape of near two hundred. 

. The’ number of graduates is twenty. The highest 
number in one year is’fiye. "The college was founded in 
1830. It commenced as a mere grammar school, with 
three pupils, and we have (for want of academies) been 
obliged to prepare our pupils for the eollege classes. 

The college consists of an. English school, a classical 
School, and eollege proper. In the college we have a theo- 
logical professorship, which is intended to lay the founda- 
tion of a theological seminary. Six young men hàve been 


* The land was given by Mr. Robert Cochran—now deceased. 
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licensed to preach the gospel in the Baptist and Presbyte- 
rian churches. Young men are now here preparing for the 
Baptist, Methodist and Presbyteriam churches. The great 
mass, however, are preparing for planters, physicians and 
lawyers. Ever since our commencement in 1830, we have 
sustained, entire, from two to twelve indigent young men 
annually, for the various departments of professional life. 

On the “final disposition of the seminary fund,” Y am not 
fully prepared to give my views. My attention has not 
been turned to it. Upon two points connected with it, 
however, my opinion is made up, at least om general prin- 
eiples. 1. The establishment of a State university is un- 
wise, and 2. No funds need be given to primary schools. 
A State university never has been, or ever can be, in this 
free country, a real blessing to the community at large. It 
can never answer the object of its institution. ‘It must be- 
come an aristocracy, or appropriate the funds of the public 
to the education of the rich. On this subject, facts for more 
than one hundred years sustain my remark. And, besides, 
we have a State college with more funds than can be profit- 
ably employed.

Statement in relation to the Female Collegiate In- 
stitute at Holly Springs. 
Horry Sprines, Marshall s 


December 31st, 1839. 

To the Hon. A. G. M Nutt, 8 

Drar Srr:—In answer to your “Circular,” dated Dec. 
16th, I would beg leave to reply: That it gives me much 
pleasure to learn that the great cause of education is occu- 
pying the mind of our Chief Magistrate, and will be by him 
duly recommended to the attention and action of our legis- 
lature. The vast importance of general education to the 
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welfare and happiness of our citizens, is, no doubt, duly ap- 
preciated. But that we, as a State, and a portion of our 
happy Union, may enjoy all the advantages of education, 
and avoid the evils of its neglect, we must act. I repeat it, 
sir, we must act wisely, and without delay. The fund is not 
safe until it! is appropriated to the object or objects for 
which it was designed. The increase of our population is 
in a ratio far exceeding the number of our schools and col- 
leges; why then should the means, possessed in abundance 
for the purposes of education, remain unappropriated? The 
time, I believe, has come when this great work must be ac- 
complished, and happy will he be who steps forward to its 
accomplishment. He will have embalmed, by his deeds, a 
perennial existence in the hearts of the people. . 

Whatever disposition may be made of our seminary fund, 
itis not, I trust, the intention of the executive or legislature 
to confer its favors exclusively on our male population. 
This would be obviously unjust and unwise. ‘The educa- 
tion of the females of our State is noless important than 
that of the males. The signs of the times are misunder- 
stood by me, if an ricreased attention to female education 
is not one of the favorable characteristics of the age. It 
will ever become, I trust, a characteristic of Mississippi. 
Institutions of learning, whether male or female, should be 
supported, I think, by the combined effort of the people ana 
the patronage of the State. 

We have a Female Collegiate Institute at Holly Springs 
that received its charter from the last legislature. It has 
obtained to its present state, by the contributions of indi- 
viduals, and a donation from the county. The lot covers an 
area of four acres, within the limits of the corporation. The 
edifice is of brick, three stories, spacious, containing 14 
rooms, and on a plan designed for a female imstitution of 
high order, The lot, edifice and outbuildings, when com- 
pleted, will have cost 14,000 dollars. "The buildings have 
been in progress the present year, and are now nearly fin- 
ished. "They will be occupied on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1840. The trustees have funds toliquidate their debts 
for lot and buildings, but they can go no further. They 
are fully aware that many things remain to be done, but 
they know not how they are to effect them. "They have 
no library, no philosophical or chemical apparatus, no cabi- 
nets or musical instruments. Eastern institutions have im- 
mensely the advantage of us in tbe South in this respect. 
Could the trustees obtain a donation from the State of 10 or 
15 thousand dollars, these desiderata would be supplied; 
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and our institution in all respects would bear an henorable 
comparison with any similar institution in our country: cezan- 
not this be done? We shall! hope for the best, and not let 
our hearts be discouraged in the good cause of education, if 
we can only have the means to work with. In our insti- 
tution there is a primary department, and a collegiate 
course; the primary is preparatory to the collegiate course, 
which einbraces at least three years study. | There will be 
employed in our institution, the coming session, five or more 
teachers and a steward. No salaries are paid by the trus- 
tees to the president or any of the teachers, they are all 
dependent on the avails of tuition. Terms of tuition, 3, 4 
or 5 dollars per month, according to the studies pursued— 
music on the piano, $5 per month; painting, drawing, shell 
work, embroidery, &c. from 2 to 4 dollars per month; 
French, Italian, or Spanish, $4 per month.) Board, inclu- 
ding room-rent, washing, fuel, lights, &c. $15 per month.— 
The necessary annual expenses per pupil, jin the highest 
class, $200. As to the health of Holly Springs, I can say, 
that I have resided here for two years past, and have enjoy- 
ed uninterrupted health; and out of the average number of 
250 pupils in this place, only one instance of mortality has 
occurred. -lconsider our town as a placé of undoubted 
health.

The pamphlet referred to, prepared under the resolution 
of the boani introduced by yourself, will be forwarded in 
about a week. i 

The publicaticn of this pamphlet has been delayed by a 
series of unfortunate events. The greater portion of the 
work after being printed, was destroyed by the fire which 
occurred in the city of Natchez, about thè commencement 
of the late epidemic. One of the printers subsequently 
died with the yellow fever, and his partner bas just recover- 
ed from the effects of a severe attack of the same disease. 
He is now giving his diligent attention to the completion 
of the work. 

The College continues to gain popularity. The number 
of students is sixty-nine, and a considerable increase is ex- 
pected after 1st January.

member of the Legislature with a statement of the origin, 
progress, and present prospects of Jefferson College, to- 
gether with the regulations for its government and the course 
of studies prescribed, the Trustees cannot but avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of congratulating| every friend of 
home instruction, on the cheering prospects presented to the 
State, in the resuscitation of an institution| almost coeval 
with our title to the domain. | 

The paramount importance of education, to every citizen 
of a republic, is so universally conceded, that a formal argu- 
ment to sustain the |proposition would be an impeachment 
of the intelligence of the Representative to|whom it should 
be addressed. ‘This, then, being granted, the next position 
is scarcely less evident; That, other things being equal, 
home education is entitled to the preference. 

Jefferson College, after struggling for years with difficul- 
ties, exp.ained in the) Historical Memoir, has, to a great de- 
g-ee, surmounted them; and witk the continuance of that 
enlightened encouragement, hitherto conceded by the State, 
may, at no distant day, afford means of instruction of the 
very highest order. | 

As a bounteous Creator has lavished the |blessings of air 
and water, without that condition upon which we eat bread, 
“the swea‘ of the brow,” so the guardians of free institutions 
should imitate this beneficence ix diffusing usetul know- 
ledge; for as the former are indispensable to life, so is the 
latter to rational liberty; without which we hold life but as 
a burden. 

The Legislature has now the controlling power in the 
institution: the Trustees are appointed by its authority, and 
the Governor, is ez officio President of the Board. To this 
high authority, then, the 'Trustees would prove themselves 
recreant, were they to omit any efforts calculated to sustain 
a foundation of literature, probably destined to influence 
the character of (he State for ages. By the munificence 
of Congress and of the Legislature, the | institution has 
emerged from embarrassments otherwise hopeless; and a 
solid ground-work is established, upon which the represen- 
tatives of the people may erect a noble superstructure. - 

The Trustees have brought to their aid talents of an ele- 
vated order; and dee necessity of depending on 


| 
tuition fees for the ¢ompensation of professors has been 
averted. But much remains to be done. Northern insti- 
. tutions are fortified by all the resources of public and private 
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liberality; and the results are manifest in the moral and in- 
tellectual character of the people and the elevated standard 
of their social relations. Their extensive accommodations, 
their valuable libraries, their philosophical apparatus, their 
cabinets of natural history, and indeed all the appliances so 
essential to practical knowledge, hold out great, induce- 
ments to parents. ‘This is natural; and to effect a revolu- 
tion which, from peculiar circumstances, not now necessary 
to detail, we deem of vital interest, it becomes us to. offer 
at least equal advantages. Are we not able to do so? In 
soliciting, sir, your grave consideration cf this: subject, the 
Trustees can have no motive, other than the common good. 
The are anxious that Mississippi, with agricultural re- 
sources of unsurpassed extent, should not be found last in 
the eventful struggle for intellectual attainment, now mani- 
fest in every State of our Confederacy. . 

It has been said, that he who makes a blade of grass to 
spring where none grew before, is a public benefactor. How 
much more justly does the eulogium belong to the repre- 
sentative.of a free people who sustains the cause of useful 
knowledge; by which the waste of the human mind is re- 
claimed, and the seeds of wisdom and virtue implanted to 
flourish now and forever! 

In this spirit, then. with no selfish views, nor hope of re- 
ward, save that of an approving conscience, the "Trustees 
may surely claim the merit of sincerity. "They feel there- 
fore no reserve in commending the institution to your spe- 
cial favor. They are persuaded that by the encourage- 
ment of useful knowledge, an American law-giver confers 
the most.substantial benefit on his constituents. Knowl- 
edge is power, says the proverb; and the’ very first princi- 
ple e our compact is, that power should abide with the 
people. | 
_ Freedom is incompatible with ignorance. The body may 
indeed be without fetters, but mind, the essential man, un- 
instructed, struggles with shackles-more inflexible than 
iron, and the soul gropes in a dungeon darker and deeper 
than feudal tyrant ever devised. 

In reverting to the subject of immediate enquiry, if it be 
asked, “what more can the Legislature do?” Jn reply, it 
may be stated that there are many objects of moment to 
the institution, unattainable by its means, without violating 
a revenue which ought to be preserved as the means of a 
certain and liberal compensation to professors. An appro- 
priation to the Library—the foundation of a Cabinet of 
Natural History, under an expert manipulator—the acqui- 
sition of philosophical apparatus—the collection and ar- 
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rangement of State antiquities, simple and unappreciated by 
us, though of inestimable interest to future generations, are 
- ali worthy of regard, and most of them essential to the en- 
tire appointment of dn institution now identified with the 
reputation of the State, and the criterion of the estimate 
attached by her to the cause of science. Additions to the 
College edifice are much wanted, for the use of both stu- 
dents and professors. | A Professorship of Geology connect- 
ed with the college, and permanently endowed, would de- 
velope the resources of Mississippi. Treasures of Coal, 
Stone, Lead and Iron, more precious than gold or silver, 
undiscovered for ages, might be developed, to stimulate, the 
enterprise of her citizens and increase her resources. 

The question ought not to be, with how little a literary 
institution may linger, but what comports with the reputa- 
tion and the means of a people upor whom the Creator has 
bestowed so many of His choicest gifts. 

You will perceive àt once, that the facilities enumerated 
are unattainable by the college, without intrinsic aid. They 
can only be otherwise acquired by the vigilant economy of 
many years. 

The debts of the institution, it may also be stated, are 
not inconsiderable, and their liquidation, subtracting from 
the available means, must limit the sphere of her useful- 
ness. ' 

The appropriation of a liberal sum annually from the re- 
venues of the State, would, in a few years, place the insti- 
tution in the most prosperous circumstances, and interfere 
in no perceptible manner with her current disbursements. 
In these remarks, the trustees disclaim any desire of dictat- 
ing measures to the Legislature; as a body, or to yourself 
as a member of it. They address you as fellow citizens, 
having the same interest in all that contributes to the gene- 
ral prosperity, and offer these suggestions as an earnest of 
the sincere desire they entertain to fulfil the momentous 
duties with which they have been charged by the highest 
authorities known to our institutions. 

They therefore confidently commit the whole subject to 
the assembled wisdom of the Commonwealth, most earnestly 
soliciting your personal influence in a cause undeniably 
identified with her highest interests.

To his Excellency, Å. G. McNutt: . 

Smr:—I received a circular under your signature, a few 
davs since, asking for information concerning the Academy. 
] am sorry to inform you, that we have no president of this 
institution. This institution was incorporated at the ses- 
sion of 1839, and the Ser have not complied with 
the act of incorporation; in consequence of which, you will 
rightly suppose that there are no by-laws. The property 
possessed by the stockholders, consists of one block in the 
town quarter, upon which there is erected a good building, ` 
of two stories, spacious and commodious. For the building 
of which house, the building committee, to wit: Benjamin 
C. Oppets, Lewis Stovall, Wm. Fox, Joseph Doughs, and 
Matthew Talbot, are indebted to the amount of about one 
thousand dollars. They, I suppose, would be considered 
the founders of the institution. The expense of a student 
per annum, would be about one hundred and eighty dollars, 
if grown; less if not an adult. 

Health in this vicinity, is inferior to no other vicinity in 
the State. "There has been no student, of course, under 
existing circumstances, far advanced. As to my views 
concerning the State Seminary, I have just read that part 
of your message which touches upon that subject, and with 
your views | concur. | 

It would be of considerable relief, if the Legislature when 
dividing or disposing of the semina:y fund, would dispose 
enough to the d.sposal of the committee above stated, as 
would relieve them in the payment of the cost of the build- 
ing. {intend to address a letter to our Representatives up- 
on this subject.

Statement in relation to the Monticello Academy. 
To his Excellency, A. G. McNutt: 


Sir:—In compliance with your request, we, the under- 
signed, take pleasure in forwarding to you, as full replies to 
the queries propounded in your circular of the 16th Decem- 
ber, 1839, as lies within our power; notwithstanding our 
inability at present, from the near approach of the session 
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of the Legislature, to do the matter as much justice as its 
importance demands. 

You express an anxiety to have our *views relative to 
the establishment of our State Seminary," as well as the 
adoption of a system in regard to coll. ges and free schools. 
We feel deeply impressed with the permanent utility of 
such a system to our welfare and prosperity as a State; 
yet, at the same time, we are constrained to deem the small 
amount of information which we might or might not afford, 
as of little consequence, when brought in comparison with 
the able exposition which a subject of such magnitude will 
elicit in our State Legislature. We have therefore consi- 
dered it prudent to remain silent upon this question. , 

In answer then, to your first query, we have to observe 
that “the institution over which we preside," was incorpor- 
ated under the title of the * Monticello Academy," the 4th 
of February, 1836. For charter, see acts of the Legisla- 
ture for 1836, page 385; for amendments to said charter, 
see acts of 1839, page 39. In your second query, you re- 
quire a copy of our by-laws, which are as follows: 

BY-LAWS. 

We, the trustees of the Monticello Academy, for the 
purpose of promoting the prosperity of the institution, and 
in order to preserve good order and morality among the 
students of the same, have adopted the following rules and 
regulations, to wit: 

ARTICLE 1. 

Sec. 1. The scholastic year shall embrace eleven months, 
commencing on the ist Monday of January of each year, 
and shall be divided into sessions of five and a half months 
each, allowing one month for vacations. 

Sec. 2. The school shall continue five days in each 
week, and each day shall average seven hours throughout 
the year. 
ARTICLE 2. 


Sec. 1. The academy shall be divided into two distinct 
departments, one of which shall be occupied by male stu- 
dents under the control uf the male teachers; the other shail 
be devoted exclusively to females under the supervision of 
à preceptress. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the teachers of both de- 
partments to prevent their students from wantonly injur- 
mg, marking orin any manner defacing the furniture or 
walls of the building. 

Sec. 3. The fourth Fridays of alternate months shall be 
devoted by the board of trustees, to the examination of the 
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students, commencing with the male department; and. at 
the close of each session there shall be a public examina- 
tion, at which time, the attendance of parents and guardians 
will be expected. g 


ARTICLE 4. 


Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the teachers and trustees 
to foster and promote good morals among the students; to 
repress and discountenance all profane. and obscene lan- 
guages to prevent their keeping improper company, and in 
short, to exercise a parental watchfuiness over tle whole 
tenor of their conduct, while under the control of the insti- 
tution. 

Sec. 2. No student shall be suspended or expelled with- 
out first having a formal hearing before ‘the board of 
trustees. 

ARTICLE 5. 


To enforce a due observance of the above rules, and also 
all others which may be found necessary.and expedient for 
maintaining good order and disciplite in the internal gov- 
ernment of the institution, we, the trustees, recommend to 
the teachers the milder modes of reproof and admonition, 
and disappreve the tce frequent resort to corporeal punish- 
ment; which we think should be inflicted only when every 
other method has proved unavailing. 

ARTICLE 6. 

No article of these by-laws shall be altered or repealed, 
unless with the concurrence of two-thirds of the trustees.

fessor in it of the same denomination. Yet, a want of reli- 
-gious profession, provided there be good scholarship and 
good morals, is no barrier to a place as a professor. Our 
by-laws forbid professors to employ any influence, what- 
ever, directly or indirectly, to proselyte students to one 
denomination more than to another. 

3. The names.of the trustees, according to my recollec- 
tion, are Wm. J. Austin, J. W. P. McGimsey, James Wyly, 
Wm. Joiner, E. F. Divine, Kinsman Divine, Asa Cole- 
man, James Richards, Mr. Duncan, John Read, and Mr. 
Douglass. Fifteen being the number allowed by the char- 
ter: there are at present several vacancies m the board. 

The teachers are, Alexander Campbell, president; sala- 
ry, $2,500; Richard Beard, professor of ancient languages; 
salary, $2,000; Mr. Willeford, professor of mathematics, 
[elect,] salary, . - ; J. S. Little, Esq., teacher in 
preparatory department; salary, $1000. 

4. Property—two lots; one on which the college building 
stands, and another on which the female seminary is erect- 
ed. Some monies, (the amount not recollected,} due for the 
-sale of town lots. About $20,000 on subscriptions. 

5. As yet, we have no library—only a subscription of 
some five or six hundred dollars to commence on. 

6, The names of the founders of the institution, as nearly 
as I can ascertain, are D. W. Minter, deceased, J. WR 
McGimsey, E. F. Divine, Kinsman Divine, Wm. Joiner, 
, and James M. Baker, with perhaps others. 

7. The expense of boarding is from $120 to $150 per 
annum. The price of tuition in the preparatory schoel'is 
$30 per annum; in the classical and college department 
$40; making in all from 150 to 160 dollars per annum. 

8. The health of the professors and pupils was, through- 
out the past, as through precedmg summers, good. 

9. As our institution commenced asan organized college, 
only in October 1838, we have at present only two classes 
in the college department—a freshman and a sophomore, 
We have, as yet, no graduates. Our number of students, 
including the preparatory department was, at the end of the 
last college year, one hundred. The prospect is fair for a 
larger number at the end of this. 

In regard to the State University, I would say, that no 

uropean institution can safely be taken as a model, while 
useful hints. may be drawn from many of them. A British 
university composed of a congregation of colleges, would 
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not, in my opinion, be suited to our wants; nor yet a Ger- |." 


man university, adapted-only to the-instruction of those 
who are already equal. to college. graduates, in philosophy 
and professional science. Än institution suited to take stu- 
dents through all the studies of a liberal college coürse, and 
then to instruct them in philosophy, law and. medicine, is 
the one adapted to our latitude.. - S ) 

In the establishment and continuance of this university, I 
would advise, that nothing.more than the interest of the 
fund .be expended, and that the principal: remain forever 
undiminished: = =: 

Let a portion of the yearly income of the fund be appro- 
priated to building ; another to the commencement of a li- 
brary, and a third. to` purchase chemical and philosophical 
apparatus for the first year. After that, let the annual ap- 
propriation for these objects be.diminished, so as to afford 
an appropriation to the endowment of the professorships 
necessary to commence the instruction of pupils in the stu- 
dies of college classes. Let a liberal plan of buildings bé 
devised; so however as to require only a part, perhaps only 
a small part, to be completed at the commencement; yet, 
so that by an annual appropriation, buildings as extensive 
and as superb, as either the wants or the ambition of the 
State may demand, may, in the course of time, be erected. 


In the same manner, a yearly appropriation for purchasing | 


books and apparatus, if continued will, in a series of years, 
sufficiently long, make them equal those of the best German 
universities. After buildings sufficient for present necessi- 
. ties shall have been completed, and:a good apparatus pro- 
cured, and a good foundation for a library laid, then the an- 
nual allowance of money for these purposes can be some- 
what diminished, and the professorships of philosophy, law 
and medicine, together with those of modern languages, be 
endowed; and thus by degrees, every department of a com- 
plete university, be brought into successful operation. 
Without some management of this kind, the university 
fund is wholly.inadequate to establish and perpetuate a 


Seminary worthy of the State of Mississippi. As in me- : 


chanics, what we want in power, we must take in time.— 
By taking time, with wise management, we have the power 


of obtaining: ultimately, a university oi the highest order, ` 


But time and good management are indispensable to avoid 
a failure. The great mistake of American colleges is, two 
great expedition at the- commencement, in erecting build- 
ings, (just asif bricks and mortar constitute a college,) and 
thus reducing their funds ‘so as to’ be unable either to pay 
professors or collect libraries. | 
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I would respectfully suggest, that there would be great 
propriety in basing the university on scme college already 
m operation. This is the plan, as your Excellency is 
aware, pursued by the State of Virginia, in loeating her 
great university, and has been attended with no other but 
good consequences. | 

This ought certainly to be done; if otherwise, the college 
and the university would be located in the same neighbor- 
hood, provided the prospeet of health and other advantages 
would be the same; because, if such college, being in suc- 
cessful operation, be made the university, the university 
will be in successful operation at once.

The 
remaining third, ($1,463 56,) was at the same time appro- 
priated to the erection of a bridge over the Buffalo river, 
and the improvement of the road through the swamp of 
said river. No part of the fund has ever been expended for 
these purposes. By the fourth section of the charter of the 
Homochitto ‘Turnpike and Bridge Company, (passed 1838,) 
it was made the duty of the President of the Board of Po- 
lice of Wilkinson county to subscribe to the capital stock 
of said company, that part of the Three Per Cent. Fund ap- 
propriated to the improvement of the Homochitto swamp 
road, amounting, as before stated, to $2,927 12. This was 
accordingly done, and scrip issued to General C. Brandon, 
and his successors, on the 14th of September, 1838, for fifty- 
nine shares, at fifty dollars per share; consequently, exceed- 
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ing the amount $22 88. This sum was advanced by Mr. 
Cooper, one of the members of the Board of Police, at that 
time. No dividends have yet occurred in this stock, the 
work being still unfinished. That part of the fund appro- 
priated to. the Buffalo, remained in the county treasury, un- 
expended, till the 18th of April, 1839, when it was loaned, 
by the Board of Police, to the Homochitto Turnpike and 
Bridge Company, at 8 per cent. interest, to be returned 
wheri called for. Out of the interest of this loan, (being a 
fund unauthorized by law, and therefore not appropriated,) 
I purpose to reimburse Mr. Cooper the $22 88 advanced.

ous to that time, I know nothing of, and am not prepared to 
state. z 

Agreeable to the county treasurer’s report, the notes, in- 
cluding interest, from the time placed in his hands, to the 
lst of January, 1840, amounted ito $4,538 75, with the 
deduction of $614 for two bridges, and his commissions, 
$193 47; leaving a balance against the county of $3,731 28. 

There will be something like the sum of $1,200 lost en- . 
tirely, being loaned out by the Police to men that have be- 
come insolvent, and run away.- The balance is in suit, and 
probably will be made by spring court, when we expect to 
dispose of it as waS intended. I wished to be as plain as:

1t 
is due the Board acting since the fall of 1837, to say, that 
every exertion has been made to secure the debts due the 
county, and tliat all the losses sustained is owing'to the im- 
pe disposition made of the money by Mr. Leach.

The Speaker presented to the House the following mes- 
sage from his excellency, A. G. McNutt, to wit: 


To the House of Representatives: 


In pursuance of several resolutions of the House, I have 
the honor to transmit sundry documents in relation to the 
Three per cent. and Seminary Funds. 

From a statement made by the Treasurer of the United 
States to the joint committee of the Legislature, appointed 
to examine into the situation of the State funds in the year 
1838, it appears that the sum of four hundred and eleven 
theusand seven hundred and seventy-eight dollars and two 
cents, has been paid over to this State on account of the : 
three per cent. fund. "The Auditor reports that he has not 
received any money on account of that fund, since that. 

eriod. | 
i The detailed Statement of the Auditor sets forth the 
monies received from that fund, and the purposes to which 
it has been applied, and when paid out of the Treasury. 
There appears to be a balance of ninety-two thousand 
seven hundred and ninety dollars and sixty-one cents of the 
fund unexpended. The counties of Clarke, Jasper, Leake. 
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Lafayette, Newton, Pontotoc, Rankin, Scott, Warren: and 
Wilkinson, have not drawn their full quota under-the act of 
1836; ahd it seems that Jefferson county has. received no- : 
thing under that act. John H. Mallory, the late Auditor, 

embezzled a large amount of the find. The documents 
showing the precise sums, are in the hands of the District 
Attorney, charged with the prosecution of the suits, to rẹ- 
cover the amount of his defalcations. There is a balance 
of three thousand nine hundred and fifty-eight dollars and 
thirty cents in the Planters" Bank, to the credit of that fund. 
A late act of the Legislature requires the Auditor to pay 
the three per cent. fund into the State Treasury; and a 
» portion has been applied to the ordinary charges of the 
Treasury Department. The fund should be kept separate, 
and applied alone to the construction of roads and canals 
in this State. 

In pursuance of the provisions of an act of the Legisla- 
ture, John H. Mallory, late Auditor, sold four hundred and 
twenty-seven shares of stock in the Planters’ Bank, being 
the whole amount to the credit of the three per cent. fund, 
at an advance of twenty per cent. I sent in with my spe- 
cial message on the 30th ultimo, reports from the presidents 
of the boards of police in twenty-two counties of this 
State, showing the several amounts of the three per.cént. 
fund received in those counties, and the disposition made of 
the same. The presidents of the boards in the other thirty- 
four counties have failed to make.the returns to the Auditor 
required by law, and the District Áttorneys will be directed 
in all cases to institute suits for the recovery of the penal- 
ties imposed by the statute. 

There are no documents in possession of any of the De- 
partments at this place, showing the * amount of the three 
per cent. fund received by the State from the sales of land 
in the district of country purchased of the Choctaw Indians 
in the year 1830.” Portions of the territory previously 
purchased of the Choctaw Indians, were-attached to each 
of the land offices at Jackson, Augusta, Columbus and Choc- 
chuma. The three first instalments of the surplus revenue, 
were received by the late Treasurer, C. C. Mayson, in three 
Treasury drafts for the sum of $127,445 10 each, in the 
year 1837; one of those drafts was.on the Planters’ Bank, 
at Natchez, and the amount was left there on deposite to the 
credit of the State Treasurer, and was used in payment of 
the charges on. the Treasurv. Most of it was drawn in the 
fall of 1838 and the winter of 1839, and received in paper 
of the Planters’ Bank, and the currency of other banks 
equivalent thereto. The said Treasurer received payment 
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of the other two drafts of the Agricultural Bank, in the 
paper of that bank and several other banks about equal in 
value thereto, Twenty-four hundred dollars only was re- 
ceived in notes of the Brahdon Bank. The Treasurer was 
unauthorized by law to receive any thing but gold or silver 
in payment of those drafts, and if they had been protested 
for non-payment, could readily have been sold at an ad- 
vance of twenty per cent. for the currency he received. 
The funds received of the Agricultural Bank were placed 
in the branch of the Planters’ Bank at this ‘place, to the 
credit of the State 'Treasurer, and used in payment of the 
ordinary charges upon the Treasury. Most of the fund 
was paid out to the public creditors in Brandon money, at 
times when it was much more depreciated than the paper 
of the Agricultural and Planters’ Banks. The late Treasurer 
Silas Brown, in my absence and without my knowledge or 
consent, drew out of the Planters’ Bank at this place, the 
residue of the money to his credit as State Treasurer, and 
received payment thereof in Brandon money, and took 
certificates of deposite for the same, of the Mississippi and 
Alabama Rail Road Company. Judgment has been ob- 
tained against the bank for the dmount thus deposited, as 
well as for the residue received by the Treasurer of the tax 
collectors. 

On the 31st of January, 1839, I sent a special message 
to the House of Representatives, (see Journal of the House 
1839, page 116) with sundry documents explaining the 
whole transactions of the late Treasurer, C..C. Mayson, 
with those banks. A printed copy of said message, with 
the accompanying documents, is herewith transmitted. The 
committee to whom it was referred, I have been informed, 
did not investigate the subject, and made no report. Jus- 
tice to all the parties implicated requires that the whole 
affair should be rigidly investigated, and if it shall be found 
that there has been a conspiracy to defraud the state in the 
disbursement of the surplus revenue, or in its receipt, the 
guilty should be punished. The Legislature alone has the. 
power, by sending for persons and papers, to place the 
whole transaction in its true light, 

I have been unable to find any documents in any of the 
departments showing the amount of the two per cent. fund 
accrued to the state under the compact. Congress alone 
has the right of appropriating it to roads leading to and from 
the state. Something was appropriated to that purpose 
many years since, and Mr. Walker has introduced a bill 
into the Senate. of the United States providing for the dis- 
position of the remainder. I sent into the Senate and House 
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of Representatives'an account current of the Seminary land 
fund with the Planters’. Bank, which .shows the amount.of 
accumulation by bank dividends and interest; also a list of 
notes on deposite in the Planters’s Bank belonging Zo the 
Seminary land fund.. "The late Auditor, John H. Mallory; 
also embezzled a portion of that fund, and suit is pending 
for its recovery. . 32 m i

1. “Resolved, That a committee be appointed to furnish 
the honorable, the Legislature of this State, with a state- 
ment of facts in relation to such subjects as have been 
brought before that honorable body, and such other infor- 
mation concerning the affairs of the Bank, as they may 
deem proper and necessary." , 

2. * Resolved, That the president of the branch at Pon- 
totoc be directed to furnish the Legislature with a state- 
ment of the facts, in relation to such subjects as have been 
alluded to in the late message of the Governor, and by the 
Bank Commissioner, concerning the transactions of that 
Bank, and to state how far those transactions were author- 
ized and sanctioned, if at all, by the directors of this bank.” 

The undersigned, directors, were appointed a committee 
under the first of the above resolutions, and now beg leave 
most respectfully to submit the following statements for the 
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Information of your henorable-bod y; and they declare in.the 
first place, that no obstacle whatever was. thrown in- the 
way of the examination by the late commissioner, Mr, Ha- 
gan, but that every information, was. readily; and: promptly: 
furnished him. which be required, excepting such as they had 
not the means of giving, and such as they believed clearly 
excepted by the eleventh article.of the act of incorporation,

In relation to the agen 
proper to state, that he is not “an intermediate agenf.be- 
tween the Bank and a commission. house .in New Orleans,” 
but the agent of the bondsmen of the bank, holding a power 
of attorney from them authorizing him to receive from the 
bank any amount of funds and, securities which the, dizec- 
tors: might deem it proper. to place in their. hands to, secure 
them against loss, and for the payment of the-debt due the 
United States.

But, to remove all shadow of suspicion -that the corres- 
pondence of Dr. Duncan was “removed” by him, the follow- 
ing letter is referred to. It will establish the fact, that his 
correspondence was returned to him almost daily, commen- 
cing long before it was known that a commissioner was or 
would be appointed by the Executive; and consequently, 
the impression sought to be made by the Governor’s mes- 
sage, that the correspondence was “removed” while the com- 
missioner was tracing the post note transaction, is wholly 
gratuitous. 

To W. J. Minor, Esq., President: 

Sir—I withdrew, some days since, all limits on Mr. 
Burk’s negotiations. The whole matter is now at his dis- 
cretion. 

As I do not desire to be encumbered with unnecessary 
expense, you will oblige me by directing the letters ad- 
dressed to me as agent, and which are sent to you for peru- 
sal, returned to my office and not to the post office, where 
I incur the risk of paying postage twice on the same letters.

The application made by the commissioner, for a state-

I do not know that any officer or director of this bank 
has ever been a partner, or in any way concerned, in “the 
Mississippi Land Company ;? nor do I know of the existence 
of such a company, except by rumor. 

I recollect that the bank paid gold to Mr. Reading, ata 
. smal! premium, but whether on his own account or as agent 
I do not know. The alternative was offered him of silver 
at par or gold at a premium, upon a check payable in spe- 
cie. As we were in receipt of specie from other sources at 
that time, I cannot say that the money paid to him was, or 
was not, received from the United States. "The bank has 
never discounted a bill for the Mississippi Land Company, 
or one in which, so far as 1 am informed, either that or any 
similar company was in any manner interested,

The bank has never asked a premium for specie, in the 
payment of any of its obligations, but in a few instances, 
received the current rate of premium for gold in exchange 
for silver, and for the payment of checks in gold, when sii- 
ver was offered at par. The whole amount received for 
premium on gold, while it wasa deposite bank of the United 
States, is $788 33. i 

The largest dividend ever made by the bank was twelve 
per cent on the amount of the capital stock; five per cent - 
of which was the dividend for the half year ending first Jan- 
uary, 1837, and the remaining seven per cent. paid out of 
the surplus profits, which had been accumulating since the 
organization of the bank. The average dividends of the 
bank since 1833, the year of its incorporation is 9 5-8-per 
cent per annum only. 

So far from the institution having “réceived great benefits 
from the use of the Government deposites,” they have proved 
injurious to its interests from the beginning. In consequence 
of the passage of the distribution law by Congress, and the 
increasing demands of the Treasury Department, it became 
necessary to be prepared to pay Government drafts mm al 
sections of the country upon short notice. The funds to be 
used for this purpose, were received at Pontotoc in gold, 
, silver and notes‘ of banks in this and other States. The 
specie could not be transported to the different points where 
funds were needed by Government, without great delay ` 
and expense, and the paper money of other banks, in 
which a large amount of the deposites was received, would 
not have answered the purposes of Government if it had 
been so transported. It was therefore deemed necessary . 
and proper to invest the funds in mercantile bills on the 
Northern cities and New Orleans, ‘and in bank checks on 
those places, to mature at short periods, which it was then 
believed would enable the bank to meet the drafts of the 
Treasury promptly, and at any place that might be‘designa- 
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ted by the Secretary. But the crisis of 1837, the near 
approach of which was anticipated by very few persons, 
produced the dishonor of nearly the whole amount of these 
bills and checks; which coming back protested could only 
be settled by incorporating them into the permanent line of 
discounts of the bank, which swelled the line of. discounts 
nearly two millions of dollars. But for this untoward cir- 
cumstance, the bank would not have been indebted to the 
Government after the spring of 1837, nor owed at this mo- 
ment a dollar of foreign debt. A large portion of these 
funds is now due the bank by the planters of this State, 
who have in nearly every case given ample security for its 
payments, but it can only be paid in small annual instat- 
ments, without ruin to the debtors, and the bank has here- 
tofore assented to receive the payment in this way, rather 
than resort to coercive measures. 

Notwithstanding the unfortunate character of this debt, 
the directors consider it as justly due the Government, 
and feel themselves called upon to make large sacrifices 
- for its payment; and they are confident this can be done 
without materially impairing the ability of the bank to meet 
its other engagements. It is only necessary that the stock- 
holders should forego their usual dividends; and the debt- 
ors of the institution should be willing to make some sac- 
. rifices, as well as the bank, to meet their honest engage- 

ments. 

It may not be inappropriate for the committee to state, 
that so far as they have been able to ascertain, only one 
individual who has ever served as a director or officer of 
this bank, has been interested in a “ land company,” and he 
has not been a member of the board since 1837, when it was 
not known to the directory that he was so interested, nor 
have they any other evidence of it now, than what is afforded 
by common report. Although the officers of the bank de- 
clined furnishing the commissioner with a list of bills recei- 
vable and securities, they laid them all before him, one by 
one, and he examined them with careful attention, which 
is admitted in his report to the Executive. when he refers 
to the circumstance of findmg many of the same names 
largely indebted in other banks, which he had previously, 
examined. 

The committee beg leave to assure the honorable the 
Legislature of the State, that in all the examinations made 
of this bank, it has been the design of the directory to af- 
ford every information in its power, which was not preclu- 
ded by the 11th article of the charter, which provides that 
* said inspector shall not have the right of inspecting the pri- 
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vate account of any individual or individuals, or of any body 
corporate with said bank.” By reference to the report of 
the commissioner to examine the bank in 1838, it will be 
seen that a part of the information now submitted, was fur- 
nished upon that occasion .and published; and also several 
statements not now included. . The committee would fur- 
ther solicit the attention of the honorable Legislature, to that 
section of the commissioner's report, wherein he states: 
* They (the Agricultural Bank,) traffic in cotton, and real 
estate; they issue post notes and discount Brandon paper, 
when it was only worth sixty-five cents in the dollar, and. 
charged the usual discount, as if it were convertible: into 
gold and silver; and then justify themselves on the ground 
that there is nothing in the charter expressly forbidding 
such acts; and also to that section of the Governor's spe- 
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cial message, wherein he states: * The charter (of the Agri- ` 


cultural,) does not confer upon the bank the power.of deal- 
ing in stocks or cotton,’ and refers to the second section of 
the charter, wherein power and authority are given to the 
bank, “ to have, purchase and possess, secure, enjoy and re- 
tain, to the use of them and their successors, lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments, goods, chattels and effects, of such 
kind, nature and quality soever, to an amount not exceed- 
ing three times the amount of the capital stock, and the same 
to grant, alien or dispose of at pleasure;” upon the fair con- 
struction of which,the committee are of opinion, that the 
right of purchasing cotton, stocks, &c., is fully conferred by 
the charter to the bank. , 
The Brandon money was received at par by the bank, as 
currency, while it was received as such generally, and was 
afterwards loaned, at the special solicitation of those who 
stated it would answer their purposes as well as any other 
money, and when the collectors of taxesin behalf of the State. 
were receiving it at par value. The bank stocks. were re- 
ceived in payment of debts due this. bank, believing at the 
same time, they would be available in discharge of its lia- 
bilities to others, but so far, it has net answered the.expec- 
tation of the directors at the time of receiving it. The bank 
has never speculated in cotton or stocks, or purchased.either 
with a view to profit, but only as the means by which to 
make its collections, and raise funds to pay its specie liabil- 
ities or foreign debts. , | 
. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Dear Sir: Your note of this date apprising me of the ap- 
pointment of your committee by the House. of Representa- 
tives, and requesting from me a statement of facts and cir- 
cumstances connected with the transactions alluded to in 
the special message of the Governor to the Legislature, 
dated the 14th inst., is received» l 

In reply, I beg leave to submit to the committee the en- 
closed printed copy ofa publication made by me on the 
10th instant, as containing. a ful: and correct statement of 
facts relative to the transfer of bills receivable of.the Agri 
cultural Bank to the United States. There are in the spe- 


cial message several mistakes in matters of fact and infer- ' 


ences which appear to me entirely without support, but I do 
not consider any of them of sufficient importance to be 
noticed by me, except those passages in which the Execu- 
tive alludes to a supposed attempt to make “the government 
of the United States the instrunient of defrauding our State 


courts of jurisdiction,” and the suggestion that the only ` 


plea in behalf of the debtors which could be sustained, 
would probably be that the claims had been fraudulently 
transferred for the purpose of obtaining speedy judgments 
for the sole use of the Agricultural Bank." ` Ifthe charge 
implied in these passages is intended to be applied to me, 1 
oppose to it the most unqualified denial. hat I have 
done: in the matter has been done under instructions from 
the Treasury Department of the government.of the United 
States, predicated on the representations of others, and 
which, in my opinion, fully justify my proceedings. I have 
received no reply to any of my communications on. the 
subject. I am ready to meet the “responsibility” of my 
agency at all times, perfectly confident, as I ain, that I have

The Executive does not assert any constitutional or le- - 
gal right in himself or the Legislature to interfere with the:

TO THE PUBLIC. 

Conscious of the most perfect rectitude: of motive in all 
my official acts, and in none more than those which relate 
to the case of the U. S. against the Agricultural Bank and 
sureties, I have taken a stand before the public as to the 
scurrilities of certain newspaper writers, from which I do 
not intend to be|driven. But the Governor has thought 
proper to allude to the subject in his message to the Legis- 
lature, and a certain respect for the high office he holds from 
the people, and still more respect for public opinion, which 
has been abused and attempted to be forestalled on this 
subject, mduces me to state briefly, but fully, the facts of 
the case, which the Governor has informed the Legislature 
he has taken measures to ascertain. The measure taken by 
His Excellency to ascertain the facts of the case, was the 
appointment of the Editor of the Vicksburg Sentinel as a 
special commissioner to examine the Agricultural Bank. 

That Editor had previously declared in his paper, that 
the bargain between myself and the Bank was “ unjust, dis- 
graceful and dishonest,” and indulged in the free use of 
divers other elegant epithets of the same kind. It is not 
my business to discuss the merits of this appointment, and I 
only mention the fact that other people may have the means 
of arriving at something like a correct conclusion. When 
called upon by this very impartial commissioner of the Go- 
vernor in his official character, to state my knowledge of 
the condition and management of the Agricultural Bank, I 
answered him freely upon every point as to which I thought 
he had a right to ask, but I refused to answer every ques- 
tion’ the object of which was to extract my instructions 
from the government, except so far as these were, in my 
opinion, necessarily connected with the condition of . the 
bank. My reason for this was, that neither the bank com- 
missioner or the Governor has any right to know what my 
instructions are, except as component parts of the great 
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public, and as these instructions, so far as they relate to.a ` 


stay of execution, are now properly a.part of the records of 
the country; there is no reason for withholding them from 
the public. I therefore state, d e 

First. That the stay which has been given to the bank - 
and sureties, is not only authorized, but required by my ip- 
structions, provided I was satisfied with the securities.. 

Second. There being no judgment against one of the' 
securities, (Mr. Fisk,) who was absent from the State at the 
time of the institution of the suit, and had ro residence here 
at which process could be left so as to make a good service, 
the bank offered bills receivable as additional and collateral 
security, and I have received them to the amount.of six 
hundred thousand dollars as collateral security under an 
agreement with the bank, the substance ànd effect of which, 
is as follows: (s 

First. "That the transfer is not to occasion any expense 
to the government of any kind, but that all expenses of col- 
lection-of every kind, including the usual commissions for 
collection, is to be borne by.the bank. ` 

Second. That I should be authorised to receive in pay- 
ment of any of the notes transferred, the same currency 
which is received by the bank in payment of other, debts 
to it. ` | 

Third. That the transfer of the notes -shall not, in any 
manner, impair or affect the right of the United States to 
proceed on the judgment by execution at any moment after 
the expiration of the stay. I now hold the notes under this 
agreement in my official character, subject! to the further 
Instructions of the Treasury Department; and this fact has 
been stated to every person with whom I have conversed 
on the subject. What these instructions will be, it is of 
course impossible for me to say, but I shall do nothing, and 
: never intended doing any: thing further in the matter, until 
I receive them, as my friends know. 

- It will be seen from this statement, that the thousand 
and one rumors on the subject are false. It has been stated 
over and over again, and believed by many, that specie was 
to be enforced from the debtors of the bank, but so far from 
it, they are protected in this particular, and the loss of the de- 
preciation thrown upon the bank. The objection which has 
been most seriously urged is, that the Federal Court was: to 
be resorted to for the collection of these notes, instead of the 
State courts.: The answer to this is, that it is wholly- un- 
certain ‘whether the United States will sue at all; this whole 
arrangement being contingent and awaiting instructions 
from the.Secretary of the Treasury. I may be directed to 
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return the whole of them to the Bank, and 1 had this in 

view when I reserved the right to the United States to pro- 

ceed upon the judgment at any time after the expiration of 
the stay. I stated to the bank, as my opinion, that if the 

Government instituted suits or other legal proceedings in 

the name of the U. S. the Federal Court would be tlie pro- 

per tribunal, as it certainly is the proper tribunal for all: 
suits in which the United States is a party or interested, 

but this is opinion only, and one in which I believe the bar 
generally do not concur. There may be, and no doubt is, 
also a difference of opinion among lawyers, whether the 
United States have suchan interest in these notes as would 

authorize a suit in her name.  'The settlement of this quès- 

tion would at once dispose of the other, because unless the 
suits could be brought in the name of the United States they 

could not be brought in the Federal Court. There is anoth- 
er mode of proceeding which the government may or may 

not adopt, and that is by process of garnishment under the 

act of Congress of 1818. 

It has been said, and will, no doubt be said again, and 
probably urged by the Commissioner in his report, that none 
of the paper of the favorites of the bank is transferred. 
On this branch of the matter I am not sensible that I could 
have acted otherwise than I did. I could not know whe 
all the debtors of the bank were. I had no right to break 
into the bill box, and the assertion of sueh a right might 
have defeated the| object I had chiefly in view, which was, 
to get additional | security for a large debt to the United 
States. The only option I had, as ] conceived, was to reject 
paper, a right which I did not exercise in a single instance, 
because it would have subjected me to the charge of favor- 
itism and partiality. I should not have hesitated to receive 
all my own paper, and as it is, 1 have notes on which I am 
security, to the amount of about $6,000. 

It is known to all my friends, that for several years past 
my opinions have been directly opposed to the manage- 
ment of the bank, and that for the same period my feelings 
towards its managers have not been the most friendly; and 
if they should be benefitted by any arrangement of mine, it 
is because a contrary course, would, in my opinion, have 
violated beth the letter and spirit of my instructions. 1 
should consider myself unworthy the station I hold, or any 
public station, if I| was conscious of being influenced by any 
personal ill-feeling in the discharge of an official duty. 

Perhaps it may be proper to state further my conviction; 
that although (hel securities of the bank are believed to be © 
worth a much larger sum than the amount of the:judgment, 


a, forced sale of their property, under execution, for specie, 
either could noi be effected at all, or if the specie could be 
raised, it must be sold ata very great sacrifice, and would 
not, in, all probability, pay. more, than one half or a third of 
ihe judgment, unless the goveinment should appoint an agent 
and bid it in... Under these circumstances I thought, and - 
still think, that I should have violated my duty had I refused 
the collateral.security offered by the. bank in the shape of 
bills receivable. a ey ae 

One word in conclusion. Certain politicians, for purpo- 
ses best known to themselves; have connected the name of 
Mr. Walker with this transaction., Mr, Walker could not 
possibly have had the least knowledge of it, until his arrival 
at Washington city,.and he was there before any negotia- 
tion was commenced on the subject. »"

P. S. Since the foregoing was written, I have recéived, 
information which convinces më that much of tne miscon- 
ception which prevails on the subject has been caused by 
a circular letter, writtéh by the cashier of the bank to the 
debtors, whose notes have been transférred, stating as a fact 
that the notées were transferred in part payment of the débt 
of the bank to the Government, which I have clearly shown 
was not the casé. This letter was written after the date 
of my agreement with the bank,:but béfore it was in’ fact 
executed, and whilé it was completely in my power tó set 
aside the whole arrangement. The daté of the agreertierit 
is the 7th of December, but it required the signatures of all 
the parties before it was an agreement at all, atid it did not 
receive all the signatures for a week or two afterwards; `

sacrifice of the public interest, not justified or warranted. 
by the emergency of the times as requiring increased fa- 
cilities in internal communication, and transportation, by. 
the oppressed condition of the citizens, or by a bankrupt. 
treasury. And if the credit of a State is measured by the 
extent of her liabilities and ability to redeem, resting alone 
in| plighted faith, in times of favorable and unchecked 
sperity, may we not expect a diminution of confidence, 
in| her credit, proportiored to such extension; and if times 
of prosperity sustain this truth, what may we look for, in: 
these days of oppression of the people, depression of the 
currency, and adversity of the -public welfare, but an 
increased ratio of diminished credit? This position is based: 
upon the surest foundation,—that the best assurance and 
guarantee for the true and faithful discharge and fulfilment. 
of this plighted faith, consist in the adoption of such mea- 
sures by government as will best secure the honesty, in- 
tegrity and ability of her citizens. To effect this, they must 
not be subjected to taxes that they would deem exorbitant, 
or to burdens that they might regard as insufferable beyond 
a point that self preservation would interpose her law, and. 
the hope of ultimate compensation for the sacrifice to be 
made, yield her anchor. ‘Taxes are light or burthensome 
jn proportion to the ability of the people to pay, without 
drawing too heavily upon their means of an economical 
subsistence, and in times of such pressuré and inability as 
the: present, it should, as the committee believe, be the im- 
perative duty of the government to alleviate rather than 
aggravate the distresses and evils under which they now. 
labor, and which is believed would, with increase. flow from 
present favorable action on the projected scheme: ) 
With these considerations, the committee, in pait .dis- 
charge of the duties assigned them, whilst they cannot re- 
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commend the favorable action of this Legislature upon the 
act above referred to, beg leave to report and present the 
same for consideration.

The following message from the Governor was received 
by Mr. Russell, his private Secretary, to wit: 

Mr. Sreaxer—I am instructed by his excellency, the 
Governor, to inform this House that he did, on yesterday, 
approve and sign— To 

An act to repeal the first and second sections of an act 
oat “an act declaring certain copies competent testi- 

nd for other purposes," approved May 13,1837, `. 

Which originated in the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Bodley, on behalf of himself and others, presented . 
the foliowing protest; which they desired to have spread 
upon the journal of the House, to wit: 

The undersigned, being of the minority of the House of 
Representatives of Mississippi, present this, their solemn 
protest against the passage of a bill, to be entitled “an act 
requiring the several banks of this State to pay specie, and 
for other purposes." 

In protesting against this act, the undersigned feel bound 
by their convictions of duty, to use strong language of cen- 
sure and condemnation. They characterize the act, with- 
out otherwise impugning those who passed it. Sounprece- 
dented an attempt, upon the rights and liberties of a free 
» deserves the severest reproaches, and the under- 
as the representatives of men, yet free and determin- 
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ed to remain so, are bound to record the truth in language 
as decided as the act is violent. | 

In the outset, they: affirm that they are not the advocates 
or apologists of bank abuses: but are now, as they always 
have been, ready and anxious to co-operate with the major- 
ity of this house, in passing such laws, to correct the evils 
of banking and to remove the grievances of the people, as 
shall be just and constitutional. But they will not legislate 
injustice, nor trample the constitution under foot, nor rob 
the meanest citizen of his rights. If such legislation be re- 
quired, the undersigned are unwilling to become its instru- 
ments. The people do not desire it, but demand reform, 
the correction of the excesses, and guarantees against the 
. abuses of the banking system; and even in such a work 
will frown with indignation upon all infractions of their 
constitution and all violations of the obligations of justice 
and good faith, 

The undersigned are satisfied that, by the vigorous exer- 
cise of the constitutional powers, the legislature can effec- 
tually accomplish such reform in the banks and currency, 
as is at all practicable and desirable. While the act under 
consideration is not only unjust and unwise in its provisions, 
but must and will finally fail to achieve its avowed purposes, 
and while distracting, agitating and embarrassing the com- 
munity, will prove feeble and utterly worthless as a mea- 
sure of redress. 

The act, however, in its practical operation, its iong train, 
of suffering and evil, of tumult, litigation and violence, is 
nothing, when compared with the doctrimes upon which 
alone it must rest for excuse or justification. 

The bill requires the banks to pay at certain times all 
their notes of certain denominations, not excepting those 
which may not then be due, It requires payment to be made 
at the banking house “ whether suid liabilities be made pay- 
able at such banking house or not.” Thus requiring the 
banks to do, what they have not engaged or promised to 
do, and making a failure to comply with these unjust and 
illegal requisitions, the ground of forfeiture of charter, and 
of penalties, on free citizens, amounting to ruin and disgrace. 
Failing compliance, the Governor is authorized to take proof 
of facts, as ground of forfeiture, sit in judgment on those 
facts and finding them true, by his own uncontrolled judge- 
ment, without the presence or defence of the accused, with- 
out even the forms of a trial, and without a jury, who are 
the constitutional triers of fact, to issue his proclamation, 
forfeiting the rights of citizens of this State, and others, to 
the amount of millions of dollars. ^ 
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. "Thus commencing with injustice, proceeding without the 
intervention of judge or jury, investing ia the Governor a 
mere judicial power, by the constitution assigned to. the 
people in the jury box, as a part of the judiciary power, 
the act proceeds to make it a penitentiary crime to act in 
contravention of the proclamation, and that, in such loose 
terms to define the offence, as are unfit to be made the . 
ground of severe punishment in any free country. 3E 
The bill still further provides in the fourth section that 
` “for the disobedience to the process of injunction and the 
order of any such judge, the said judge may direct an at- 
tachment fer contempt to issue fro n any Clerk's office, re- 
turnable before him forthwith, and shall have power to im- 
pose a fine and imprisonment for such contempt; provided, 
that such fine shall not exceed $1000, and the term of im- 
prisonment not exceed six months,” thus obviously attempt- 
ang to take away from the citizen the sacred right of trial 
by jury, and placing his condemnation to loss of property 
and liberty in the breast of a single man, and by a summary 
proceeding. AES 
As if these palpably illegal and unconstitutional provi 
sions did not sufficiently invade the rights of the people, the 
sixth section of the act proceeds, by direct enactment, 
to legislate away the rights of citizens of this and other 
states, acquired by assignments, many if not all of which, 
were unquestionably legally made, of notes of individuals, 
who had borrowed money of banks, and also of private 
partnerships called *voluntary unchartered associations for 
banking purposes;" by providing that although the law al- 
lows such assignees the same rights of action as other as- 
signees of individuals, the defendant, who 1s, in most cases, 
a stockholder or accommodated berrower, shall have the 
right—the new right attempted to be conferred be this act 
—to pay m the depreciated paper of the persons or bank 
transferring the note, most probably in payment of de- 
mands which should have been paid im specie. The latter 
art of this section is of the same class, and allóws a debtor, 
borrowing ef a bank the paper of any other bank, to pay 
in the paper of the latter, without reference to the depreci- 
ation which it has suffered in the interval. . ey 
These provisions legalize injustice and award a boon to 
fraud, at the expense SE Ins who have been imposed upon 
by an unsound circulation and: credit. But the seventh 
section authorizes a note holder of a proclaimed bank, to 
make any steckholder pay out of his private estate the 
amount of his stock, in addition to what he has paid into 
the bank: notwithstanding he may have paid every dollar 
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according to his contract with the state, is not legally or 
equitably bound for another dollar, and is wholly guiltless 
of any fraud or misconduct. [A large portion of the stock 
of our banks was paid for and is held by citizens of other 
states, who, on the faith of the pledge of the state, the then 
unstamed honor of its citizens and the bountiful means 
which Providence allowed them, mvested their money in 
these institutions. These means being out on loan to our 
citizens, and they being unable now to pay what was bor- 
rowed, the banks from this cause (as well as in many in- 
stances from fraud and mismanagement,) fail to redeem their: 
notes, and this is made a pretext for requiring further pay- 
ment from the foreign stockholder. The undersigned 
solemnly protest against such monstrous invasions of jus 
tice, moral right, and constitutional enactment.] 

These are some of the principal provisions of a bili, 
which, in the total disregard of moral, legal, and constitu- 
tional obligation, stands unrivalled in the annals of any coun- 
try, civilized: or savage. 

In this protest, it is not deemed necessary, nor are the 


undersigned allowed sufficient time, to present an extended 
argument to prove that a bank charter, offered and accept- 


ed, constitutes a contract, binding upon the state, as well as 
upon the stockholder. It is sufficient at present merely to 
affirm our thorough conviction that it is so: and that the 
wisest, best, and most enlightened statesmen and jurists, 
from the earliest days in which the question was agitated, 
entertain the same opinion, almost without division of sen- 
timent. l 

It cannot be questioned, that when the state, by enacting 
a charter, offers inducements to its citizens, to pay the fruits 
of their labor mto banks, upon the terms prescribed, all, 
who comply with the terms, are entitled to expect and re- 
quire that they be kept in good faith, and that their interests 
and property shall not be invaded by the party offering the 
inducements to them to make such investments. Both par- 
ties unquestionably have an interest in the results. And 
infractions of the stipulations on either side constitute just 
grounds of complaint and causes for redress. The great. 
question is, what department of the government is compe- 
tent to hear, try, and determine whether the facts of the 
particular case authorize a forfeiture of charter or not, On 
this point the undersigned cannot conceive a reason to 
doubt. Legislation provides for the future. Judicial power 
pronounces upon the past. Legislatures deliberate upon 
what is best to be done. Judges and juries hear evidence; 
try, determine, and apply the law as it exists to what has 
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been done. "To warrant a forfeiture for breach of contract, 
trial, evidence, and judgment must be had upon facts. This 
is the province of juries, and courts, and is clearly judicial 
in its nature. Being so, it is a power forbidden by the con- 
stitution to be exercised by any other than the judiciary 
department. When the Legislature undertakes, therefore, 
on the ground of alleged violations and abuses of charter by 
the banks, to forfeit their charters, it assumes judicial pow- 
er, and attempts to usurp the powers lodged in the juries 
and the courts. The constitution in the 2d article de- 
clares, “The powers of the government of the State of Mis- 
sissippi shall be divided into three distinct departments,” 
and each of them confided to separate bodies of magistracy, 
to wit: those which are legislative, to one; those which are 
judicial, to another; and. those which are executive, to an- 
other. No person or collection of persons, being of one of 
those departments, shall exercise any power, properly be- 
longing to either of the others, except in the instances here- 


inafter expressly directed or permitted." | 


The Legislative assumption of power to judge of facts ` 


and inflict forfeitures, does not more obviously invade the 
constitutional distribution of powers, than the attempt to 


confer a similar power upon the executive. They both ` 


equally propose to destroy the balances of the constitution, 
and to abrogate its most cherished feature, as declared in the 


28th section of the Declaration of Rights. <The right of 


trial by jury shall remain inviolate.” ` 

. This act also violates the 19th section of the declaration of 
rights, in these words—*the Legislature shall pass no bill of 
attainder, expost facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts." 

And also the 10th and 11th articles of the.same declaration, 
which provide “that one cannot be deprived of his life, lib- 
erty,-or property,.but by due course of law;” and that “no 
person's property be taken or applied to public use without 
ihe consent of the Legislature, and without just compensa- 
tion being first made therefor.” 

The whole frame and purpose of the bill ie to lay violent 
hands not only on the contract powers of the banks, but up- 
on their property and rights. It changes the features of 
their charters, without their consent or any legal trial; it 


Anpairs and interferes with the exercise of their rights, ves- 


ted under tke law; it proposes to take money out.of their 
vaults to pay officers unauthorized by charter, and disregards 
with a reckless and lawless spirit, the plainest constitutional 
restraints. 


The bill also invades in the most direct manner, the sanc- 
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tity of contracts, beyond all doubt, legal; and violates rights 
legally vested in individuals by merely private contracts; 
and in the execution of those usurpations, attempts'to makè 
it lawful to discharge obligations to pay money, by a tender 
of depreciated paper, in direct contravention of that article 
of the federal constitution, which prohibits any state from 
making “any thing but gold and silver a legal tender in: pay- 
ment of debts.” 

Still more, it invades the right of trial by jury, not only as 
to banks, but as to private citizens, by enaeting in the 4th 
section of the act, that a citizen may be imprisoned and fined 
by the mere fiat of a single Judge, upon the pretext of a 
constructive contempt, without the benefit of a trial by jury= 
a E? above all dear to freemen, and dangerous to tyrants. 
only. 

This act, therefore, as a system, is palpably unconstitu- 
tional in its purposes, dangerous and disorganizing in its ten- 
dencies, grossly unjust in its enactments, and revolutionary 
in its principles and character. 

The government under which we live is distinguished for 
being, in the strictest sense, a constitutional government: 
it is the political merit of this age and eountry , that all men's 
rights are defined, guarded and protected by a solemn. writ- 
ten deelaration of their sanctity and inviolability- "These 
rights are secured to the weak and to the poor against ttt 
just combinations of the strong, whether in the halls of ` 
legislation or elsewhere; and aré made effectual, by the sep- 
aration of powers, and the preservation of the trial by jury. 
Until this form of government be changed by the people im ` 
convention, no power in the state, nor any majority of the 
people ean invade or violate the constitutional rights of the 
weakest, or the meanest, or the most obnoxious of its eiti- 
zens. Constitutional government can allow nó exéuse, tol- 
erate no invasion of its limitations, without exposing the 
whole system t6 utter and inevitable destruction. 

Deeply impressed with these sentiments, alarmed at the 
ruinous doctrines of the bill, and trembling for the fate of a 
people, amongst whom such measures can find advocates, 
the undersigned respectfully, but solemnly protest against 
the measure, and desire to leave it recorded that they are in- 
noeent of this work of usurpation.

From the statement it appears that of the notes: delivered 
up, one of six thousand dollars has been sent to Port Gib- 
son, and three others, amounting in all to six thousand dol- 
lars, have been placed in the hands of Robert Hughes, Esq. 
and the residue, amounting to forty-three thousand three 
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hundred and sixty-seven.dollars, it séems, were delivered up 
to John. H. Mallory, while he was. auditor of Public Ac- . 
counts, and one of the commissioners of the Sinking Fundy. 
A considerable portion of the monies collected by Mallory 
wiil certainly-be lost. The Planters’ Bank claims.a balance 
of eighty-seven thousand and fourteen dollars and eighty- 
four cents, exclusive of interest, for advances made to pay 
the interest on the State bonds due before the transfer of 
the stock-of the State in the Planters’ Bank to tlie Missis- 
sippi Rail Road Company. : TN.

J. P. Walworth, Esq., the President of the Planters' 
^ Bank, states, in his reply to my letter, that, “since the ac- 
ceptance of the bill transferring the stock of the State, the 
duty has devolved upon the Mississippi Rail Road Bank to 
provide for the payment of the interest," and that the Bank 
over which he presides *have not deemed the bank liable 
for the payment of the State. bonds, and have consequently, 
made no provision for them." The President of the Mis- 
sissippi Rail Road Company, in reply to my inquiries, states 
that *the foreign resources of the company are not suffi- 
cient after satisfying the company's engagements, to which 
they have been directed to be arped, to meet the next 
instalments of interest on the bonds. Nor does he think 
that there is a reasonable prospect of the company’s being 
able, without very great sacrifice, to pay the next instal- 
ment of interest punctually, unless a dividend should in the 
mean time be made on the Planters’ Bank stock, which is 
not expected.” He further states, that, “by the terms of the 
transfer act of last session, the Rail Road Company are not 
required to make provision for the payment of the principal 
of the State bonds which fall due in 1841 and 1846—it is 
left to the State to provide for the payment of these out.of 
the Sinking. fund,” and that “unless the Planters’ Bank 
stock can be made in some manner available, it will be im- 
possible to establish a Sinking Fund sufficient to meet the 
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State bonds which will fall due in 1857, and thereafter.” I 
have been unable to ascertain whether the fifteen thousand 
dollars, being the semi-annual interest due on the Tst day‘of 
January, 1840, on the first: five hundred thousand dollars of 
bonds sold, has been punctually paid. The semi-annual in-

The documents herewith transmitted will place the. Le: 
gislature in full possession of all the facts I have been èna»: 
bled to collect in relation to the Sinking Fund, and will 
enable you to ascertain the true condition of the same, and 
to judge whether it can be relied upon to pay the two first’ 
instalments on the State bonds. The principles involved 
in the measures necessary to be adopted in reference to the 
subjects presented to your consideration, are somewhat 
novel and highly interesting to our constituents. 

I submit the whole question tothe wisdom of the Legis- 
lature. !

Sir: In reply to your first inquiry on the ability of the 
Mississippi Rail Road Company to pay the interest on the 
State bonds, &c., I do not hesitate to say that the foreign 
resources of the company are not sufficient, after satisfyin 
the company’s engagements, to which they have been di- 
rected to be applied, to meet the next instalment of interest 
on the State bonds; nor do I think that there is a reason- 
able prospect of the company’s being able, without very 
great sacrifice, to pay the next instalment of interest 
punctually, unless a dividend should, in the mean time, be 
made on the Planters’ Bank stock, which is not expected. 

2. In relation to your second enquiry, I will remark, that 
by the terms of the transfer act of last session the Rail Road 
Company are not required to make provision for the pay- 
ment of the principal of the State bonds which fall due in 
1841 and 1846. Itisleft to the State to provide for the 

ayment of these out of the Sinking Fund. The remaining 
Dond: of the State, issued in accordance with the charter 
of the Planters’ Bank, amounting to one and three-fourth 
millions of dollars, must be paid by the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company. The means of meeting these bonds, when 
they shall bscome due, will depend much upon the ability 
to prosecute the construction of the road, This will be 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, unless the Planters’ 
Bank stock transferred by the State, can be made available 
by hypothecation or sale. I am of opinion that a sufficient 
amount may be collected from the stock subscribed by in- 
dividuals to complete the road to Copiah county, and that 
when thus far completed and in operation, the profits of 
transportation thereon would pay a reasonable interest 
upon the amount invested; but unless the Planters’ Bank 
stock can be made in some manner available, it will be im- 
possible to establish a sinking fund sufficient to meet the 
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State bonds which will fall due in 1851 and theréafter. The 
property and: assets of the Mississippi Rail Road Company 
are pledged to (hei State for the ultimate payment of these 
bonds, and these may be sufficient to.protect-the State from 
ultimate loss; but it will be readily perceived that if the 
two millions of Planters’ Bank stock transferred: by the 
State. should, instead of becoming available mieans in the 
hands of the company, to enable them to prosecute the work 
and render it valuable and profitable, should subject the 
company to the payment of one hundred and twenty thou- 
sand dollars of interest annually without any corresponding 
benefit, so great a burden upon the resources of the com- 
pany must eventually render them unable to provide the 
means of paying the State bonds for which they are liable. 
1 conclude, therefore, that “the Mississippi Rail Road Com- , 
pany” will not be able to pay the instalments on the two 
millions of State bonds as prescribed in the’ transfér act, if 
the company is unable to sell or hypothecate the stock it 
owns in the “Planters’ Bank.” .

Mr..Kendall, chairman on the part of the House of Re- 
presentatives, of the joint select committee raised to inves- 


tigate the affairs of the Mississippi Union Bank, made the 
following report: 


REPORT. 
Mr. Presivenr: | | 

The joint select committee appointed by a resolution of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, instructing them’ 
“to examine the condition of the Mississippi Unton Bank, 
with power to’ send for persons and papers, and with in- 
structions to report to the Legislature a full and ample 
statement of the condition of said bank, including the 
amount of notes both payable on demand and post issued 
by said bank, the securities in which said bank has dealt 
both real and personal, the amount of the salaries of the 
various officers attached to said bank and branches, the 
liability of the officers and managers thereof; and such other 
informetion as in the opinion of the committee, the public 
good may require”—have had the subject matter referred 
to them under consideration, and have instructed me to 
report— 

That the committee proceeded soon after their appoint- 
ment to an examination of the bank, and have given the 
subject that consideration which the great and vital inter- 
ests of the State and the public voice demand. Owing to 
the multifarious and diversified nature of the subject, the 
examination necessarily became protracted and difficult be- 
yond the expectation of the Legislature. 

It became necessary, in view of a thorough and minute 
examination, that the cashier should make out and submit 
to the committee various statements from the books of the 
bank; and accordingly the cashier laid before the committee 
statements showing the general condition of the bank; which 
statements are herewith presented as a part of this report, 
and numbered 1, 2 and 3; also statements up to the 8th 
inst. marked 4 and 5. 

From these gencral statements the committee are enabled 
to make the following condensed statement of the issues of 
the bank and amount now in circulation, viz:

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fr the above statement the committee have not takem 
into consideration any additional losses that may accrue 
upon the cotton transactions of the bank; but it is not to be 
presumed that this loss will exceed the proportion lost upon; 
bills receivable. The effects of the bank, including office 
furniture and personal and real estate, amounting in value- 
to $47,453 47, is not taken into the above calculation, and: 
should be deducted’ from the sum stated' as the- liabilities: 
over the resources of the bank. 

It will be perceived by reference to the above statements, 
that the liabilities of the: bank over its available resources 
at this time will exceed four millions of dollars, and that by 
the maturity of the May issues, unless a large portion: of her 
bills receivable are paid, the bank wilk talk short of the 
meins necessary to enable her to sustain a specie payment 
ef her notes that will mature at that time; hence the com- 
mittee suppose that it is essential to the solvency of the 
bank that she require prompt payment by her debtors, or 
that she negotiat» a sufficiency of the State bonds to ena- 
ble her to meet the April and May post notes. j 

According to the most liberal calculation whict the com- 
mittee can make in favor of the bank, allowing that she 
can collect ten per cent. upon the total amount of the bills. 
receivable, by the first of the ensuing May, whieh is a large 
estrnate, the deficiency of the available means to: meet her 
circulation and other specie habilities at that time, will be: 
upwards of three millions of dollars. The committee do: 
not perceive any possible means by which this deficit is to 
be provided for at that period, or within a reasonable time 
thereafter. It is quite certain that the present condition 
and future prospect of the stock market forbid the hope that 
a further negotiation of bonds for banking purposes can be 
effected to meet this large liability. "There: is no domestic: 
demand for these securities, and the foreign market is alrea- 
dy glutted with State stocks bearing a larger interest than 
our own, which cannot be disposed of on any terms. 

The board of managers of the bank have adopted a reso- 
lution giving to its debtors 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 yedrs to liquidate 
their liabilities by renewing the same on good security. 
This measure precludes the possibility of deriving a suffi- 
cient sum from the bills receivable to- redeem her circulation. 
withim.any reasonable period. MA 

For tlie purpose of ascertaining as near as possible the 
condition of the cotton transactions im the bank, the com- 
niittee fequired of the cashier a statement exhibiting. the 
amount of'the cotton notes, (with the names of the drawers 
‘and endorsers,) the amount realized on cotton sold, and the 
number of bales yet unsold, which statement is herewith 
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presented as a part of this report, and marked 6; also ex- 
hibit marked 7, showing what agents have not shipped:or 
delivered cotton receipted for, and: commission houses and 
agents who have not paid. From these exhibits the com- 
mittee are enabled to make the following report of the cot- 
ton transactions in the above particulars, viz: .

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It is believed by the committee that very little of this 
account will ever be paid by the agents, unless it is the item 
due by Merritt, Jennings & Co. 

By a careful examination of the notes due the bank, as to 
the solvency or insolvency of the drawers and endorsers, it 
appears to the committee that the probable losses sustained 
by the bank on her ordinary discounts, (excepting the cot- 
ton notes,) will be as follows, viz:

Although a portion of the above sum is reported to the 
committee as doubtful only, yet the committee are of opinion 
that the sum is not far from the true amount of losses in 
that respect. 

The next subject submitted to the enquiry of the com- 
mittee, to which they will advert, is that of the liability of 
the officers and managers of the bank. "The information 
which the committee have on this subject is derived from 
statements herewith presented, marked 10, 11, 12,.and the 
following is the estimate made by the committee as taken 
from these statements: 
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Document marked 13, herewith filed as a part of this re- 
port, will furnish the Legislatare with the requisite. info:- 
mation upon the subject of the salaries paid by the Bank 
to its officers. The committee cannot refrain from the ex- 
pression of the opinion, that the salaries paid by the Bank 
to its officers are exorbitantly high. It is the opinion of 
the committee that the services of no man, however talented, 
. and however important his duties, can justify these enormous 

salaries, particularly in a country which furnishes abun- 
dantly the conveniences and necessaries of life. The large 
amounts paid by the Bank to its officers thus far, (st ne- 
cessarily come out of the pockets of the people who sus- 
tain the burthens of the-State. Bank officers, by their con- 
nection with the institution, necessarily, or designedly, have 
it more in their power ‘to use its resources than persons 
disconnected with it; and having this advantage over the 
rest of the community, they cannot, consistently, claim a 
salary commensurate with the value of services in other 
Offices. In justice, however, to the directory of this insti- 
tution, the committee feel it their duty to state, that os early 
as last October a committee was appointed by the Bank 
to investigate this particular subject, who reported, that in 
their opinion, it was expedient to make a large deduction 
in the amount of the salaries; this report, it appears, was 
laid upon the table, and has not since received the further 
action of the board; but it seems to have been the opinion 
of some of the directory, that the diminution was made. - 
No steps, however, have since been taken to effect this ne- 
cessary object. | 

By a reference to the expense account herewith filed, 
marked 14, the Legislature will perceive that the expenses 
of the Bank, up to the date of the exhibit, is $190,144 64. 
This account is necessarily large, in consequence of the 
high salaries of the officers, and the necessity of calling in 
the aid of attornies to settle questions of law, both ir. re- 
ference to titles of land and the policy of the bank, as well 
also as the charges consequent upon the perfecting of stock 
mortgages, the opening of books, &c. ‘The committee doubt, 
however, the authority the managers had to appropriate the 
proceeds of the State stock to the settlement of individual 
. Subscriptions and mortgages—the first section of the supple- 

mental act having appropriated to particular objects the 
proceeds of the State stock. 

lhe committee trust that the foregoing statements will 
furnish satisfactory information as to the condition of the 
Mississippi Union Bank, and will enable the Legislature to 
judge of the policy to be pursued in relation to this all im- 
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portant question; a question which involves, in a great de- 
gree, the character and interests of the State. od 
The transactions between the Mississippi Union Bank 
and the Water Works Bank of Vicksburg, have excited in ` 
the public mind some interest. The committee cannot say 
that- there has been any intention on the part of the direc- 
tory of the Union Bank to create or continue a fraudulent 
connexion with the Water Works Dank. As to the suspi- 
cion which may rest upon the motives of certain individuals 
connected ` with both these institutions, in reference to the 
transactions between them, the committee have. thought 
proper merely to submit the facts. "The first arrangement 
between the two banks, by which the notes of the Water 
Works Bank were received at the counter of the Union 
Bank, on the same footing with its own paper, and that of 
the other most favored banks of the State, was made upon 
the application of the directors of the Water Works Bank 
on the 11th of October, 1838, and continued until the 20th 
of December, of the same year, at which time the balance 
against the Water Works Bank was about $78,000, when, 
by a resolution of the board of managers in reference to 
this subject, it was determined that the Bank would place 
at par with her own paper, none but the notes of specie 
paying banks, by which the further reception of the notes 
of the Water Works Bank was discontinued. On the 12th 
of February, 1839, the cashier of the Union Bank was in- 
structed by the directory to inquire of the Water Works 
Bank whether this balance could be settled by checks on 
New Orleans or the north, at sight, or short date. In re- 
ply, he was informed that this could not be done, but it 
would be paid, if possible, by remittances in the Union mo- 
ney, or the notes of such specie paying banks as were re- 
ceived by the Union Bank. ‘This, however, the Water 
Works Bank was unable todo, except to a very small amount 
and the balance still stands charged against it. Shortly 
after this time (he Water Works Bank was purchased by 
individuals, who became the owners of a majority of the 
stock, and a new directory appointed by them was placed 
over the institution. On the 17th of May, 1839, with this 
balance of $78,000 only slightly dimmished, application 
was again made by the Water Works Bank, to have her 
notes received at the counter of the Union Bank in pay- 
ment of debts due said bank, with no other security for their 
redemption thzn the mere credit of the Water Works Bank. 
This proposition was agreed to on the 18th. The notes 
continued to be received until the 27th of September last. 
About two weeks after this last arrangement, with the bal- 
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ance accruing under. the first, unsettled, and sti accumu» 


dating under .the.second, two of the directors of the Union- ` 


Bank, H. G. Runnels.and J. B. Morgan, became stockholders 
an the Water Works Bank, and acquired an interest in it 
to the amount of .346 shares of stock, each, or thereabouts. 
Subsequent to this, on the 25th of July, 1839, the balance 
against the Water Works Bank was $77,582, when it was 
proposed by the W. W. Bank, ro liquidate the debt by the 
discount ‘by the Union Bank of the. bills receivable of the 
W. W. Bank, which, on the 7th of August. 1839, was done 
to the amount of $43,724 of the discounted paper of the 
W- W- Bank, endorsed by said bank, which reduced the bal- 
ance at that time, to $44,259. Whether any. of the direc- 
tory of the Union Bank, in this transaction, had any motive 
other than the.securing of this amount of the debt.more et 
fectually,.or whether the arrangement was in any manner 
beneficial to the W.. W. Bank, ar ‘its steckholders, is out of 
the power of the committee to say; but it is submitted to 
the Legislature. Notwithstanding the reduction of the debt 
by the discount of the paper offered by the W. W. Bank 
to $44,259, under the resolution of the 17th ef May, to 
weceive again the W. W. notes at the counter of the Union 
Bank, which continued in force until the 27th of Septem- 
ber last, the balance against the W. W. Bank was .again 
increased to $70,941. The greater part of this increase 


was created by the payment in Water Works money of (he. 


billstdrawn by individuals connected as directors er stock- 
holders, with the Water Works Bank, and discounted by 
the Union Bank for their benefit. Should the paper of 
the Water Works Bank offered in liquidation of her debt, 
and received.and discounted by the Union Bank for that 
purpose, be paid in Water Works money, which, from the 


statement of the cashier, the parties claim the right to do, 


the Union Bank will have received no advantage whatever 
from the transaction, and the balance, when this paper is all 
taken up, will be increased to.$114,666. "The proposition 
as still before the Union Bank, to liquidate the balance now 
due, .by a further discount of the bills receivable of the W. 
W. Bank, as that bank has failed to make any other ar- 
rangement for the payment .of this debt. These are the 
facts, as far as the -committee .have ascertained them, and 
‘believe them £o be full upon this subject. The committee 
are of the opinion, from the investigation, that the board of 
managers could not be charged with, or implicated in any 
thing like fraud.or corruption, in reference to the transac- 
tions between the two institutions; but they are bound to 
express it as their decided opinion, that the arrangements 
have not been beneficial to the country or the interests of 
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the Union Bank, which, upon reflection, must be obvious to 
the directory themselves; and that all such transactions witty 
suspended and disabled institutions, are ealculated-inevita- 
bly to bring upon her certain injury and discredit. 

The committee are persuaded that they cannot fully dis- 
charge the duty assigned them to report upon the affairs of 
the bank, without taking a brief retrospective view of its: 
policy since its organization. It eannot but be remarked 
by the most superficial observer of the policy of this insti- 
tution, that its managers have, from its earliest organization, 
manifested an overweening desire te push the bank into 
operation, for the purpose of affordmg what is usually termed 
relief to the community. ‘Fhis disposition has doubtless: 
been the source of much of the mismanagement of the bank. 
No well regulated institution, conducted by intelligent and 
experienced financiers, ever attempted to regulate a great- 
ly embarrassed community by bank loans and bank accom- 
modations. No community ean be thus relieved, and least 
ef all, a community whese pursuits are eminently agricul- 
tural. When a community, by speculation, over-trading: 
and inflated prices, has become deeply involved, greatly in- 
ereased banking facilities only increase the violence and. 
malignity of the disease. To a great degree, such had be- 
. eome the condition of a considerable portion of the people 
of this State, at the time the Mississippi Union Bank was: 
ehartered. Upon the wisdom or folly of the creation 
of that institation, it would be unnecessary to speak.— 
From the time the present mansgers of the Union Bank 
were placed in office, they have mistaken the great lead- 
mg objects of the corporation. Instead of consulting the 
permanent interests of the institution and the State; by a 
deliberate, cautioas, and wary policy, the leading object. 
ef the managers appears to have been, doubtless, from be- 
nevolent but mistaken views, to foree the bank at once 
into operation, m order to relieve the embarrassed hy dis- 
éounts alone. In the opinion of the committee, the bank 
should. have endeavored to confine its business to solvent 
eustomers, whose unembarrassed eonditiom would have se- 
eured punctual and prompt payment. There were unques- 
tionably many men, at the time the bank went into opera- 
tion, in temporary want of monied: facilities, whose affairs 
might have been relieved by a moderate accommodation, 
and the interest of the bank in the safety of the loan at 
the same time secured. Men thus eireumstanced might, 
with propriety. have been recipients of bank facilities, but 
that bank which conducts its business merely upon the 
principle of relieving the improvident and embarrassed must, 
m the end, become insolvent, for the reason that those who 
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so conduct their pecuniary’ affairs as to be-dépefident uport 
bank accommodation|and bank relief are seldom: safe bor- 
rowers. It is unfortunate for the bank and the'couritry, 
that the managers have been governed too. much by the 
relief principle, by a charitable wish to sustain those who 
could not be sustained consistently with the interests of the 
bank, and justice to the more deserving portion of the pub- 
lic. As soon as the five millions of State bonds issued to 
secure the State stock could be prepared, commissioners 
were dispatched to the eastern cities to effect a sale, and if 
sale could not be made, with instructions, sigried by the 
president of the bank, to hypothecate them, in order to en- 
able the bank to commence operations “for the relief of the 
country.” The commissioners disposed of the bonds upon 
a credit, payable in five instalments. It is the opinion of 
the committee, that this sale was not made in pursuance of 
any authority conferred by the charter of the bank, which 
provides that the bonds shall not be sold under their par 
value. Money on time is not par, which means specie or 
its cquivalent—money on time of unquestionable payment 
is not par, because the amount stipulated for eannot be 
coliected without deducting the amount of interest from the 
principal. This is a mathematical proposition; demonstrable 
by figures, and therefore too plain for argument. It is the 
opinion of the committee, that the bonds at that period 
could have been sold at par, for cash in hand, either in the 
United States or Europe, because State stocks were then 
in good demand; but though they could not have been thus 
disposed of, it is no reason why they should have been sold 
on a credit, It was the duty of the bank and its agents to 
sell them, in pursuance of the authority given in the charter, 
for this was the only power of attorney; and if. a sale of 
the bonds could not have been effected in pursuance of 
legal authority, no negotiation should have been attempted, . 
for the reason that the State, for its own protection, had 
prescribed the terms of sale, and those terms should not 
have been violated by the bank for any reason of expedi- 
ency. 

By the credit sale of the bonds for the payment of the 
State stock, the State has incurred a loss of at least one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, as will be proved by the 
most rigid calculation. 

The committee conceive that the first act of the board of 

nagers under the charter after the negotiation of the 
bonds, should have been the organization and establishment 
:: ine branch banks. The state was divided into districts 
' by the act of incorporation, and a specified amount of the 
whole capital allotted Io each district; the mother bank is 
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permitted to retain a portion of the capital only by virtue 
of doing the business cf one of these districts. "The object 
of the Legislature in creating districts, obviously was to 
furnish banking facilities to every section of the State by 
bringing these accommodations as near to each citizen as 
could be effected in view of the extent of territory to be 
thus provided for. The spirit of the charter evidently re- 
quired that this capital should be divided, pro rata among 
the branch districts, as soon as it was acquired by a nego- 
tiation of the bonds. Equity and good faith alike called for 


this course; because, if the whole capital could not be com- . 


manded at once, so as to afford all the advantages contem- 
plated by the charter, it was nevertheless the duty of the 
managers to distribute the.capital to the branch districts in 
a manner calculated to: secure as many of the advantages 
as a negotiation would afford, for such is the manifest pro- 
visions of the charter. The reason rendered by the mana- 
gers for not establishing the branches as soon as any portion 
of the capital of the bank was available is, that the seven- 
teenth section of the charter requires that each director be 
the owner of at least thirty shares of the capital stock of 
the bank. It is the.opinion of the committee that there is 
no force or validity in the objection. It will be perceived by 
reference to this section that it relates entirely to the direc- 
tors of the mother bank, and has no application whatever 
to the branches. The word branches does not occur in the 
whole section, and the section aiso uses the phrase, “the 
bank," and refers to the preceding sections, the subject 
matter of which is expressly confined to the mother bank 
alone; the provision of the latter clause of the section is 
also obviously confined to the mother bank, and shows 
Sie the whole section was intended for the mother bank 
one. 

The thirty-fourth section of the act of incorporation pre- 
scribes the qualifications of the directors of the branch 
banks. They are required to be “citizens of the State, 
residing and domicilieted in the counties for which said 
offices shall be established;” this is the only qualification 
prescribed in the charter as requisite for the directors of 
the branches: they are in no portion of the charter requir- 
ed to be stockholders. The thirty-fourth section of the act 
which does prescribe all the qualifications, must be regard- 
ed as conclusive on this branch of the subject, for it is a 
well settled rule for the construction of statutes, that a spe- 
cific enumeration of qualifications, or requisites, precludes 
every thing else not thus specifically set down. The ‘na- 
ture of the rule that nothing further should be left to infer- 


ence when there is a specific enumeration is so obvious and 
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well recognized in judicial tribunals as to supersede further. 
illustration. It cannot fail to be remarked, that a studious ` 
distinction is kept up throughout the charter between the 
qualifications of the directors of the mother and branch 
banks, as well in the? mode of their election as in the re- 
spective duties to be performed. 

It occurs to the committee, that had the managers been 
anxious to establish the branches according to the contem- 
plation of the charter, they could have done so consistent- 
ly with the view they had taken of the charter, by perfect- 
ing the mortgages and titles of those stockholders whom 
they intended to appoint directors. It would have been easy 
to obtain men competentas directors in each district, whose 
stock would have: exceeded thirty shares according to any 
possible graduation of stock that could subsequently have: 
been made by the board. But it does not appear from the ` 
course of the board of managers, that they entertained a 
great solicitude for an early establishment of the branch 
districts, and an appropriation of their respective capitals. 

The evils attendant upon this refusal of the bank to estab- 
lish the branches are, 

1st. That the branch districts have been deprived of their 
legal portion of the capital; the same having been unduly 
appropriated in the district of the mother bank and other? 
districts, contrary to the provisions of the charter. 

2d. Citizens from the remote portions of the State have 
been compelled to journey to Jackson for loans, incurring 
great delay and expense which would have been avoided 
had the branches been established. | 

3d. Many good notes have been rejected because the di- 
rectory could not possibly be acquainted with the condition 
e all applicants tor loans from distant portions of the 

tate. 

4th. The notes of insolvent individuals have often been 
discounted, for the same reason; all of which would have’ 
been avoided had the loans been made through the branch’ 
offices, where the true condition of the applicants could have 
been known to the directory of the respective branches. 
The evils of the non-establishment of the branches have 
been sorely felt and will be still more so if a further negotia- 
tion of the bonds is effected.: Without imputing any im- 
proper motive to the managers, the committee cannot but 
regard the refusal to establish the branches as a reprehensi- 
ble violation of the charter of the bank, seriously detrimen- 
tal to the public. EE 

One of the great inducements of the people and the 
Legislature in chartering the Mississippi Union Bank, was 
to produce a sound currency, always equivalent to, and con- 
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vertible into gold and silver. It was believed that the bank 
would introduce a large amount of foreign capital and 
specie into the State, and would infuse into our circulation 
a quantity of precious metals which would operate as a 
sheet anchor to our State currency. With proper manage- 
ment, no doubt, much of this. anticipation would have been 
realized, but the policy of the bank has certainly disap- 
pointed all expectations of this character. The committee 
cannot but esteem it a public calamity that almost the first 
act of the bank should have been one of suspension, such 
was the anxiety to commence making loans and discounts: 
for, as the committee believe the laudable, but mistaken in- 
tention of relieving the country, that nearly as soon as the 
bank had been advised of the negotiation of the bonds, viz: 
on the 27th September, 1838, the board commenced dis- 
counting paper on personal security, and issuing post notes 
payable on the first of August, 1839. The post note policy 
is one indefensible in every point of view. It isa currency 
which can never be at par, but must, under all circumstan- 
ces, be below a specie standard. The issuing of post notes 
is regarded by all banks and financial men, as a virtual sus- 
pension of specie payments. Itis an open acknowledge- 
ment and avowal by the bank issuing them, of an inability 
to sustain cash payments and support a demand circulation. 
A bank which issues this species of currency is at once 
discredited in the commercial world, and becomes an ob- 
ject of suspicion and distrust. The Union Bank, which 
was expected to re-establish cash payments in this State, 
and take the lead in reforming the currency, was at the 
very outset found flooding the country.with depreciated 
bank paper, and in a convention of the banks assembled in 
Vicksburg, late in the following autumn, resisting the re- 
sumption of specie payments by refusing to provide for the 
early redemption of her’ post notes already issued. Thus 
tke Union Bank, a great State institution, instead of leading 
the way in reform, became its opponent and the great ex- 
emplar of bank abuse to other banking institutions. The 
position of the bank at this period, was most unfortunate. 
for its own interest and the public welfare. The course 
which it pursued not only retarded the resumption of cash 
payments, but forced and induced the other banks in the 
state to adopt the post note policy, for they found it dith- 
cult to maintain cash payments while the Union Bank, with 
alarge capital, was pursuing a contrary policy in issuing a 
depreciated currency. Had the Union Bank adopted a 
sound policy at that time, there is every reason to believe 
tlat our general currency would now have been in a differ- 
ent and far better condition. From the moment of her post 
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note issues, the Union Bank was discredited abroad. ` "Phe 
public: necessarilv lost confideüce in its management and 
good faith. . When her first issues of post notes began to 
sink in value; the bank endeavored to sustain them by 
checking on the North and New Orleans—her notes being 
at a depreciation and exchange in great demand; her issues 
returned rapidly for the purchase of exchange. The citi- 
zens of neighboring states, as well as foreign creditors, ob- 
tained the issues at a depreciated rate and presented them 
for exchange; in this war the specie funds of the bank rap- 
idly diminished while the credit and character'of the bank 
and her ability for usefulness were not enhanced. "No law 
of currency is better established, than that a bank which 
" redeems its issues in specie, can maintain a much larger 
permanent circulation than one which meets them with ex- 
change, especially is that the case in this State, when the 
balance of trade is largely against us. It is a single ques- 
tion of values; exchange being worth more than specie . 
and being of greater demand will always be more greedily 
sought after. One reason urged for the post note policy 
of the Union Bank was, that if it issued notes on demand 
the specie would be àt once extracted and leave the state; 
but the policy which the bank adopted, had the effect of 
‘diminishing her specie capital in a much greater degree, 
without entitling her to the credit and character of a specie 
paying bank. | 7 i 
The committee cannot but believe that, had the bank 
brought home the specie as the instalments fell due, estab- 
lished the branches and made her issues payable at the res- 
pective branches in proportion to the stock of each, the 
bank could have maintained a circulation payable on ‘de- 
mand, if not quite as large as her post note circulation, at 
all events, as considerable as the necessities of the commu- 
nity would have required. The solvency of the bank 
would have then been secured against all contingencies, and 
its character and credit established on a firm basis. It is 
true, the bank might have lost something in the shape of 
interest by not andcipating on the instalments—it is quite 
certain that, much more will be lost in the shape of bad 
debts contracted through the expanded operations of the 
bank by post note issues. The policy of always main- 
taining specie payments would, through that bank and its 
operations upon others, have always afforded a sound cir- 
culating medium to the state, whereas the post nóte system 
is likely, in a short time, to leave us destitute of any cur- 
rency which will be received even at the greatest sacri- 
fice. The character of the Union Bank post notes suffi- 
ciently evinces the effect of such a currency upon any 
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pursuit and branch of industry. Its depreciation has al- 
ways been immense, averaging about 20 per cent., and it is 
said to be as low as 25 per cent. in New Orleans at this 
time. This depreciation is a direct tax upon the labor 
and product of the country, and one which no people can 
endure for any length of time without hopeless and irre- 
trievable ruin. 

‘The committee are of opinion that the Union Bank never 
possessed any authority to issue post notes. The 21st sec- 
tion of the charter declares that the bank shall never refuse 
specie payments, or suspend payment of any of her notes, 
and imposes damages at the rate of fifteen per cent. in case 
of refusal or suspension. A subsequent provision of the 
charter provides that the notes of the bank shall always be 
paid according to their face. The charter certainly con- 
templates no other but specie-paying paper; and in no part 
of the charter is the issuing of notes payable after date au- 
thorized. A power to issue post notes could not be infer- 
red, for it is not necessary to carry out any other grant 
made or conferred in the charter, but the right to issue 
specie-paying paper is expressly given, and is therefore the 
only paper authorized by the charter. 

The right of the bank to issue post-notes has been claim- 
ed under the post-note law of May, 1837; but that law was 
confined to banks chartered previous to its passage, and 
the charter of the Union bank was not approved until 
February, 1838. The charter of the bank required the 
action of two successive Legislatures before it became a 
law; the first action was had in 1837, the second in 1838. 
It has been contended, that the first action conferred com- 
plete charter powers, and that therefore the issue could be 
made under the post-note law of 1837. This position the 
committee conceive to be a sophism hardly worthy a pass- 
ing notice. The life and blood of the charter was the 
pledging the faith of the State; all the other provisions de- 
pended upon this, and could not have been carried out had 
this provision to pledge been stricken out or failed. The 
constitution requires the law to go upon the journals, and 
receive the sanction of two Legislatures—this would not be 
complied with by action on a part of the law. Thus much 
the committee have thought proper to say upon this subject, 
and here dismiss it. 

The cotton transactions of the bank appear to the com- 
mittec to be highly censurable in every view which can he 
taken of the subject. In the first place, the committee 
question the right of the bank to loan on cotton security. 
. There is no such right given in the charter, nor can any 

Such be necessary to carry out any of the ordinary business 
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of banking, properly considered. ‘The right to advanee 
‘upon cotton. has been claimed by the bank under a clause 
in the 9th section of the charter, which in general terms 
gives the bank the right *to discount on such terms and 
: such securities as they shall judge proper.” Had there 
been no further provision in relation to securities, there 
would have been some plausibility in the construction con- 
tended for; but even then, the better opinion would be, 
that the bank must be confined to the ordinary securities 
of bank loans and discounts. But the’ 36th section of the 
charter places the question beyond controversy, by speci- 
fying clearly the character of the security to which the 
bank is confined. It declares “that the directors of said 
offices of discount and deposite shall appropriate two-thirds 
of the capital of each office to loans on mortgages, and one- 
third to loans on promissory notes and bills of. exchange, 
as far as practicable, and the nature of the applications will 
enable them so to do." Here, then, is presented the man- 
ner in which all the capital of the bank shall be loaned, and 
it will be remarked, that cotton-traffic finds no resting-place 
in the section. - The general expression of the 9th section 
was only intended to apply to the quality of „the security 
specified in the 39th section. At all events, the specific 
enumeration of the subsequent section would prevail over 
the general terms of the former, aecording to. the settled 
rules of construction, even if there were really any discre- 
pancy between the two provisions. "The terms of the 36th 
section afford other proof that the charter did not contem- 
plate any loans until the capital was apportioned among the 
districts. It also proves that the charter of the bank has 
been violated in the manner of making the loans, as two- . 
thirds of the capital already acquired has not been loaned 
on mortgages. The committee have been unable to dis- 
cover but one loan, (and that of $15,000,) on mortgage, and 
the debt created by this act will probably prove a total loss 
to the bank,as the necessary steps were not taken to as- 
certain the prior incumbrances, under which the property 
has since been sold. , 

Had the- contracts for loans on cotton been legal, which 
the committee are far from admitting, still the objection to 
them as a measure of finance is scarcely less forcible. The 
bank-advanced sixty dollars per bale for cotton, taking the 

lanter's note, with security, as collateral pledge for the 
debt, and sold the cotton. at an average of about $35 per 
bale. Here then is a large reclaimation on the planter; 
and admitting his good faith, it will be often out-of his pow- 
er to pay;-so that the bank must suffer considerable loss. in 
this respect. -This cotton business is also disastrous to the 
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planter. At'the time of the shipment of (he cotton the 
planter could have sold it for fifteen cents per pound, cash. in 
hand; he is kept out of the proceeds for many months, and 
at last gets a return of only nine or ten cents per pound, and 
he has in the mean time been paying interest to the bank on 
his loan. 

Another great evill of the cotton business wasits tending 
to create a monopoly of bank facilities in the hands of a few 
large planters and cotton speculators, to the prejudice of 
other meritorious classes of the community, and contrary to 
any principle of discounts prescribed by the charter of the , 
bank. The amount of loans on cotton, as ascertained. by 
the committee, and shown in the foregoing statements, 1s 
$1,292,345 16—the number of persons obtaining accom- 
modations on cotton notes appear by the calculation to be 
about five hundred; and even in this distribution, the bank 
does not appear to have been governed by a desire to make 
her accommodations equal to the diversified wants of the 
.community, as will appear by reference to the statement of 
cotton notes hereinafter reported. The losses of the bank 
in the cotton speculation, by the defalcation of its agents, by 
the difference in prices paid and received for the cotton, 
and by the failure of commission-houses must, in the sequel, 
be immense. A controversy will also spring up between 
the planter and the bank as to which will bear the loss on 
the cotton, where it has occurred by the failure of the house 
chosen by the bank itself as the consignee. 

The committee cannot avoid expressing the opinion that 
banks ‘should never be permitted to speculate in the pro- 
ducts of the country, or deal in any species of property, real 
or personal. It is a practice in itself liable to great abuse, 
and dangerous in the extreme; when corporations are thus 
perniitted to go into the market and speculate on the vari- 
ous subjects of property, there is an end to individual enter- 
prise and competition. The overgrown corporation be- 
comes the king of the mart and the supreme arbiter of 
prices. _ The prices of commodities are alternately depress- 
ed and elevated, until the community becomes a helpless 
prey to their lawless rapacity. This abuse in Mississippi 
has grown to such a magnitude that it cannot be longer tol- 
eraied without endangering the interest and liberties of the 
people. | 

The committee, after a candid view of the management 
and résources of the bank, are fully persuaded that the state 
will ultimately be compelled to pay a greater portion, if not 
the entire amount of the bonds already negotiated. It is 
. altogether impossible that the profits of the bank will. meet 
its expenses, even if no losses have been incurred by bad 
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. debts. It has been shown that an immense loss has occur 
red to the bank by the insolvency of its debtors. The esti- 
mate heretofore made of that loss is doubtless less than ‘the 
real amount, and it will in-all probability be augmented by. 
the future operations of the bank. ` It is the opinion of he 
committee ‘that it would be an act of great improvidence on 
the part of the state toissue more bonds to the Union Bank, 
or any other institution, for the purpose of borrowing mo- 
ney to invest in the business of banking. “The committee 
learn that the interest on the bonds issued on account of ` 
the Planter’s Bank.has not been paid, and that. they have 
been protested in New York. The first instalment of 
those bonds amounting to $250,000, falls due in 1841, and 
it is altogether impossible that the bank will be able to pay. 
either the principal or interest. There will, in all probabr-- 
lity, be no means of payment, except by direct taxation. 
With this prospect before the state, in relation to her bonds, 
the committee are of opinion that it. would be a most sui- 
cidal policy to increase the present liability by a further 
issue or sale of the securities. They urge the propriety of 
withholding the further issue of bonds to the Union Dank, 
and of withdrawing, if not cancelling, the 5,000,000 now 
in its vaults and unsold. It is thé opinion of the committee 
that the act of the Legislature authorizing the issue of these | 
bonds, is a mere agreement without consideration to borrow 
money for the use of the bank upon certain conditions, 
provided it could be effected. ‘The agreement is inchoate, 
and vests no right unless the money is actually . bor- 
rowed. It has been ascertained that this money cannot 
be borrowed upon the conditions prescribed, and it is there- ` 
fore competent for the state to recall her securities. The 
loan of the credit of the state to the bank is a mere gift, 
and, like all other gifts, may be revoked before delivery. | 
There cannot be the least shadow of doubt that the state 
has the right to withhold the bonds not yet executed and 
delivered. | 

The committee submit whether there can be any stock- 
holders in the Unión Bank, until the bonds issued for the 
benefit of private stockholders are negotiated. The five . 
millions already negotiated belongs to the state exclusively. 
As yet, the subscribers for stock are bound for nothing, no 
money has been paid in on their account; they are not 
bound by the mortgages executed, because these mortgages 
cover only the individual stock ot the subscribers, and no 
money has yet been furnished by a negotiation of the bonds: 
to pay in the stock with. If the bank is involved at this 
time the loss must fall exclusively on the state, because the 
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present mortgages cover only the individual stoek, and are 
binding on the subscribers only in proportion to that stock. 
In order to create a right, both parties must be mutually 
bound and liable. The 11th section of the original act, and 
the 19th section of the supplemental aet of incorporation 
require the subscribers te pay in two and one half per cent. 
upon the amount of subscription. This mast be done before 
they become stoekholders in any sense, and in default of 
this it is certainly competent for the bank to declare their 
subscriptions void and entitled to no stock whatever. In 
. no instance has this subscription inoney been paid—the 
subscribers having been released from this requisition of the 
charter by the board of mamagers—the subscribers have 
paid nothing for appraisement or perfection of ‘itles; this 
expense havmg been borne by the bank, must be paid by 
the state as the only stockholder. 
The committee see no legal objection to canceling the 
bonds already issued and unsold; there is no prospect of a 
negotiation of them at present on any terms, nor eventually 
without a ruinous sacrifice; when the true condition of the 
Planters Bank bonds are known, the credit of our state 
securities will be still more depressed than at present. "The 
bank has no right to hypothecate them or sell them below. 
their specie value, and were an illegal negotiátion attempted 
it would be the duty of the state authorities to interpose and 
avert it—any other negotiation than a sale at par would be 
illegal, and not binding upon the state or its citizens. As 
to the expediency of withdrawing these bonds there can be 
no difference of opinion. The state has already a frightful 
amount of liabilities staring it in the face, with no prospect. 
of liquidation but by a direct and oppressive taxation. Jus- 
tice and the honesty of human dealing call loudly for a pause 
in this journey to state, insolvency and national ruin. Jus- 
tice to those who may be disposed to lend money, upon the 
pledge of the faith of the state, demands that we should 
stop in our mad career, for it cannot be honest for the state 
to borrow money of capitalists for ei use of the bankers 
who will never refund, and when, too, it is absolutely certain 
the state itself will have no means of discharging the debt. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

William P. Grayson, Esq., Cashier:— 


Sir—From a view of the resolutions of the examining 
committee of this institution, requiring you: to report the: 
transactions full and complete, between this bank, commis- 
sion houses, &c., as well those that were arranged to the 
satisfaction of the bank as those that were not. ln order 
that the transaction with the house of Merritt, Jennings & 
Co., shall be fully and distinetly understood, I detail to you: 
the following facts and request you to let this accompany 
your report on that subject. | 

On my arrival at home from the north I received a letter 
from you, dated at New Orleans, informing me that you 
had called on J. W. Merritt, who in consequence of the 
death of N. Merritt, my partner, had been placed by Mr. 
Jennings in the management of the business, and that he 
informed you that it was questionable whether he could 
hand you over the money, due the bank by the house, on 
account of cotton sold, for the bank, that the house would 
be short about $20,000, but he promised to hand you the 
money upon your return from Mobile, which he failed to 
do, as appeared by your report upon a return home. At 
which time I informed the directory that it would be neces- 
_sary for me to go to New Orleans and give my personal 
attention to the business of the house, with a view to the 
prompt and immediate payment of the money. To this 
you are aware that the directory objectel. I then pro 
posed to give the bank cotton and negroes, or either, to 
pay the amount thus due, and the board agreed to the pros 
position to receive cotton, which I promptly did to their 
satisfaction, which by taking up my cotton note which the 
bánk already had, was deemed sufficient to pay the bank. 
The whole transaction was such, upon examination, as to 
show the account in an unsetiled cond:tion; but so far as 
the house and myself are concerned, I consider there is no 
defalcation, as the bank has gotten what it preferred to its 
own paper. I want these facts stated by you as they are, 
büt not place me among the list of defaulters, when no such 
defalcation in point of fact really exists. AH here stated 
are known to you. -

Miss. Union Banx, Jackson, Jan. 30, 1840. 


To H. Alsbury, Esq., Chairman of the Committee appoint- 
ed by the Legislature to examine the affairs of the Mis- 
‘sissippi Union Bank: s 


Dear Sir—In reply to the enclosed letter from H. G. 
Runnels, Esq., it affords me pleasure to accompany it with 
the following statement in relation .to the transaction with 
the house of Merritt, sennings & Co., to wit: i 9 

Pursuant to instructions I proceeded to New Orleans last 
November, on business for the bank, and while there ascer- 
tained from Mr. 3. w. Merritt, that the cotton consigned to 
Merritt, sennings & Co., for account of the bank, has been 
sold, and that in consequence of the death of his brother, 
Noah Merritt, the situation of the affairs of the house was 
such that it was not in his power (acting as the attorney 
for his brother, and managing the busipess of the concern) 
to pay over the proceeds of the cotton, but would make 
every effort to do so on my return from Mobile, which he 
failed to do, as stated by Gov. Runnels in his letter above 
referred to. Previous to my leaving for Mobile, I wrote to 
Gov. Runnels, informing him of the above facts. Immedi- 
ately on my return home, and submitting my report to the 

‘board of directors (now on file) Gov. Runnels promptly 
proposed an immediate settlement of the balance due, 
amounting to $23,916 56. He proposed to give to the 
bank any security that might be deemed satisfactory to se- 
cure the bank, until he could go to New Orleans and have 
this business immediately arranged. To do this he pro- 
posed to resign as president, which was objected to by the 
board of directors, for the reason that he had just returned 
from the north, and that in the situation of the affairs of the 
bank important matters would engage the attention of the 
board for some time, and that his presence would be neces- 
sary. He then proposed to deliver to the bank cotton suf- 
ficient to pay the debt at$40 per bale, the amount the bank 
was at that time advancing, which was agreed to, and as 
soon as practicable furnished receipts for 406 bales cotton, 
and made satisfactory arrangements for the payment of his 
cotton note, anounting to $6,230.00, which it was sup- 
posed would reduce the debt owing by Merritt, sennings & 
Co., that sum; but when the account current was received, 
it was ascertained that the cotton for which the above note 
was discounted, was not placed to the credit of the bank, 
which left the amount of $23,916 56 still due, and which,

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when ascertained, the Governor furnished satisfactory evi- 
dence of a delivery of 100 bales cotton, in addition to the 
406 bales above mentioned—which leaves the situation of 
the debt thus, viz:

P. S. In stating that Gov. Runnels proposed to give to 
the bank any security that might be deemed satisfactory, 
for the payment of the debt due by Merritt, sennings & Co., 
and to resign his office as president, I do not wish to be un- 
derstood as saying that the propositions were made in a 
formal manner, and that his resignation was written out and 
tendered to the board for their action, but that they were 
made verbally during the conversation at! the board on this 
subject, and that his proposition to resign was objected to, 
not by a resolution, but by the directors individually, and 
that cotton was agreed to be taken as sufficient security for 
the debt. It was not placed on the minutes, for the reason 
that no formal action was had on the subject, as Gov. Run- 
nels declined, under the circumstances, to urge it.

former is stated, and the whole transaction between the.two . 
_banks fully expiained\m my report to the Board of -Direc- 
tory on the 16th of November last, a ccpy of which is now: 
in your passession, and which | desire. may be considered 
as part of this answer. The amount now due is $70,941 06. 
Answer to question 2d. The report referred to in my first 
answer, I desire may be considered a part of this answer 
also, which states the two several times the U. Bank agreed 
to receive the notes of the Water Works Bank, aud the 
times they ceased so to be received.

Such, viz:  - — : 
` Wm.-M. Gwin, the Marshal, desirous of confining his de- 
posites.to the Mississippi Union Bank, which were at that 
time very large, had notes of other banks, amountirig to 
about $10,000, which we were not receiving on deposite, 
but some of which we were receiving in payment of debts. 
This money, with the consent of the board of directors, I 
agreed to receive on deposite, upon condition that it should 
be paid out to his checks, and the small notes among it (the 
bank not having many small notes of its own,) as far as prac- 
ticable, to be used by the Teller in making change in other 
payments by and with the consent of the parties to whom 
said payments were made, which instructions were given to 
the Teller, and I believe by him invariably complied with. 
The other cases are the following, viz: 
Two individuals had payments to make to the bank, and 
found it difficult to procure such money as we were receiv- 
ing—one who had to pay $3,150, proposed to pay it in the 
notes of the Commercial and Rail Road Bank of Vicksburg, 


with the undeistanding that it should be redeemed in a ` 


reasonable time with the notes of the Union Bank. The 
other individual had to pay $1,315 50, and proposed to me 
to receive a deposite certificate of the Citizen's Bank of 
Madison county; for. $2,000, and that he would redeem it 
in a short time, which I accordingly consented to do. ‘I'he 
last and only case I recollect of this character, is the fol- 
lowing, viz : One of the directors received a loan of $3,300, 
with the consert of the Board, upon the following security, 
viz: adeposite of 3,000 in the notes of the Bank of Lex- 
ington, $800 specie funds, and a good acceptance for 
$6,000, as collateral security. This loan was for a short 
time, and the collateral security has been redeemed. On 

these deposites, interest was charged. 
Answer to question 9th—It was with the consent and ap- 
probation of the Board of Directory that domestic exchange 
was purchased, which was always done by the Board in 
session, or by a committee consisting of the President, 
Cashier and two Directors, appointed pursuant to the 17th 
article of the by-laws, quarterly, by ballot, for that purpose.

Answer to question 11th—I do not know. The proceeds 
of notes discounted have sometimes been drawn by the di- 
rectors, or some of them, with the checks of the drawers, 
SE placed to Ce credit in bank.

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of the directors advanced money to persons who had offered 
notes for discount, and were anxious to return home, upon a 
premise of the board to discount the notes when they came 
up, and some who received the money to send to the parties, 
and have frequently heard a director state at the board 
that a certain note was for his benefit, but thinks in most 
cases the name of the director was on the note. Each of 
the directors, in his answer to this question, have mentioned 
the notes, when his name did not appear, discounted for his 
benefit, if any, from whom alone this information can be 
obtained. 

Answer to question 12th. I do not know of any such in- 
stance—have never heard of such, and have too much con- 
fidence in every officer of the bank to believe it. And I

The undersigned, Directors of the Vicksburg Wa- 
ter Works and Banking Company, having learned that the 
Union Bank has commenced receiving the paper of certain 
banks of this State in payment of exchange.on New Or- 
leans, beg leave respectfully to submit to your Board an 
application, that tlie paper of the Water Works Bank may 
- be received by your institution upon the same terms as the 

paper of the banks above alluded to. ` 

We annex a statement of the book keeper, from which it 
‘will appear that the liabilities of this bank are, in notes iù 
circulation $150,000, and in certificates of deposite $79,- 
000, making a total of $269,000. | 

From this statement it will appear that the extent of the 
bank liabilities are so smal! as to prevent the possibility of a 
loss to the Union Bank by taking her paper. The means 
of the institution are ample for the redemption of its liabili- 
ties in a very short time, are regularly increasing by a call 
of 10 per cent. on the stock, which has beea made and 
which will be paid in November, and by a regular curtail of 
20 per cent. on her discounted paper every four months. 
We are so fully convinced of the ability of the bank to 
meet all ber engagements by the time that there will prob- 
ably be a resumption of specie payments by the banks of 
the State. generally, that we, without hesitation, trust to ` 
your institution as a security against eny loss or inconve-

' At which time the balance against said bank, after sehd- 
ing to it and charging their account with their notes then 
en hand, was $79,001 14. 

On the 12th day of February last, at the request -of the 
Board, I inquired of said Bank, by letter of that date, what 
. arrangements it could make for the payment of the balance 
against it, stating that it would be satisfactory to receive in | 
payment of the same, checks on the North or New Orleans, 
at sight or short date. In reply to which Mr. Webster, the 
Cashier, informed me that he could not draw ‘either on the 
North or upon New Orleans, but would endeavor to reduce 
said balance by remittances in our own paper, and such 
other specie funds as they could command, which he was 
unable to do, except to a very small amount. Soon after 
this, the Directors of the Water Works Bank were changed, 
and on the 17th of May last they made application to have 
the notes of the Water Works Bank received at our counter 
again in payment of debts due, without tendering any secu- 
rity other than the credit of said bank, and pursuant toa 
resolution adopted on that day the notes of that bank were 
again received at our counter, and were continued to be So 
received until the 27th of September last, when, by a reso- 
lutien of the Board, this bank again ceased taking its notes. 

On the 25th of July last, the President of said bank pro- 
posed to this Board to reduce the balance, at that time 
. amounting to $77,582 62, in this way, viz: To select from 
a list furnished of its discounted debt, such paper as they 
would be willing to disccunt for that purpose, with the en- 
dorsement of said bank, which was retainmg the same se- 
curity the bank had for said balance with the additional 
security of the parties to said paper, and accordingly the 
amount of 43,724 96 was selected and discounted, and the 
proceeds applied on the. 7th of August last to the credit 
of the said bank, against said balance, which reduced it to 
. $44,959 63. | 

In consequence of the resolution passed on the 17th of 
May last, by which the notes of the Water Works Bank 
were again received by this bank, the balance has increased 
to $70,941 06,and should the notes and bills discounted for 
said baak not be paid n such funds as we are now receiv- 
ing in payment of debts, of which I have no doubt, as the 
parties whose -paper has fallen due claim the right and re- 
fuse to pay them otherwise than in Water Works money, 
then it will increase said balance to $114,666 02. 
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The proposition is still before the Board to discount & 
further amount of their Bills Receivable and Bills of Ex- 
ehange to reduce this balance, as the only means that the 
bank has to liquidate said debt, having failed to make any 
negotiation at the North. 

It is the opinion of the Bank Attorney that this bank 
ought not to receive a transfer of the debts due that bank, 
unless the latter will cause the notes, &c. to be renewed by 
the parties to them, making them payable to the Mississippi

placed said notes in my hands. Every note thus discount- 
ed was considered good, and I have never in any instance 
offered paper for discount that I did not regard as very 
good. 

Answer 2. I have not. 

Answer 3. I was not. — 

Answer 4. I have not in any instance sanctioned the dis- 
count of paper which I considered not good. I consider 
this question obscure, and if any particular case is intend- 
ed to be reached, I am willing to be examimed orally in 
reference to the same. 

I will remark that I know of but one ease of a loan hav- 
ing been male to any individual on a mortgage of Real and 
Personal Estate, where a full and satisfactory investigation 
of the titles was not entered into. The case alluded to by 
myself, is that of the late Wm. Trahern, of Hinds county. 
In reference to this business I will say, that Major Trahern 
was the owner of a handsome Real and Personal Estate in 
this county, and upon his representing that the amount ap- 
plied for would release him from all judgments and execu- 
tions existing against him, and that in addition to good per- 
sonal security, he was willing to mortgage his whole estate 
to indemnify the bank, .1 consented to loan him $15,000. 
At the time this loan was granted, I firmly believed the bank 
was doing a safe business, as the property mortgaged was 
worth, in my estimation, at least forty thousand dollars, and 
the notes were also fortified by names I then regarded as 
very good. 

This loan did not release me from any responsibility for 
Major Trahern, as my name was not on any paper which 
was to be cancelled by the application cf said loan. 1 can- 
not yet think the bank will be loser by this operation to 
any serious extent, if at all.

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interest in them. ButIT cannot possibly say to what extent, 
where or to whom granted, or who of the board to exempt 
from such declaration of occasional interest in discounts. 
. Answer to question 3. On examination of the books I find 
the Mississippi Union Bank again on the 17th of May,1839, 
renewed the intercourse with the Water Works Bank 
of Vicksburg by taking their paper or notes which had 
been discounted since the 28th of December previous, and 
which again was discounted on the 27th September, 1839. 
On the 17th May, 1839, the debt due this bank by the 
Water Works Bank was $79,889 77. The proposition of 
Mr. B. Garland, as President of the Water Works Bank, 
was several days under consideration, wherein the directory 
of that institution was pledged by Mr. B. Garland to give 
every or any security that would be satisfactory to make 
good any deficiencies that might occur, and the names of 
several of the new directors of most responsible character 
and means being given, and their expose of their bank con- 
dition being considered fair, it was thought by our board to 
be a safe affair. I did not know-at that time that any of 
our board were interested in the stock of the Water Works 
Bank, and not until late in July, when, from rumor only, I . 
heard that Dr. Morgan and H. G. Runnels were stockhold- 
ers, and at first and for some time doubted it. ‘The amount 
of the debt that bank owes now, is before you. I have 
never heard that any other member of our board had any 
interest in the Water Works Bank, but the two named. 

Answer to question 4. As to the operations of the bank 
which entitle it to censure, the facts as furnished your 
body, I would suppose much better data to base conclusions 
on than my opinion of the matter, particularly as E too am 
a party to be censured if the facts justify such conclusions.

I transmit herewith copies of letters received by me on 
Saturday evening last, from T. Dunlap, Esq. President of 
the Bank of the United States, and from Fletcher Wilson,- 
Esq., of the House of Thomas Wilson & Co. of London. It 
appears that “no provision having been made‘in New York 
for the payment of interest op the Coupons of $57,000 of 
Mississippi. stock held in that city, the credit of the State 
was exposed to injury.” The interest due was paid by the 
agent of the Bank of the United States, I presume, after 
the Coupons were protested. ` The President of the. Bank 
of the United States alleges that the Bank over which he :

onds of Mississippi in Europe,” and that “it. would be 
very satisfactory to know that the needful measures have 
been taken to secure the punctual payment of the. next, in- 
terest,” and requests me to instruct “the proper department 
to inform him, at an early period, whether this has been

The Mississippi stock, on which the Coupons for interest 
due on the 1st day of January last, payable in New York, 
were not paid at maturity, but paid subsequently by the 
Bank of the United States, are the Bonds of the State sold 
in the year 1831 to pay for the subscription. of the State 
stock in the Planters’ Bank of the State of Missigsippi. 
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The act approved, December 31st, 1831, “direéting the 
mode ef choosing electors to' vote for President and: Vice 
President of the United States” provides that an el 
shall be held for such electors on. the first Monday ir 
vember “in each and every year when the election for 


President and Viee President shall take place.” At the ` 


election for electors in November, 1836, the election was 
held but for one day in most of the counties, and the polls 
were kept open for two days in the others. The voters 
were generally under the impression that the polls would 
be kept open for two days, as required by law in relation 
to other elections, and many were thus prevented from 
voting. Ido not conceive that it would be proper for the 
Secretary of State, in casti.g up and counting the votes for 
electors, to reject the votes of those counties where the 
polls are kept open for two days in violation of the statute. 
I have ordered a special election for District Attorney of 
the Seventh Judicial District, to fill a vacaney, on the first 
Monday and day following in November next, and will 
order elections to fill vacancies in all District and State 
offices occurring in the intermediate period to.be held on 
the same days. To prevent illegality in holding elections 
for electors, and to afford every citizen of the State an op- 
portunity of voting at that important election, and thus in- 
suring a fair expression of public opinion, I respectfully re- 
commend that the law be amended, and that the Sheriffs of 
the several counties be required to keep the polls open for 
two days at all future elections for electors of President and 
Vice President of the United States. 

At the request of the Legislature of New Jersey, I sub- 
mit to your consideration sundry jomt resolutions of that 
State, in relation to the refusal of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Congress of the United States to permit “five 
of the persons duly commissioned as representatives of the

Report from the Committee on Public Buildings. 


The committee on. Publie Buildings, to whom was referred 
the joint resolution requiring of them “to make an exami- 
nation into the condition and progress of the state edifices 
now being erected at the seat of government,” have dis- 
charged that duty and herewith submit their report: 

The Legislature at their January session of 1836, remo- 
deled entirely the plan of the Public Buildings which had 
been previously adopted by the state, and procured the ser- 
vices of Wm. Nichols, Esq. as the present State Architect 
to carry into effect the new designs. The work that was 
done in pursuance of the first plan of the Legislature had 
to be demolished, and the whole commenced anew. Many 
difficulties from the inevitable force of cireumstances con- 
stantly arose to impede the progress of the work. A State 
capitol was urgently demanded for the convenience of the 
Legislature, and the other departments of Government 
made it necessary that every expediency should be resorted. 
to to furnish the State with the edifice as early as possible 
—not only the rubbish had to be removed from the site of 
the rejected building, but a worse rubbish in the character 
of incompetent workmen and supernumerary contractors. 
had to be set aside before the present plans could be put 
under way. Even after the commencement of the reform 
in the arrangement of the buildings, the embarrassment of 
the times, the depreciation of our money, and the attendant 
difficulty of procuring suitable persons to do the work, 
created many and serious obstacles which were, however, 
skilfully overcome, and the work may be said to have pro- 
gressed to its present completion as expeditiously as could 
be expected or required. 

It was found that the plan of having a board of commis- 
sioners to superintend the public, buildmgs, was productive 
of confusion and perplexity. The Legislature consequently . 
disbanded the board, and two: winters ago substituted a 
single commissioner to attend to that branch of publie duty. 
Charles Lynch, Esq. was chosen under the last arrange- 
ment, and continued to discharge the duties of commissioner 
up to the end of his term of office, which expired on the. 
first of the present month. 

During the time Mr. Lynch acted as commissioner of 
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Public ‘Buildings, the greater portion of the work on the 
buildings hid been done; the interior of (he capitol was 
finished, and the furniture and fixtures purchased under his 
supervision, and the foundations of the penitentiary and 
government houses laid. The state was fortunate in pro- 
curing the services of a gentleman so well qualified, and 
who devoted his unremitting attention to the duties of his 
office. The taste displayed by the commissioner in. the 
» purchase of the furniture and ornaments for the, interior of 
the capitcl, speak sufficiently of itself in the studied manner 
in which they conform to thé dignityjand magnificence of 
the building; while the ornaments and furniture are in per- 
fect keeping with the building. The commissioner has 
unquestionably pursued ‘a commendable economy in all of 
his outlays, and your committee cannot withhold from him 
that praise thatis due to a public officer who has discharged 
his duty with marked industry, integrity and skill. 
Upon the examination of the accounts, disbursments, &c. 
made since last winter, it appears that there has been

From the above statement it will appear that of the ap: 
propriations heretofore made, there remains $24,957 83 of 
that amount unexpended, but which will not be sufficien 
to coatinue the work for any length of time. 

In the annexed document marked A, the report of the 
State Architect will be found, to which we would call the 
attention of the Legislature as being a correct statement in 
detail of the present situation of the Penitentirry and Gov- 
ernment House, as found to be true from the examinations 
made by the committee of these buildings, and also an esti- 
mate of the amount that will be required for the completion 
of these edifices. 3 

Your ‘committee would recommend that the State pro- 
ceed without delay to the completion of all the buildings, 


! 
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bat more particularly the State Penitentiary, im order to 
put the last building in readiness to receive such convicts 
as may be sentenced to hard labor and confinement in that 
prison. . . , 

By the throwing up of a temporary wooden enelosure 
around the wing of the Penitentiary now nearly completed, 
convicts might be received, safely kept and put to labor, and 
their services made useful in working on the present build- 
ing and aiding Bj its completion. In relation to the subject 
submitted to the committee of suggesting alterations (if re- 
quired,) in the law providing for the regulation and safe 
conduct of (hei State Penitentiary, your committee are 
of the opinion no important change will be necessary at 
this time; and if! the law be changed at all, those changes 
should run through the whole code in relation to the pen- 
itentiary, and your eommittee would leave the matter to be 
tested by experience and time, and the wisdom of future 
legislation. : 

The plan of the State prison has been adopted with the 
view of adopting the Auburn system of a penitentiary. Am 
establishment which has, since its commencement, obtained 
the most signal success and received public commer dation 
in the highest degree. A system that provides solitary cells 
for all the convicts at night, with common labor during 
the day; and which upon trial has been found productive 
of the happiest consequences, wherever the plan has been 
adopted. 

There are but two systems of prison discipline known in 
the United States; the one adopted by the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and Oe other the Auburn plan alluded to above. 
The two systems, although differing essentially in leading 
points have, however, a common basis, and without which 
no system is practicable; this basis is the 2solation of the 
prisoners. Better experience, in the judgment of the com- 
mittee, has given the weight of its testimony in favor of the 
plan proposed to be adopted by the State after the Auburn 
institution; the final adoption of which your committee 
would recommend, In prisons after this model, the con- 
victs are secured {n solitary cells at night, and required to 
work in common ‘work-shops during the day and subjected 
to the laws of ma og silence; the effect of which is, 


though thus thrown together, they are in effect completely 
isolated. 

Labor in commen and in silence form the characteristic 
traits which distinguishes the Auburn system from all 
others. Your committee would, however then recommend 
the finishing of a row of cells not exceeding twenty-five in

number on the basement story of the western wing of the 
Penitentiary, to receive persons that may be sentenced to 
solitary confinement’ without being specially condemned to 
the same; and that the criminal law be se amended as "o 
make offences only of an eutrageous and horrible character 
punished by such confinement—perpetual seclusion in a cell 
subdues the prisoner without the use of any moral correc- 
tive, and thus deprives his submission of that restrain- 
which is calculated to reform and refit the sutferer for act 
tional life—locked up in his narrow space lie undergoes 
no discipline, and is subject to no rule; the application of 
which would conquer his violent passions or seften a dispo- 
sition seared hy crime—if he labors it is only to avoid the 
blank that surrounds him; in short, obeys much less any 
rule of discipline than physical impossibility of acting 
-other wise. 

The long hours of solitude not even relieved by labor 
when the wretched inmate is surrendered up a prey to the 
remorse of his soul and the terrors of his imagination, would 
soon engender physical disease and mental debility, and in 
a short time hurry thé victim off from his lonely and degra- 
ded existence. 

Whatever be the-crime of the guilty prisoner no one has 


a right to deprive him inany way of hislife; when society de- . 


crees merely to deprive him ofliberty. But such however, 


would be the result of absolute solitude if no alleviation of ` 


its rigours Were offered. Your committee therefore recom- 


mend that these cells be provided each with a separate..

a trade that he may pursue alone. 
In order to complete the entire design projected by the 
State heretofore, an additional appropriation will be requir- 
ed from the Legislature this year. Tho condition of the 
State finances, although exceedingly embarrassed, and the 
situation such, that it should not be improvidently dealt with 
ought not however, to prevent the completion of these build- 
ings, if it is at all in the power of the State to provide for 
them. To discontinue the buildings now, would be to sub- 
ject them to exposure, and consequently destruction, and 
retard the conveniences, and utility expected from them by 
the State. The penitentiary should be allowed, by all 
means to progress as rapidly as possible. The change in 
our criminal laws condemning many offences to the peni- 
tentiary, is thronging our county jails with offenders kept 
at great expense and public inconvenience, and can only be 
obviated by placing this prison in a situation’ to receive the 
convicts of the State. If therefore the treasury has become 
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too much exhausted by the demands against the State, your 

committee would respectfully suggest, if it would not be ex- 

pedient to authorize the treasurer of the State, upon. the ` 
warrants of the Auditor given to the contractors of work 

about the public buildings, to issue drafts payable at a fu- 

ture day with interest for the demands against the State, 

which drafts ipight be used so as to secure the labor and 

materials necessary to complete the State buildings. 

The scale upon which these buildings are being erected. 
was adopted after long advice and deliberation by the Legis- 
lature, and reflects the highest credit upon its liberality and 
taste. The Sims. industry of the Architect in the employ- 


ment of the State, gives us a. guaranty that the whole will 
' be completed in the most perfect manner. 

The State Capitol is a building that would do honor to 
any country—noble and commanding in its outline, correct 
in its proportions, beautifulin its finish, convenient in its. 
divisions, and in ornament simple and elegant. The Archi- 
tect, Mr. Nichols, appears to have studied his profession 
with attention and success. He ts chaste in his selections 
from ancient nédels; in their applieation tasteful and con- 
gruous, and in design bold and comprehensive; and if archi- 
tecture is expréssive, this edifice is destined to become a re- 
eord of the good taste and judgment of the times, and a 
monument of the munificence of the Legislature. 


(A) 
To the chairman of the joint committee of the Legislature 
| on public buildings: 

The State Architect would respectfully report — 

That every exertion has been made to get the peniten- 
tiary ready for the reception of convicts; and whatever 
could be achieved by the current funds of the State, has 
been performed, 

The brick work of the keeper’s house and of the east 
wing of the prison is finished. The carpenter’s work is 
nearly so, and the whole has received a fire proof covering, 
done in a masterly manner; but glass and paints, as well as 
a considerable portion of the iron work for securing the 
doors and windows are yet wanting, and ean only be pro- 
cured by money current inotaer States. to purchase the ma- 
terials. The sthith’s work can be mostly executed within 
the limits of the! prison, and to which the labour of some of ~ 
the convicts will be applied. ` 

The keeper’s house will afford, in the basement story, am- 
ple room and sécurity for stores and provisions, with con- 
venient access to the same for keeper or clerk. On the 
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- principal floor are distributed the offices of inspectors, war- 
dens, and clerks, the kitchen, laundry and guard room; and 
on the upper floor an infirmary for the sick, an apothecary’s 
shop, rooms for guard and belfry. 

The east prison contains one hundred and fifty cells on 
three stories, conformable to the Auburn system of prison 
discipline, which is solitary confinement at night and during 
meals, and continual silence rigidly énforced whilst work- 
ing together by day; and such is the construction of the 
prison as to healthand security,that each cell can be complete- 
ly ventilated from without, and the whole number. confined, 
at the same time be within the supervision of a single guard. 

The area within the cells is one hundred and fifty feet 
long, twenty feet wide, and forty feet high; and will form 
an excellent work shop, light and airy, for one hundred con- 
victs at within-door trades, until suitable work shops can be 
otherwise provided. The prison yard, when walled in, will 
be sufficiently capacious to contain all the work-shops or 
factories that may be required. To build the exterior wall 
will require nearly one and a half million bricks; ull of 
which, under proper supervision, might be made by the 
convicts, on the adjacent ground belonging to the peniten- 
tiary, by which means a considerabie amount will be saved; 
such at least was the case in finishing the penitentiary at 
Baton E - 

Until the outer wall is built, a temporary plank fence 
twenty feet high and serrated on top, must be raised round 
the east prison to prevent external communication with the 
convicts, twenty-five or fifty of whom might then be imme 
diately received and usefully employed in clearing and level- 
ing rubbish, etc. | 

Of the appropriations heretofore made, there remains un- 
expended on the penitentiary about ten thousand dollars. 
In discharge of claims on unfinished contracts when com- 
pleted, and for work yet to be done, a further appropriation 
of forty thousand dollars will be necessary. 

The mansion house for the residence of the Governor is 
now being built agreeably with the plan approved last 
Legislature. The building will be seventy-two by fifty- 
three feet. The ground or basement story is eight feet 
high and is divided into servants rooms, store room, and 
cellar. 

On the principal floor the main entrance is from a portico 
twenty-eight by twelve feet into an octagon vestibule, 
which communicates with a drawing room fifty by twenty- 
four feet, with a dining room, which by means of folding 
doors, may: be made of the same size, and with the great 
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staircase leading to the upper floor; in rear of these will 
be a suite of comfortable family rooms; the upper floor will 
contain four spacious chambers, a wardrobe and a private 
stair-case, communicating with the. basement story. . 

The portico;on the principal front, will be supported by 
columns of the Corinthian order. In finishing the building, 
it is intended to avoid a profusion of ornament, and to ad- 
here to a plain republican simplicitv, as best comporting 
with the dignity of the State. 

Seven years since the Legislature made an appropriation 
of ten thousand, dollars for building a house for the Gover- 
nor. ‘This sum.was too little, even in that day, when labor 
and materials cost but one third of their present prices. It 
will require a further appropriation of thirty thousand dol- 
lars to complete the building and its appendages. 

The State capitol has progressed considerably towards a 
completion; in the finish of the building, very skilful work- 
men were required, and I have been more fortunate during 
the last year than heretofore in getting such around me. 
The manner and style of their operations, I trust, will en- 
sure approbation. ) 

Much labor has been expended in furnishing the various 
offices and halls with book cases, desks, tables, etc. The 
desks for members in the hall of Representatives, and ac- 
commodations for the bench and bar of the chancery court- 
room, are yet.unfinished, as well as the plastering in one of 
the corridors on basement story, and in the State library. 

Of the appropriations made for finishing the State capitol, 
there remains unapplied about eight thousand dollars. 

The unfinished contracts when perfected, and the unsettl- 
ed claims for labor will, in addition to what,may be required 
to funish the building, ask for a further appropriation of 
twelve thousand dollars.

Mr. Matthews, of Tishemingo, chairman on the part of 


the House of Representatives of the joint select committee 
of the two Houses, appointed to investigate the condition 
and proceedings of the Mississippi and Alabama Rail Road 
Company, made the, following report, to wit: . 
The joint select committee appointed by resolution of 
both Houses on the 10th January, to investigate the condi- 
tion and proceedings of the Mississippi Alabama Rail Road 
Company, and to whom upon the 15th'inst, was also refer- 
red by resolution introduced by the Senator. from Rankin, 
“to examine into the’ reports and rumors in circulation, 
that the Brandon Bank directory are now discounting their 
issues, and selling the same at ten cents on the dollar,” have 
instructed us to make the following report: | m 
The committee, deeply impressed with the importance of 
the subjects committed to their investigation, lost no time 
in organizing, and immediately adopted a resolution instruct- 
ing their chairman to address a note to the President and 
Directors of the Mississippi and Alabama Rail Road Com- 
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. pany, advising them of the appointment of the committee; 
accompanied with an authentieated copy of the resolution 
of the two Houses, and requesting to be informed when the. 
committee could get access to the books for examination at: 
this place. After some days delay, a reply was received 
from Gov. Lynch, the President of the institution, dated the 
21st January, in substance, that the books were then at. 
Brandon, and that the committee could have access to them 
at that place; but that on the following Monday they would 
be at Canton, Madison county court, under a subpena duces 
tecum, which had been served upon the officers of the bank. . 
The committee conveaed on the 22d and examined the 
President forthwith, but their examination resulted. in no 
important disclosure or information. He declared that he 
had never looked into a book of the Dank, and knew very 
little abeut the condition or the transactions of the institu- 
tion. - It is due to him, to say, that it was not until recently 
that he had any connection with the Bank. But the com- 
mittee cannot refrain from the remark, that such absolute 
ignorance on the points to which their inquiries were di- 
rected, on the part of the President of a Bank, is not less 
censurable than it is extraordinary. This remark is still 
more emphatically applicable since the transfer whieh Gov. 
Lynch informed them had been made of all the property 
and effects of the institution, into the hands of Mr. Crozier 
and himself as trustees for the benefit of the creditors, In. 
answer to an inquiry, whether he had an inventory of such 
effects, he replied, that he had not, and although seme of 
them were in his possession, he did not know what they 
were—that Mr. Crozier, the other trustee, had the manage- 
ment of the business, &c. In reply to an enquiry, where 
Mr. Crozier was at this time, he said that he did not know; 
he understoed that he had gone to Philadelphia, attending to 
his private business. | 

The committee having been detidedly of the opinion that 
the period between the receipt of the letter of the President 
to which reference has been made, and the Monday follow- 
ing when the books were to be in Canton, was altogether 
inadequate to a thorough examination, adopted a resolution: 
to await the return of the books, of which the President 
‘promised to give immediate notice, intending, if necessary, 
to ask leave of absence to proceed to Brandon to prosecute 
the investigation. The chairman, at this stage of their pro- 
ceedings, although not aütherized or required by the com- 
mitteé to do so, on his own responsibility stated to thé Sen- 
ate, that their investigation was suspended, and gave briefly 
the reasons. "The committee are informed that (he books 
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have not yet beem returned, and they have consequently. 
been unable to prosecute their investigation to any satisfac- 
tory extent. E. | 

` They are informed by the President and one of the Direc- 
tors who were examined, that they suppose the circulation 
and other liabilities of the bank are about $2,900,000, and the 
bills receivable about $4,000,000, or more; but that the whole 
may be considered doubtful. The bank had in no instance . 
of suit, been able to obtain a verdict in their favor. The 
committee were also informed upon the same authority, that 
several hundred thousand dollars of the best assets of the 
bank had been, transferred to George Adams, Esq. for col- 
lection, in the name and for the use of the state, to pay the 
judgments obtained by the state against them. The com- 
mittee directed their inquiries especially to the point, wheth- 
er there weré any available means belonging to the bank, 
within reach of the State. In the course of their inquiries 
to this end they were informed that a balance of specie 
funds, the proceeds of cotton sold in Liverpool, amounting 
to over $100,000 had been received by Mr. De Wolf 
Smith in Philadelphia, and is unjustly and fraudulently 
withheld from the Bank. "E 

In the examination of a witness who had been a clerk of 
the bank, it was stated in reply to a question, that he had 
known the directors to overdraw their accounts some $20,- 
'000, but as soon as it was ascertained, the overdraught was 
always settled by note or otherwise. 

Upon the general subject of the condition and former 
operations of the Dank, the limited means of the committee 
to obtain accurate information, and especially their inability 
to obtain access to the books, leave them only the alterna- 
tive of silence or making this meagre and indefinite state- 
ment, which they offer rather as an apology for the failure 
of the investigation for which they were appointed. . 

It is a subject of chagrin to them, that circumstances 
have precluded that thorough scrutiny and research which 
the legislature expected from them, and which it was their 
‘most anxious desire to make. ` 

On the subject last referred to the committee, viz: the 
rumor that the bank had . recently been discounting, and is- 
suing its paper at the rate of its ruinous depreciation, your 
‘committee made, as thorough an investigation as they could 
do, under the adverse circumstances of very limited time at 
the close of the session, when much engrossed with. other 
business, and the want of access to the books of the bank. 

Your committee have not been able to find other, or bet- 
ter foundation for the reports alluded,to, than the following 
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facts, which they ascertained on the authority of the clerk 
alluded to in the previous part of this report, and corrobora- ' 
ted by the testimony of one of the directors. The director 
stated that by a contract made in February, 1837, with 
Major Petrie, the Engineer of the road, he was author- . 
ized to draw without limit, and to pay in the notes of the 
bank at whatever depreciation, for iron, &c. which the 
prosecution of the work of the road required. 

The clerk stated distinctly, that he had received a years’ 
salary in the notes of the bank, at the rate of about eighteen 
cents to the dollar, and he supposed others were paid in a 
similar manner.  'lheir imperfect examination leads the 
committee to the conclusion that the reports referred to, had 
their origin in some of these transactions, and that they are 
not probably otherwise founded in truth. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

House, and after some time spent therein, the committee 
rose and reported progress through their chairman, Mr. Bod- 
ley, that they had had under consideration a bill to be enti- 
tled ‘an act making certain appropriations therein named,’ 
and have made sundry amendments in relation thereto; 

On motion of Mr. Bodley, 
The report of the committee of the whole House was re- 


- ceived and agreed to. 


On motion of Mr. Hargrove, 
The constitutional rule of the House requiring bills to be 
read upon three several days was dispensed with, the bill 
considered as engrossed, read the third time, and the ques-

I am farther instructed to report that the committee in 
the course of their examination, have found four accounts 
upon which they did not pass, and herewith submit them. 
The reasons which influenced the committee in not act- 
ing on ‘those accounts, were, that they believed from the 
best information they could get, that some of the gentlemen 
m whose favor the accounts were audited, did not perform 
the services as there charged, and consequently ought not 

, to be paid out of the funds of the State. The committee, 

' however, take pleasure in stating as their opinion that the 
Auditor of Public Accounts is entirely free from censure in 
issuing his warrant for those accounts. 

In conclusion, the committee take great pleasure in stat- 

. ing that they have been greatly aided in the discharge of 
their duties by the superior style and correct manner in 
which “they found the offices of the Auditor and Treasurer 
kept. "The duties of both these offices have been discharged 
so far as the committee have been able to discover, in a 
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manner well calculated to do credit to the present Auditor 
and Treasurer, as well as the late Treasurer. mn 

It appears further, as 1 am instructed to report, that Silas* 
Brown, dec’d, is in arrears to the State Treasury $497 28, 
at least the receipt warrant on file is evidence of his having 
received the money, and the committee could find no ac- 
count of its disbursement. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

“An act for the relief of Thomas L. Mott, Collector 
of Jones county, and of John G Robinson, Tax Collector of 
Amite county.” ; : "A 

The first named: act authorizes the Auditor to issue his 
receipt warrant in favor of William.Ransom, for the sum of 
$1349 10, and requires the State Treasurer to credit his ac- 
count with that sum. That sum was due and payable into | 
the.State Treasury on the 1st of March, 1839. The Legis- 
lature of the last session extended the time of payment until 
the 1st day of May, 1839, and authorized the. Treasurer to 
receive such notes of the incorporated Banks of this State, 
as had been received by Tax collectors previous to the re- 
ception of notice of the passage of the *act to rescind and 
repeal a resolution passed and approved May 11th, 1837,” 
in relation to the revenue of this State. The said act was. 
approved January 26th, 1839, and the last section provides, 
“that any collector of taxes or receiver of the public revenue 
who fails to make out and present the statement herein be- — 
fore provided for, within ninety days after the passage of 
this act, shall be accountable to the State for the fuli amount 
of taxes or revenue collected or received by him in current 
money of the State of. Mississippi.” It appears that Wm. 
Ransom presented to the Auditor on the 16th day of May, 
1839, a statement verified by. his oath, showing that he had 
collected $1,329, “in notes of the Mississippi and Alabama 
Rail Road Company, and twenty dollars of the Citizen’s 
Bank of Madison‘county,” and demanded a receipt warrant 
to enable him to pay said notes into the Treasury. The 
Auditor, as he was bound by law to do, refused to issue the 
receipt warrant required. It appears that the State’ Treas- 
urer gave (but not in his official capacity) a receipt to said 
Ransom for said notes, and states expressly in the receipt 
that “the time having expired after which the law provides 
the receiving of such paper for taxes, the Auditor of Public 
Accounts was not authorized to issue his receipt warrant for 
the same,” and that he has “taken it for safe keeping, and 
promises to pay it over to the order of Wm. Ransom, or the 
holder of the receipt.” The late Treasurer did not credit 
the said sum on the books in his office. After his death the 
money he left on hand was counted and his papers examined 
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in the presence of two of his sureties. Subsequently, his 
books were written up by his suecesser, and he was found 
to be in default several hundred dollars, and suit has been 
instituted on his bond for the recovery of the balance due ` 
the State. 

The “act for the relief of Marcus E. Carter” proposes to 
dismiss tlie suit instituted on the bond of Marcus E. Carter, 
tax collector of Covington county, for the recovery of the 
State tax due for the fiscal year ending March 1st, 1837. It 
appears from the report of the Joint Committee of the Leg- 
islature on the books and papers of the late Auditor, John 
H. Mallory, and on the State Funds made to the Executive 
on the 13th of November, 1838, that “Marcus E. Carter, as- 
sessor and Colleetor for Covington county, apparently made 
a settlement ist May, 1837, with C. C. Mayson, (as the 
memorandum ef said settlement is in the hand writing of 
said C. €. Mayson,) and the following words upon the me- 
morandum and in the same hand writing *receipt warrant 
to issue for this amount, May 1st, 1837, pd. €. C. M. |'The 
amount referred to is $834 28.” (see Jour. of the House 1839, 
page 255.) The committee further state that said payment 
was unauthorized by law. "The sum received by Mayson 
of Carter was not passed by him to the credit of the State, 
and has not been accounted for by him or by his represen- 
tatives. 

The bill for the relief of Bennet R. Allen proposes to au- 
thorize and direct the Auditor to issue his receipt warrant 
in favor of Bennet R. Allen, for the sum of $3911 45, and 
instruct the district attorney, upon the presentation of said 
warrant to dismiss the suit, which has been instituted against 
him for said amount. Tkis sum is due for State taxes of 
the fiscal year ending March 1st, 1837, and it seems that 
Allen paid over said sum to the former Treasurer, C. C. 
Mayson, on the 5th day of May, 1837, witheut settling with 
the Auditor, and obtaining his receipt warrant as the law 
expressly requires. The fifth section of the aet to define 
the duties of the state treasurer, and to establish his salary, 
approved March 2nd, 1833, is as follows: *It shall not be 
lawful for the treasurer to pay or receive any money. or 
account of this state, but on warrant or certificate from the 
auditor of publie accounts, unless in case where any future 
act of the legislature of this State, shall in express words, 
and not by implication, inference, or construction only, de- 
clare that in that particular case, it is to be understood as 
the intention of the legislature that the claims specified by 
such act shall not be audited in the regular course.’ It is . 
the duty of the assessors and collectors, to read, study, and 
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understand the laws regulating their"proceedings. They 
are not compelled by-law to hold such offices, and if through 
ignorance or negligence they fail to pay the taxes into the 
treasury at the time, and in the manner prescribed by law, 
they alone should suffer the consequences. The claims un- 
der consideration, are not supported either by the laws of 
the land, or the principles of equity and justice. The bills 
do noteven provide that the state treasurer's receipts shall 
be delivered up, in order that recourse might be had on the 
treasurer's bond. Even should they be surrendered, the sure- 
ties of Silas Brown could not be made accountable for the 
money he received of Ransom, and it is doubted whether 
Mayson's sureties could be held liable in those cases where 
he has received money of tax collectors, without leaving the . 
auditor's receipt warrants as authority. Receipt warrants 
have not issued in either of the three cases referred to, and 
no part of the money has been credited on the treasurer's 
books, or paid into the state treasury. The government 
cannot be supported unless all its officers are held to strict 
and most rigid accountability. It is the height of injustice 
to wring taxes from the hard earnings of the people, and 
suffer them to be squandered by the officers chosen to col- 
lect, keep and disburse them. The passage of the bills be- 
fore me, would be offering an inducement to officers here- 
after, for the negligent and illegal performance of the trust 
confided to their charge. 

From an examination of the auditor’s books this morning, 
I discover that a receipt warrant was issued by the auditor, 
on the 28th Feb. 1837,in favor of Thomas L. Mott, asses- 
sor and collector of Jones county, and I have ascertained 
that said sum was received by the former treasurer, James 
Philips, and I have directed-the auditor to credit his account 
with that amount. ‘There is consequently now no necessi- 
ty of an act for his relief. A receipt warrant issued on the 
20th of October 1837, in favor of John G. Robinson, tax col- 
lector of Amite county,for $2672, and his account is cred- 
ited with that sum, both on the auditor's and treasurer's 
books. It appears from the receipt of the former treasurer, 
James Philips, that he received of Robinson $2772, but as - 
that sim has not been credited to the state on the books 
of the "Treasurer, and one hundred dollars more was paid ` 
- than the receipt warrant authorized, Robinson has no claim 
legal or equitable on the state, for the repayment of the 

100 overpaid, and he should resort to the estate of James 
Philips for payment thereof. 

The total amount of arrearages, which it is proposed to 
relinquish to four tax collectors, amounts to $6,194 83. I 
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have understood that more than ten thousand dollars in ad- 
dition, has been paid over to a former treasurer, without the 
auditor’s receipt warrants, and if the claims under conside- 
ration are allowed, it will be setting a precedent injurious 
to the public interest, and tending to encourage violation of 
the law. The statutes makes it the duty of the Governor, 
to superintend the offices of the auditor and treasurer durmg 
the recess of the Legislature, and I am resolved to sanction 
no violations or evasions of the law, on the part of those of- 
ficers or of the tax collectors. ;

“The joint committee of the Legislature, appointed in 
1838 to examine the books and accounts of the late Audi- 
tor, John H. Mallory, and the situation of the public funds ` 
reported that “ McCaskill, assessor and collector of Kem- 
per county, settled also with Mayson,it is presumed. The 
balance due to the State, after deducting claims allowed 
without warrant, as per memorandum in Mayson's ‘hand 
writing, was $650 72. "These words, indicating the pay- 
ment of this balance to him, appear upon the same paper; 
*receipt warrant to issue." (See Journal of the House, Jan. 
Session, 1839, page 250.) 

The committee further report, that McCaskill paid over 
said money to Mayson, the former Treasurer, without hay- 
ing obtained the Auditor's receipt warrant, and the money - 
was not paid into the Treasury. The law expressly forbids 
the Treasurer from receiving money, except on the Audi- 
tor's receipt warrant. The books of Mayson show no cre- 
dit to the State for the money he collected of McCaskill, 
and if he is released, it would be difficult, perhaps impossi- 
ble; to recover the money on Mayson's official bond. 

It is the duty of tax collectors to conform to the laws, and 
if through their ignorance or negligence money is lost, they 
can have no claims, legal or equitable, on the State for 
relief. 
Should the Legislature grant relief in all cases similarly 
situated with the one before ins, the State will lose more 
than fifteen thousand dollars, and offer an inducement for 
further depredations on the public funds. E 

The second section of the act authorizes the Auditor to 
settle the “tax account of Rolin B. Crosby, tax collector of 
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Clarke county for the year 1838, in the same manner as 
though he had filed his affidavit, showing the kind of funds 
which he had received according to an act of the Legisla- 
ture. If this section becomes a law, the State Treasurer 
would be bound to receive of Crosby Brandon money. 
The act referred to, approved January 26th, 1839, required 
the Secretary of State to forward a copy of the same to 
each tax collector, and gave those officers ninety days to 
settle their accounts with the Auditor, and authorized the 
reception of the notes of all the Banks in the State, re- 
ceived in payment of taxes before notice was received of 
of the passage cf the act.

To the House of Representatives: 
I have duly considered the bill presented to me this day 


i 
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entitled “an act to authorize certain individuals therein na- 
med to raise a certain sum of money by lottery to be appro- 
priated te the erection of a Hospital m or near the city of 
Vicksburg, for the use and benefit of the Mechanic’s Mutual 
Benefit Society of said city.” 

The bill proposes to raise the sum of seventy-five thousand 
dollars by lottery for the purpose of erecting a Hospital in 
or near Vicksburg, and to furnish the same with furniture for 
the benefit of the Mechanic’s Mutual Benefit Society. Af- 
ter a certain period it authorizes tickets to be sold on credit 
and the taking of promissory notes for the payment of tick- 
ets thus sold, payable twenty days after the drawing of the 
Lottery. It further provides that payment of prizes shall 
not be demanded until twelve months after the drawing of 
the lottery, and that the Treasurer of the State shall receive 
the proceeds of the sales of tickets, and disburse the same on 
the Auditor’s warrant. This is extending the credit system 
to an extent unheard of in any age or in any country. 

The bond of the State Treasurer is only eighty thousand 
dollars, and if he should fail to account for the monies de- 
posited on account of the Lottery, the State might possibly 
be held responsible for his defalcation. Many years since 
a Lottery was drawn by authority of an act of Congress for 
the benefit of the city of Washington. The Managers en- 
trusted with the scheme, absconded with the funds. Prize 
holders sued the city, obtained judgment, an appeal was ta- 
ken to the Supreme Court of the United States, and that 
Court decided against the city and affirmed the judgment. 
A debt of several hundred thousand dollars was thrown upon 
the city, which it has funded and the whole of her citizens 
are annuaily taxed to pay the interest. 

To raise the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars, tickets 
to the enormous amount of half a million of dollars must be 
sold. This sum would be extracted from the hard earnings 
of those least able to bear the loss. 

. The lotteries heretofore authorized by the laws of this 
. State have not been beneficial to the institutions for whose 
benefit they have been drawn. 

Lotteries in all ages have been demoralizing in their ten- 
dencies, productive of idleness and dissipation, and so far as 
my knowledge extends, have generally been fraudulently 
conducted. Should the bill under consideration pass, hun- 
dreds of bills, similar in their character, will be presented 
for the action of the Legislature at their next session. 

It would require more time than I have at my command, 
to give all my objections to the bill. It was presented this 
day; and the Legislature will adiourn in a few hours. I

A bill to be entitled ‘an act to repeal so much of the 21st 
section of an act to incorporate the subscribers to the Mis- 
sissippi Union Bank as relates to the fifteen per cent dam- 
ages, was presented to the Executive late this evening by 
the chairman of the joint committee on enrolled bills. In- 
asmuch as both Houses have agreed to adjourn this evening, 
lam precluded from stating my objections to its passage as. 
- fully as I desire. 

The 21st section is in the following words, ‘that the said 
corporation shall never refuse specie payment, in current 
coin of the United States, or suspend payment of any o 
their notes, bills, or obligations, or of any funds received by 
them on deposite; and if ever the said corporation shall re- 
fuse or suspend the said payment, the bearer or holder of 
any note or obligation, or any person having the right to 
demand or receive the same, or receive the amount of any 
deposites as before recited, shall be entitled to receive and 
recover damages at the rate of fifteen per cent. per annum. 

Although the word damages is used, I consider that its 
true meaning, taken in connection with the context, is in- 
terest, for the latter clause of the section provides that the 
holder of the dishonored bills of the bank shall recover 
damages at the rate of fifteen per cent. per annum. I am 
aware that damages strictly speaking, cannot be recovered 
if the bill is protested after the repeal of the law allowing 
damages, although drawn before the law allowing such dam- 
ages, was repealed. It is very certain that no law can im- 
pair the right of the holder to the interest allowed by /aw 
on bills, and notes executed before the passage or act taking 
of interest or diminishing the note is passed. ‘ 

It will not be denied that the expectations of the holders 
of the notes of the Mississippi Union Bank, that they would 
b^ entitled to fifteen per cent. per annem on the same in 
the event of their being dishonored, have tended greatly to 
prevent their depreciation, much more than they have. It 
surely does not comport with justice and good faith for the 
Legislature to enact a law, which will inevitably cause the 
notes to depreciate at least.ten per cent. below their present 
standard, and throw the loss not only on the bill holders but 
on the people of the whole state, through whose hands this 
depreciated trash must necessarily circulate. 

I understand that the specie in the bank is now about 
three hundred thousand dollars. Should the bill before me 
pass, the bank might feel itself authorized to discount more 
paper and put out a circulation to the amount of nine hun- 
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dred thousand dollars. - I am warranted, from the history 
of the bank, to conclude that such a construction will be 
placed upon the recent enactments of the Legislature, as 
will suit the designs and wishes of the directory, and I 
therefore cannot sanction any measures tending to facilitate 
the bank in increasing her discounts or circulation. 

It will he remembered that last February, I refused my 
sanction to the resolution authorizing the bank to issue rot 
less than five nor more than six million of post notes. Two 
thirds of each branch of the Legislature failing to overrule 
mv objections to that measure, it of course failed. Yet the 
Union bank in violation of the laws of the land, and in 
thorough contempt of the Legislative power, commenced 
forthwith the issuance of pos: notes payable in twelve 
months, and bas now outstanding liabilities on account of 
such issues to the amount of about four million of dollars. 
If the last issues had not been made, the bank would not 
now be in such desperate circumstances. My action in ` 
vetoing the resolution referred to, was contemptuously pro- 
nounced as the act of a single individual. An appeal was 
made to the people. I was triumphantly sustained by tke 
freemen of the state, and received a larger majority than 
Wa. ever obtained by any Executive of the state, when the 
election was vigorously contested. Iam of bs opinion that 
no candidate before the people for a legislative jor executive 
office avowed himself in favor of repealing the 21st section 
ofthe charter ofthe bank. The policy of the measure has 
not even been discussed in the public press, since the Legis- 
lature assembled. Not one tenth of the people of the state 
are aware that such a measure has been introduced. Most 
of the bills of the bank have on their face in conspicuous let- 
ters, “Faith of the State pledged.” The state is not bound 
for the redemption of a single dollar of the circulation or 
liabilities of the bank. The creditors of’ the Institution 
must look alone to the assetts of the bank for payment. 
The falsehood contained on the face of the notes is nothing 
unusual. All bank notes contain the same ingredients, for 
no bank was ever able to redeem all her liabilities on de- 
mand. Paper money was originally the representative of 
specie.. In our agé it is the representative chiefly of credit. 
. ltgives me, certainly, no pleasure to be compelled to re- 
turn so many bills without my signature. Being firmly 
persuaded that the passage of the bill before me would be 
beneficial alone to the few, and detrimental to the many, 
and that it would sink still deeper the credit of the Missis- 
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sippi Union Bank, as well as that of the state, I return it to 
the Representatives of the People for reconsideration.

In those great and momentous questions which have agi- 
tated us, it was impossible but that differences of opinion 
should exist; not, I am persuaded as to the reality and mag- 
nitude of the evil, but as to the particular details of the 
proper remedy. That we have often labored under feelings 
of deep excitement, cannot be denied. For myself, I con- 
fess that at times I have not been free from them. But, 
gentlemen, they have never accompanied me beyond these 
walls, and in all the sincerity of my heart do I say, that I 
part with every one of you with feelings of the most kind 
and friendly nature. I wish yoy alla safe return to your 
homes and families, and you will carry wita you my wishes ` 
^. for your individual happiness and prosperity.
